A Young Collector Travels 


“South of the Border” 


I had always thought that stories 
about Amazons were strictly fiction. 
Women who ruled their men by force 
were automatically classed with mer- 
maids and all other mythical crea- 
tures as far as I was concerned, But 
that was before I had spent a week 
in Tehuantepec! 

The collecting bug had driven me 
deep into Mexico. I had left a com- 
fortable home in Puebla in search 
of some stone carvings and jade neck- 
laces in the ruins near Oaxaca. There 
was the usual long bus trip and after 
bargaining with the old women who 
make their living selling fragments 
from the ruins of Mitla and Monte 
Alban, I got that old wanderlust feel- 
ing. Someone had told me that if I 
wanted to see picturesque natives and 
beautiful costumes that I was not 
to miss the town of Tehuantepec. So 
I hopped on another bus and rode 
158 miles deeper into the wilds of 
Mexico. When I arrived I was in 
a village out of another era. A vil- 
lage in complete contrast with every- 
thing I had seen so far. 

The first thing that caught my eye 
was the dress of the women. To say 
they were colorful, would be to use 
a very weak adjective. Fabulous 
would be a better choice. All the wom- 
en looked as if they were going to 
a party. They had blouses made of 
fine hand woven linen, brightly col- 
ored and embroidered. They were 
worn loose, open at the neck with 
short sleeves and hanging free at the 
waist. Their skirts were of a heavier 
material and another bright color, 
usually red or brilliant blue. These 
were full, with a white ruffle that 
skimmed over the bare earth as they 
walked. They had woven designs into 
the cloth. Designs of eagles, flowers 
and ancient symbols. These figures 
were of gold thread. They wore their 
hair in long black braids with scar- 
let ribbons woven into them, These 
braids served a purpose that was 
more than just ornamental. When they 
wished to carry a basket of fruit or 
vegetables they simply placed these 
pigtails on top of their head, formed 
a cushion, and balanced the basket. 
They were always barefoot. They car- 
ried themselves straight as a ram- 
rod and in full skirts they seemed to 
glide rather than walk.

These things alone would have been 
enough to make them noteworthy, but 
the fascinating item was their jew- 
elry. They wore U. S. gold coins! I 
saw one woman with a bracelet of 
fifteen ten dollar gold pieces.

And this 
was an Ordinary day in the market, 
she wasn’t dressing for a holiday. 

This jewelry intrigued me and I 
sought out an English speaking guide 
for the story. He had lived in Tehuan- 
tepec all his life, and so it should 
be a factual tale. If it sounds like 
fiction, I’m sorry. 

It seems that a hundred years ago 
the village was just like any other 
village in Mexico. The women did all 
the work. They tilled the earth, plant- 
ed the seeds, hoed the young plants, 
harvested the crops, took them to mar- 
ket, and when sold returned and gave 
their husbands the money. It must 
have been quite an effort on the part 
of the man to lift up his hand to 
take the cash. They sat around all 
day having fun, putting what was 
left of the cash in the local bank. 
One day the bank fell. The manager 
had pocketed the net assets and left 
town. Everyone was broke. There 
wasn’t a peso in the village. 

The women got together, in what 
must have been the first meeting of 
the Suffragettes in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, and did a lot of discussing. 
They blamed the failure of their 
wealth on the men. They weren’t fit 
to handle money! They weren’t fit to 
do anything at all where money was 
concerned. So then and there they de-

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cided that from that day on, every 
cent they earned they would keep 
themselves. No more handing it over 
to the husbands. The men were up- 
set about the new plans but the wom- 
en were bigger than they were, and 
they were overruled. As soon as they 
had a few dollars saved, the women 
would buy a U. S. gold coin. They 
figured that the United States would 
always stand behind their money 
and that they would be making a 
safe investment. Then in order to 
keep hubby from taking ‘it while they 
were working, they decided to wear 
them as jewelry. After all the coins 
were bright and shiny, and they did 
look good against their brown skin. 
So ever since then the men haven’t 
had a chance to bankrupt the town. 
The women wear the family bank ac- 
count and the men get allowances. 

This guide told me that at a fiesta, 
it is not unusual to see women with 
$2,000 face value in U. S. gold. Some 
of these women are millionaires when 
you consider how far that amount 
would go in an economy such as Mex- 
ico has. He said that when he needed 
a down payment for an automobile 
to go into the guide business he went 
to see an old woman who lived in a 
grass hut on the edge of town. He 
told her his story. She believed that 
he would be able to repay her, so 
she took off the bracelet she was 
wearing and handed him a thousand 
dollars in gold coins. 

What a place for a coin collector! 
But only if that collector is a female. 
There is not much love for the male 
sex in that village. I tried to take 
a picture of one old woman who was 
dressed in a brocaded costume and 
wore a few pieces of gold. I comple- 
mented her on her beauty, 

She didn’t want me to take her 
picture. © 

I told her, her dress was very pret- 
ty. 

She said it was very ugly. 

I said “please” and smiled my nic- 
est smile. 

She said “Go away, man!” the way 
we would say “Go away, dog!” 

Needless to say, I didn’t get any 
pictures, but I did come away with 
some pleasant memories of a fantas- 
tic village. in that fantastic country 
called Mexico.

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HISTORICAL RECORDS 


Conducted by AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 


Lucy Isabelle Marsh 


By AIDA FAVIA-ARTSAY 


Since the passing of Lucy Isabelle 
Marsh, in Providence, R. I., on Jan- 
uary 20, 1956, readers of this depart- 
ment have asked for comments on 
this soprano’s records. Needless to 
say I’m delighted to oblige, for, al- 
though not an opera singer, Miss 
Marsh did make recordings of ex- 
cerpts from operatic works. And be- 
sides, some specimens of her vocal- 
ization on discs can put to shame 
many an endeavor of “red-sealers” 
with careers and reputations much 
more glamorous than hers. 

When confronted with a situation 
such as this, the question arises what 
was it that distinguished a red seal 
artist from one whose name was re- 
stricted to less prominent labels. Ac- 
cording to all indications it had noth- 
ing to do either with merit or with 
the artist’s standing in the musical 
world, but merely with the opinion of 
the recording company at the time 
the dises were issued. By this token, 
singers of lesser repute were sud- 
denly promoted, celebrities demoted, 
and first-class performers consigned 
permanently to the obscurity of in- 
ferior labels. 

As illustrations to these often baf- 
fling quirks of judgment, may be 
pointed out the rise to the red label 
of some when electrical recording took 
hold (Marsh, Lauder, etc.); the fall 
of others to secondary status (red 
G&T to black G&T, for example) for 
whatever reason, including that which 
prompted Victor to relegate to black 
label in 1940, one record each of Ca- 
ruso, Matzenauer, Galli-Curci, Schi- 
pa, dal Monte, Jeritza, Souez, and 
McCormack; and the perennial con- 
finement to black seal of singers like 
Cesira Ferrani, whom Puccini deemed 
good enough for his first Mimi and 
Manon. A few of the better singers 
—de Segurola, to mention one -— 
did partially “make” the red label, 
but only through association with 
legitimate red seal artists, in his 
case they being Ruffo, Boninsegna, 
Galvany and De Tura (how did he 
ever get on the red label, anyway). 





Similar was the case of Lucy 
Marsh on acoustical Victor discs. On 
her own she was put on purple, blue 
and black seals, but as McCormack’s 
partner in the Aida and Carmen 
duets, her name appeared on their 
red seal labels. In the 1927 Victor 
Catalog, the Marsh records had dwin- 
dled to but two double-sided acoustic 
numbers: 8034 - the duets with Mc- 
Cormack and 45304 - Blossom Time: 
Song of Love, with Dadmun (coup!l- 
ed with Blossom Time: Serenade, by 
Murphy); and the electric 45519 - 
Holy Night (coupled with Silent 
Night, by the Trinity Choir). In 
the general section of the 1928 Cata- 
log, which still kept the black seal 
Holy Night, Marsh was already re- 
fered to the Red Seal Section, and 
there we find her first star billing 
for her electric 9104 - Elijah: Hear 
ye/Messiah: I know, 4026 - Messiah: 
Come unto Him (coupled with Mes- 
stah: He shall feed, by Elsie Baker), 
4014 - Peer Gynt: Solvejz’s Cradle 
Song (2nd Suite /Peer Gynt: Sol- 
vejg’s Song (1st Suite), and 40138 - 
Blossom Time: Song of Love, with 
Dadmun (coupled with Blossom 
Time: Serenade, by Murphy). 

After a few turns of a Marsh disc, 
it becomes apparent that had she not 
been contented with the drudgery of 
a steady job on the Victor staff, she 
could have had a brilliant operatic 
career. As far as voice goes, hers 
had all the requisites; and as for its 
production — a little more work in 
the chest register would have brought 
it up to par. Otherwise, she was 
musical, intelligent, resourceful, and 
obviously had a sound knowledge of 
the vocal technicalities. A pity that 
while her French was passable, her 
Italian left much to be desired. But 
then, other American singers managed 
to surmount this obstacle, and there is 
no reason why, with some applica- 
tion, she should not have achieved 
equally satisfactory results. 

Although claims have been made 
that Lucy Marsh has sung on some 
occasion at the Metropolitan — as a 
Flower Maiden in Parsifal or some

other such part — I was unable to 


find any written record to substan- 
tiate this report. However, among 
the notes kindly supplied to me by 
the Rev. H. Mason Palmer, there 
is a reference to an operatic per- 
formance by Marsh, as Martha, in 
Schenectady, June, 1916. 

A native of Utica, N. Y., Lucy 
Isabelle Marsh first studied singing 
with John Walter Hall, in New York, 
and later, 'with Trabadello and Bal- 
dini, in Paris. Unlike other singers 
who made records after achieving 
stage renown, Lucy Marsh gained 
fame as a concert and Church singer 
with the help of her Victor records. 
These were preceded by some discs 
for Columbia, of which I know only 
one, The Glow Worm, on the Black 
and Silver label. Aside from solo 
work in recital, she sang as soloist 
with Symphony Orchestras and 
Choral Groups, and also made part 
of various vocal units, like Quartets, 
Vocal Societies, Music Clubs, etc. 
The press was generous in its praise 
of this American songstress, with 
comments such as: “Miss Marsh, 
who has had the advantage of study- 
ing in Paris, possesses a voice that 
should carry her well up in the mu- 
sical world. It is strong and flexible 
and her method is right. , . .” “Be- 
yond a doubt she did display great 
vocal agility and a delightful ex- 
actness of intonation . .” “ Her voice 
is a clear, light soprano of remark- 
ably high timbre, even throughout 
its wide range, extraordinarily flex- 
ible and very sweet...” Similar 
notices greeted her public appear- 
ances; also, it 'was pointed out that 
“people came to her concerts because 
of her records ” 

Following her initial try before 
the recording horn, Victor certainly 
did not lose any time in engaging 
Lucy Marsh on a steady basis, and 
in their 1912 Catalog she had ac- 
cumulated nearly two-dozen record- 
ings, plus a likeness of herself in the 
composite picture of the Victor Light 
Opera “Company. Goodness only 
knows what she sang in those “Gems 
from” everything from Herbert’s 
“Algeria” to his “Wizard of the 
Nile,” but these assignments, in ad- 
dition to her other solo and ensemble 
recording work as one of Victor’s 
staff artists, must have kept her quite 
busy. I do not know all the operatic 
recordings in which she sang with- 
out her name apnearing on the label, 
but one of them was 70086, the 
Lucia Sextet.

Many of the records reviewed in 
the following paragraphs were lent 
to me by the ever helpful Bill Violi 
and Charlie Sniffin. While listening 
to each disc, I made quick notes: 
and knowing from experience that 
the first impressions are usually the 
most faithful, I left them as they 
were, in their sketchy stage, and 
listed the records in the sequence in 
which I heard them. Upon deci- 
phering my hieroglyphs, I find that 
along the line my description of the 
soprano’s voice became less. elab- 
orate. The reason for this slacking 
was to avoid useless repetition. 
But anything new that came to my 
mind I jotted down, even if just a 
single comment. 

70024 purple 12” PARLA Waltz (Ardi- 
ti)—Well placed “highs,” good “lows.” 
Surprisingly fine; Truthfully a  first- 
class, dignified singer. Fine trill, Musi- 
eally correct, careful delivery. Firm, up- 
right tone. Certainly knows what she’s 
doing. One flaw—poor Italian.

Of the Victor electrical Marsh 
discs, I heard only 4013 red 10” 
SONG OF LOVE from Blossom Time 
(Romberg) with Dadmun. In com- 
paring this version with the acousti- 
cal one on 45304 blue 10”, it becomes 
apparent that while her voice was 
still fresh and firm, the orthophonic 
era found its sparkle somewhat 
dimmed by the passing of years. 

It is said that the Marguerite in 
60097 purple 10” PRISON SCENE 
from Faust (Gounod) is Lucy Isa- 
belle Marsh. I’m not at alll sure of 
it, as the soprano voice in this disc 
is heavier and less steady than that 
of Marsh, and the higher tones not 
half as ringy and floating as those 
heard on her records.

L. WOLFE GILBERT WRITES 
ENTERTAINING BOOK, 
“WITHOUT RHYME OR 

REASON”’

From the days when he wrote the 
lyrics of ‘Waitin’ for the Robert E. 
Lee,” L. Wolfe Gilbert has been one 
of the most popular and highly re- 
garded of American popular song 
writers. Now, the veteran lyricist 
has written one of the most amusing 
books in years, telling, in more or 
less chronological detail, the story of 
his 50 years as the writer of the 
words of innumerable hits, many of 
which have become a part of Amer- 
ican folk lore. (Gilbert has also writ- 
ten the music of a few songs, such 
as “Down Yonder,” which swept the 
country about five years ago when 
recorded as a piano solo by Del Wood, 
but he is primarily a contriver of cun- 
ningly arranged rhymes). 

The book, entitled “Without Rhyme 
or Reason,” contains 240 pages, is 
published by Vantage Press and sells 
for $3.50. It is not, strictly speaking, 
an autobiography, but more a series 
of reminiscences, most of them amus- 
ing, and some downright hilarious. 
In the latter category must come Gil- 
bert’s account of how lesser song writ- 
ers registered in hotels under the 
name of the top man of their craft, 
Harry Von Tilzer, and his candid nar- 
rative of the feud Sime Silverman, 
the founder of Variety, carried on 
with him for years because of an 
unpaid $80 advertising bill. However, 
it ended happily in 1a love feast. 
There’s not a dull moment in the en- 
tire book, 

Record collectors will find many 
references to bygone favorites, such 
as Nat Wills, who were an important 
part of the vaudeville and music pub

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FAVORITE PIONEER 
RECORDING ARTISTS

Gene Greene 


(Accompanied on the piano by Charley Straight) 


A recent biographical sketch in 
this series told the life story of the 
favorite tenor, Gene Austin. On the 
theory that one good (Gene should suc- 
ceed another, I have decided to re- 
late next what I know about the one- 
time “Ragtime King,” the veteran, 
long dead vaudeville comedian, Gene 
Greene. In this way I shall set down 
the salient details of the career of 
a picturesque personality and shall 
also answer the queries I occasion- 
ally receive as to why I advertise in 
HOBBIES that I will pay $3 each 
for any of Greene’s Pathé discs not 
already in my collection. After months 
of advertising I still have only four 
of the double-faced records Greene 
made for Pathé in London well over 
40 years ago. 

Gene Greene and his records have 
a peculiarly persona] interest for me 
not only because he was an accom- 
plished comedian with a distinctive 
style but also because he was the 
second recording artist with whom I 
ever talked. 

In June, 1928, I was visiting in 
Montgomery, Ala., as the guest of 
a friend who, at a remarkably youth- 
ful age, was state editor of the Ad- 
vertiser. Soon after my arrival I 
learned that the next change of pro- 
gram iat the Grand Theater, which 
featured vaudeville mixed with mov- 
ies, would have Gene Greene as the 
headliner, I was excited at the thought 
of seeing and hearing the famous 
singer and composer of “The King of 
the Bungaloos” in person. My friend 
and I were in a car parked near the 
Grand and I remarked: “I see Gene 
Greene is on tomorrow’s show. I’d 
certainly like to see him.” 

“Well,” was the reply, “look up the 
street and you can see his car right 
now.” I looked, and saw an expen- 
sive appearing parked vehicle adorned 
with a sign testifying that it belonged 
to “‘The Human Singing Machine,’ 
Gene Greene, on a triumphal coast- 
to-coast tour.” 

“And,” said my friend dryly, after 
I had sufficiently admired this modest- 
ly retiring bit of press agentry, “if 
you want to see Gene Greene, look 
over there in front of the box office. 
See a man talking with the theater 
manager? Well, that’s Gene Greene— 
that’s the old boy himself!”

If you can imagine the emotions of 
a present-day teenager unexpectedly 
vouchsafed a vision of Elvis Presley, 
you can visualize the emotions of 
young Mr. Walsh, a phonograph lov- 
er since infancy, as he gazed upon 
the rubicund features of the erst- 
while Ragtime King now transformed 
into a Singing Machine. And this is 
how I recall Gene Greene after all 
these years: 

The comedian was rather short and 
stout with an unmistakable double 
chin, as he stood with the side of his 
face toward me. He was smoking a 
cigarette in a long holder, was smil- 
ing broadly as he talked with the 
manager, whose name I have forgot- 
ten, and he occasionally waved his 
right hand rhythmically to empha- 
size some point in the conversation. 
I thought he looked to be about 48 
years of age. (As I know now, he 
was 50). He was rather loudly dressed 
in typically prosperous vaudeville 
fashion and appeared in high spirits. 
The manager, a tall, handsome, gray- 
haired man, seemed to be listening at- 
tentively but seldom smiled. 

The state editor and I watched the 
pair of “show biz” personalities a 
short time, then returned to the Ad- 
vertiser office. I remarked, “I’d sure 
like to talk to Gene Greene a few 
minutes. I’ve got a couple of ques- 
tions I want to ask him.” My friend 
replied: ‘Well, you go to see the man- 
ager early tomorrow afternoon, tell 
him what you want and he’ll fix it 
up for you.” 

II. I Meet Gene Greene 

About an hour before the perform- 
ance was to begin Friday afternoon, 
I called on the manager, told him I 
had long admired Gene Greene at a 
distance and would like to talk with 
him “for just a minute.” The man- 
ager surveyed the excited youth be- 
fore him with a look of tolerant 
amusement, and genially replied: “All 
right, go to the stage door and tell 
the doorman I said to pass you in. 
But, remember, this isn’t to be a 
visit. Don’t take up Gene’s time long- 
er than a few minutes.” 

I don’t remember talking with the 
doorman, but I do recall going back 
stage and being confronted by a tall, 
dark-eyed woman who was running 
through a song with her accompanist. 


I later recognized her as Lillian Gor- 
doni, a comedienne who had the “deuce 
spot” on the program. When I asked 
if Mr. Greene were in she said he 
hadn’t come yet and added, “Any mes- 
sage?” I said I merely wished to 
speak to him for a moment and would 
wait outside. 

_A few minutes later Gene Greene 
himself came down the alley. He was 
wearing rectangular shaped specta- 
cles that struck me as looking odd 
and he appeared younger in full face 
than in profile, As I stepped forward 
and said, “Mr. Greene?” he hesitated 
for a moment and then in a voice 
that seemed to have been carved from 
ice cubes replied, “Yes.” I suspected 
he suspected J was a panhandler. 

To disabuse him of that impression 
I said; “I’ll take only a few moments 
of your time, but I have something 
I’d like to ask you. Do you know 
where I can get any of the Pathé 
records you made years ago?” 

At that unexpected inquiry a broad 
smile almost split the comedian’s face 
in two. “Why,” he said, “I made 
those back in 1912 and 713 when I 
was in England. They haven’t been 
sold in this country for years, but 
you can still get them from the Pathé 
Phonograph Company, London, Eng- 
land.” 

The ice cubes broken, I went on 
to tell Gene that I had long admired 
him through his Victor and Columbia 
records, but this was the first chance 
I had ever had to hear him in per- 
son. A flicker of suspicion crossed his 
face as he said, “I’ve often appeared 
here at the Grand.” 

“Yes,” I replied, “but I’m just 
temporarily in Montgomery. My home 
is in a small town in Virginia.” I 
mentioned that my favorite among 
his records was “The King of the 
Bungaloos,” a nonsense song which 
he had written in collaboration with 
his former accompanist, Charley 
Straight. He smiled affectionately at 
the mention of Straight and told me, 
what I already knew, that Straight 
played the accompaniments for all 
his English Pathé records. ‘‘Charley,” 
he added, “is doing well in the dance 
band business now. He’s had a band 
for years.” 

Gene asked my name and when I 
replied “Walsh,” he didn’t quite catch 
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it and asked, “Wallace?” When I said 
“No, Walsh,” he extended his hand 
and said, “I’m certainly glad to know 
you.” “Are you going to be with us 
this afternoon?” he asked, and when 
I replied nothing could keep me away 
that day from the Grand, he said: 
“Be there and I’ll sing ‘The King of 
the Bungaloos’ especially for you.” 
Naturally, I felt elated at this mark 
of esteem, and we parted with cordial 
good will. As we clasped hands, nei- 
ther of us suspected that I was des- 
tined to be Gene’s biographer—prob- 
ably the only one he will ever have. 
III. Gene Greene’s Performance 
I spread the word among several of 
my Advertiser friends that Gene 
Greene was going to sing his best 
known composition specially for me 
and there was an irruption of news- 
paper personne] into the theater. 
The entire bill was good and I en- 
joyed it all, but naturally, I was im- 
patient for Gene to appear, which he 
finally did, in the next to closing spot. 
I was eager to see just what sort of 
a performance he would give because 
a few years before a critic for The 
Billboard had harshly criticized him. 
As I remember, the writer said: 
“Gene Greene sang ‘Sweet Mama, 
Papa’s Getting Mad,” then used a 
lot of old and decrepit stuff that had 
people leaving the house. As an en- 
core he did his famous Greek waiter 
stunt which convulsed those who were 
left. If Gene would cut out the an- 
tiques and bring his act up-to-date, 
he would be in next to closing, where 
he rightfully belongs, instead of high 
up on the bill.” I reflected that, since 
Gene was the featured act on the 
Grand’s program, he must have 
changed his ways, but it would be 
perfectly all right with me if he want- 
ed to sing his old ragtime numbers— 
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JIM WALSH 
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Old phonograph record catalogs and sup-

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particularly “The King of the Bunga- 
loos”—rather than the current song 
hits. Even then, I preferred the old 
songs to the new. 

Greene’s act opened with a beau- 
tiful girl at the piano in the place 
of the quondam Charley Straight, 
and a red-haired boy, wearing a 
Western Union outfit, in the center of 
the stage. The boy exclaimed, “All 
right, Genie, al] right, Mr. Greene, 
come on out here, for here’s where 
you sing those songs!” and “Genie” 
entered to a heavy hand that showed 
he was a great favorite in Montgome- 
ry. He came striding on stage wear- 
ing a straw hat, blue coat and white 
trousers and swinging a cane. As he 
appeared, the house orchestra paced 
by a white-haired violinist struck up 
“Away Down South in Heaven,” and 
Gene began to sing it lustily. I 
thought he looked elated, as though 
our talk had given him a “lift.” 

I heard only a few bars before I 
realized with disappointment that his 
voice had little resemblance to the one 
I knew on records. It contained a 
husky quality that I had noticed in 
our conversation, and he mentioned 
during one of his monologs that he 
had a cold. The cold may have ac- 
counted for the husky sound or it 
may be that his voice had suffered 
from many years of use. Conceivably, 
too, he had changed his style and was 
singing in the stentorian shouting 
manner that characterized Al Jolson, 
then at the peak of his popularity. 
For a reason that will appear later, 
the latter supposition perhaps com- 
bined with the cold, was probably the 
logical solution. 

I told myself that Gene had prob- 
ably sung Away Down South In 
Heaven” to flatter his Deep South 
audience, and I suspected he chose 
his next number, “Stay Out of the 
South (If You Want to Miss a Heaven 
On Earth’) for the same reason. Both 
were good routine popular songs but 
with no element of comedy. Gene then 
introduced his assistants. The boy 
was Bobby Koyle and the girl he re- 
ferred to as “Little Miss Frances.” 
They were both from Dallas, Texas, 
and I wonder where they are and 
what they are doing today. Bobby was 
a mouth harp virtuoso, and the girl, 
besides being a capable pianist, was 
also a good guitar player, (The news- 
paper review, at least, says she played 
a guitar, but it seems to me now the 
instrument was really a ukulele). Her 
costume, when she came on for her 
string music solo, was extremely ab- 
breviated, which didn’t detract from 
her allure. 

Gene, besides singing, told a series 
of stories, many of which, occasional- 
ly interspersed with profanity, were 
surprisingly off-color for the vaude- 
ville stage. Some of the other acts 
on the program also used “blue” ma- 
terial which wouldn’t have been tol- 
erated in the great days of “vaude.” 
But, though we didn’t suspect it at 
the time, vaudeville was already dy- 
ing. The following Sunday another 
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theater gave the first exhibition of 
talking movies ever seen in Mont- 
gomery—an event that pointed to the 
unfortunately certain death of what, 
at its best, was probably the cleanest 
and most delightful form of light 
amusement the American theatrical 
public has known, vaudeville. 

Some of Greene’s jokes seemed to 
have a mildly anti-Jewish bias, though 
they may not have been so intended. 
He mentioned someone’s asking him 
if he had trouble finding his way 
around the hotel in which he was 
staying, and he had replied that he 
“had enough Yiddish to get around 
the lobby.” He got a big laugh with 
a story about a little Jewish boy who 
was asked where he wanted to go 
when he died, and he replied, “to 
hades — because papa says business 
has gone to h--] and I want to go 
where the business is.” His remark 
that Al Smith was sure to be chosen 
president because “there are enough 
Smiths in the telephone directory to 
elect him” got only tepid applause. 
Alabama in those days was a hotbed 
of Ku Kluxery and anti-Catholic sen-

Bow Bells Will 
Ring Again 


By LOIS SPRINGER 


Bow bells! Who has not been en- 
tranced at some time or other by the 
legends surrounding the chimes of 
London’s St. Mary-le-Bow Church? 
These are the bells which summoned 
Dick Whittington back to London to 
become thrice Lord Mayor. These are 
the bells of which it has long been 
said that only those born within 
sound of their peal are true London 
cockneys. 

If the latter legend is true, there 
have been no cockneys born in Lon- 
don during the past fifteen or six- 
teen years; nor, indeed, can any be 
born until] the broken bells, now re- 
cast, are once more hanging in their 
belfry and their voices once more 
rising over the traffic din along 
Cheapside. 

Bow bells were blitzed during a 
Nazi raidinthe Spring of 1941. Orig- 
inally cast by the famous bell-makers 
of Gloucester, all twelve chimes in 
the peal were destroyed. The absence 
of St. Mary-le-Bow’s bells has not 
been a casual matter to those who 
cherish their legendary history. It 
has, nevertheless, served to focus at- 
tention on the widely known Dick 
Whittington story and to raise the 
question as to whether after all there 
was a real Dick Whittington. 

For collectors who claim to have 
bells depicting some phase of this 
legend, the time is appropriate for 
appraising various aspects of it. His- 
torians are agreed that there was a 
real Richard Whittington (1358-1423) 
and that he was three times Lord 
Mayor of London, in fact the most 
famous Lord Mayor of the Middle 
Ages. 

Handbells with a figure of Dick as 
a handle, then, have historic and not 
merely legendary interest. They have 
far more than ordinary historic in- 
terest if one realizes that prior to 
his being elected Lord Mayor, Rich- 
ard was perhaps the richest merchant 
in London. He grew so rich that he 
lent money to King Henry IV and 
Henry V. He was appointed super- 
intendent of finances in the construc- 
tion of Westminster Abbey, and a 
memorial to him can be seen there in 
one of the stained glass windows, 

Richard was a wonderful benefac- 
tor. He greatly improved appalling 


conditions at Newgate Prison and he 
founded an almshouse for “worthie 
needie folke.” 


What of Dick Whittington’s Cat? 

History does not verify the idea 
that Richard enjoyed a Horatio Al- 
ger rise to fame. There is no evi- 
dence that he was ever a poor kitchen 
scullion or an ill-treated truant ap- 
prentice. There is no evidence that he 
achieved fortune with the help of 
his pet cat, or for that matter that 
he even owned a special pet cat. Such 
romantic and appealing aspects of the 
Dick Whittington story seem to have 
first appeared in a play presented in 
London in 1605, but they have no ac- 
tual historical basis.

Heavy bronze call bell of the Renais- 
sance Period. Handle is image of Night 
Watch, the cat so often associated with 
Dick Whittington’s early fame and for- 
tune. The bell’s thick patina of age gives 
Night Watch an appearance befitting his 
name. He was so-called because of dusky 
fur and his night prowling habits. 
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The true facts tell us that Whit- 
tington’s parents were both of good 
family and owned a town house in 
Gloucester as well as a prosperous 
farm nearby. When centuries later 
the town house was demolished, a 
chimney piece was found on which 
was a carved picture of a boy hold- 
ing a cat in his arms. The statue of 
Whittington which stood oni ancient 
Newgate in London also had a cat 
beside it. And a famous 16th Centu- 
ry engraving also shows the lad with 
a cat. So it does seem probable that 
Richard either had a pet cat or else 
had a great affection for cats in gen- 
eral. 

Collectors possessing bells with a 
likeness of Dick Whittington’s cat on 
them must draw their own conclu- 
sions as to the significance of their 
bells (see illustration #1). 


And What of Bow Bells? 

We have little reason to doubt that 
young Dick Whittington did, in a 
moment of discouragement, allow him- 
self to be recalled to London by the 
cheery sound of Bow bells. The orig- 
inal chimes in the belfry of St. Ma- 
ry-le-Bow were noted for their sweet 
beckoning tone. To journey within 
sound of their magical music was the 
goal of many a London-bound per- 
son (see illustration #2). 

Dick, being a lad of only twelve 
years when he left for London, may 
well have become homesick for pleas- 
ant Gloucestershire, after a brief ap- 
prenticeship in London. At any rate 
at the foot of Highgate Hill in North 
London there is a much photographed 
stone popularly supposed to mark the 
spot where Dick paused to listen to 
the chimes of Bow bells. 

Were they to be permanently si- 
lenced, much of this historic lore at- 
tached to Bow bells might gradually 
disappear. In the face of so many 
determined efforts to restore the bells, 
that is not likely to happen though. 
A peal of twelve has already been cast 
at Whitechapel Foundry and waits 
only for restoration of the church 
and its belfry. 


And when will that be? 

Ask the bells of Stepney. 

I do not know, 

Says the Great Bell of Bow. 


At the present time no one knows 
just when Bow bells will ring again, 
despite all manner of novel fund-rais- 
ing appeals being made to hasten the 
restoration. One of the bells which 
made up the famous “cockney” chime 
has been converted into a collection 
box, inviting visitors at the ruined 
church to contribute to the restoration 
fund. Nearby an exhibition of pic- 
tures shows how St. Mary-le-Bow, its 
belfry and its bells will be restored. 

The peal waiting to be hung in 
the restored belfry marks the fourth 
change in St. Mary’s chimes. The six 
origina] bells that rang so propheti- 
eally for Dick Whittington were de- 
stroyed in the Great Fire of London 
in 1666.

timent, and although most of the peo- 
ple of Montgomery were much more 
liberal in their attitude than the “red- 
necks” in the hinterland they still 
didn’t care much for Smith. I ob- 
served the theater manager watching 
the performance from a box and his 
expression was stony and unsmiling 
during some of Gene’s off-color sal- 
lies. I also remember the displeased 
look of a remarkably beautiful young 
woman in another box. 

The act ended with Gene’s singing 
a really good comic song, “Real Es- 
tate Papa (You Ain’t Gonna Sub- 
divide Me!”) I enjoyed everything 
but the “blue notes” to the highest, 
but left with a feeling of disappoint- 
ment—for he didn’t sing “King of 
the Bungaloos.” I found out later 
from the manager that “little Miss 
Frances” didn’t know the song and, 
lacking the music, couldn’t play it 
on short notice, Gene made a curtain 
speech, in which he said the Grand 
patrons were “a wonderful audience” 
and that he thought the theater 
should play him a full week instead 
of on a split basis. 

When I dropped in at the Adver- 
tiser office, Jack Young, the manag- 
ing editor, asked me to write a re- 
view of the bill. I did, and since it 
represents one of my first attempts 
at newspaper criticism, I shall re- 
produce it here. The date was Satur- 
day, June 16, and the headline read: 
“Audience Pleased at Vaudeville Bill. 
Gene Greene, Pierrot and Co., and 
Others at Grand Applauded”: 


One of the best vaudeville and 
movie bills of the season was given 
at the Grand on Friday. The same 
bill will be continued through Satur- 
day and Sunday. Gene Greene is prob- 
ably the most noted performer who 
appears on the bill, but James Pier- 
rot and Company shared applause 
honors with him. Both these acts 
practically stopped the show. 

The vaudeville bill opened with 
Pierrot, the piano accordionist, as- 
sisted by his “company,” which is 
comprised in the person of an ex- 
tremely handsome young woman. 
Pierrot played his accordion, and the 
girl whanged a xylophone and sang. 
Everything they did met with ap- 
plause. Pierrot and his partner, both 
of whom are radio favorites, took in- 
numerable bows and the male half 
of the team expressed the apprecia- 
tion of his “‘company” and himself 
in a neat curtain speech. 

Lillian Gordoni, an attractive young 
woman, sang popular songs in typ- 
ical “blues ishouter” style. She has 
a voice that carries, make no mis- 
take about that, and the audience 
proved by its repeated hand-whacking 
that it liked her wares. 

Fred Berrens and his Ampico au- 
tomatic piano iprovided a real novel- 
ty. Fred came out and told a weepy 
story, in verse, of his lady love who 
had flown to the spirit world, but 
who returned to officiate as his ac- 
companist whenever her services were 
needed. Suddenly the piano began to 
play itself by ‘‘spirit’” influence. 
Fred asked it what the two of them 
should play as a duet (Fred is a nif- 
ty hand with a fiddle) and the Am- 
pico suggested ‘‘Ain’t She Sweet?” 
by playing a few bars of that ditty. 
The suggestion was vetoed, but they 
played several numbers together, to 
much appreciation. 
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Gene Greene, the famous phono- 
graph singer and veteran stage co- 
median, scored a triumph. His voice 
Was not in quite so good shape as 
usual, for he had a cold, but his pep 
and personality put his songs over. 
Some of his jokes almost stretched 
the hearers in the aisles. His com- 
pany consisted of Koyle and Francis, 
a boy and a girl from Texas, The 
boy played a mouth harp and the 
girl a guitar. She also served as 
Gene’s piano accompanist. Montgo- 
mery likes Gene Greene and said so. 
He too made a curtain speech, be- 
tokening his appreciation of his re- 
ception. 

The Dronoff Sisters Revue and the 
Mogiloff Orchestra dispensed music 
that was decidedly out of the ordi- 
nary. Their performance made a de- 
cided hit with the audience, which 
applauded them very generously. 

The movie feature was “Your Wife 
and Mine,” a typical light comedy of 
high life. Phyllis Haver, Wallace 
McDonald, Stuart Holmes and Bar- 
bara Tennant were the most prom- 
inent players. One of the funniest 
comedies seen in Montgomery in many 
a day was exhibited, as was the 
Pathe News. The latter gave a num- 
ber of scenes at the Republican con- 
vention in Kansas City. 


Besides writing the review, I wrote 
Gene Greene a note, telling him how 
much I had enjoyed his act, and say- 
ing that several of the Advertiser 
staff had bought Edisonies (the Eai- 
son Company’s rival to Victor’s Ur- 
thophonic Victrola) and wished he 
would make some Edison Diamond 
Discs. Some time later I wrote to the 
English Pathé firm, asking if Gene’s 
old records could still be supplied, 
but received a reply that “we have 
practically abandoned the manufac- 
ture of sapphire records” and that the 
Greene discs had long since been cut 
out of the catalog. 


After I returned to Virginia, I 
heard nothing further about Gene 
Greene. Then in 1938, when Billy 
Murray and Jimmy Martindale vis- 
ited me in Johnson City, Tennessee, 
I asked Billy if he knew what had 
become of my Montgomery friend. 
Billy told me Gene had lived in Chi- 
cago but had been dead for several 
years. It is only in recent months 
that I have obtained enough back- 
ground information to make it pos- 
sible to write this HOBBIES article.

Cupola Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 








A mechanical bank bearing an early patent date is 
our choice as No. 55 in our numerical classification of 
the mechanical banks. This bank, the Cupola Bank, is, 
as a matter of fact, the thirteenth mechanical bank cov- 
ered by a patent. In this case the number thirteen is 
lucky considering the bank as being a rare good item, 
however, it is unlucky for some collectors who do not 
have one since it is a rather scarce item to find. 


The bank was patented January 27, 1874 by inventor 
Diedrich Dieckmann of New York City. It was manufac- 
tured by the J. & E. Stevens Company of Cromwell, 
Conn. In patenting the bank Dieckmann was careful to 
cover all details so that no coin slot would be exposed 
until the operation of the mechanism. Also carefully cov- 


ered were the operation of the cupola and the vibration 
of the figure. Apparently this bank was not manufactured 
over a long period of years as evidenced by its rarity 
today. Several of the earlier dated banks such as Halls 
Excelsior, Dec. 21, 1869. and Tammany, Dec. 23, 1878, are 
quite common even though they have these very early dates. 
This is due to the fact that they were both made in 
large quantities over a long span of time. 


The specimen shown was obtained by the writer some 
years ago in a Boston, Mass., antique shop. An unusual 
circumstance was that the writer knew of this partic- 
ular bank being in the possession of the original own- 
er. She was an elderly lady living in East Boston and 
for several years the writer tried to buy the bank with 
no success. Sentimental connections were a factor and 
respecting this, the writer more or less. gave up hopes 
of owning this particular bank. A surprise ‘was in store, 
however, when at a later date the same bank showed up 
in the above mentioned Boston antique shop. Further sur- 
prise was the fact that the bank was purchased at a 
lower price than the writer offered the original owner. 
This is, of course, an example of the unusual circum- 
stances that every collector sooner or later encounters 
in adding items to his collection. 


The bank shown is in fine original condition with no 
repairs. The paint is very good and the colors are as 
follows. The building itself is green with gold striping. 
The roof is red and the cupola blue. The coin slot sec- 
tion in front of the figure has a green top and the rest 
of this section is painted brown. The figure has a blue 
coat, white collar, black top hat, and natural features 
with a black mustache. The lettering ‘Pat January 27, 
1874’ appears in raised letters on the front curved sec- 
tion of the roof. The word ‘Bank’ appears over the door. 
Just over this lettering is a raised section in the casting 
resembling a beehive. 


The bank is shown after the completion of the oper- 
ation. To operate the bank -the cunola is first depressed 
and it clicks into position. The lever protruding from 
the front door is then pressed and the cupola flies up 
into the position shown in the picture. The small man 
vibrates back and forth and the slot is exposed for the 
deposit of coins. 


The Cupola Bank is another representative of the 
building group of mechanical banks. Since the action of 
the bank is not self evident this creates the element 
of surprise which is a desirable feature. As previously 
mentioned it’s a hard bank to find, and this coupled 
with its other interesting features make it a desirable 
addition to any mechanical bank collection.

“These maps are no dry conglome- 
ration of lines and printed names. 
They tell, with many picturesque de- 
tails, the story of man’s slow prog- 
ress in knowledge of the world. The 
old cartographers largely relied for 
their information (or misinforma- 
tion) on the reports of a few daring 
mariners and explorers. Then draw- 
ing their maps, they added embellish- 
ments of their own: cartouches with 
the coats-of-arms of their patrons 
and vignettes and borders showing 
cities, scenery and natives as they 
imagined them to be.

Velasquez Portrait Acquired 
by De Young Museum 


The M. H. de Young Museum, San 


Francisco, announces one of the most . 


important new acquisitions in its 
history, a portrait of Queen Mariana 
of Spain by Velasquez. The picture 
has just been purchased by the Sam- 
uel H. Kress Foundation and has 
been added to the Museum’s Kress 
Collection. 

Diego Rodriguez de Silva y Velas- 
quez is not only Spain’s greatest 
painter of the 17th Century but one 
of the outstanding artists of all time. 
Born in 1599 in Seville he became in 
1623 ‘Court Painter of King Philip 
the IVth who throughout the artist’s 
life honored him through his continu- 
ous patronage and through bestowing 
upon him various court functions and 
finally knighthood. Velasquez died in 
1660. 

Though principally a portraitist he 
occasionally painted religious works 
as well as a few historical and myth- 
ological subjects. Some of these, for 
instance “The Surrender of Breda,” 
and “The Maids of Honor’ (Las 
Meninas), are among the world’s best 
known paintings. Since Velasquez 
worked almost exclusively for the 
Spanish Court most of his works are 
now in the Great Prado Museum in 
Madrid whence they came from the 
royal palaces. Relatively few impor- 
tant works by Velasquez are to be 
found elsewhere in Europe or Amer- 
ica.

The new picture represents Maria- 
na of Austria, daughter of the Holy 
Roman Emperor, who in 1649, barely 
15 years old, married King Philip 
who was her uncle and a 44 year old 
widower. Velasquez painted the Queen 
a few months after she had in 1651 
given birth to her first child, Infan- 
ta Margarita. This full length por- 
trait, of which several studio rep- 
licas and copies exist, hangs in the 
Prado. The comparison of the fea- 
tures of the sitter, still childlike in 
the San Francisco portrait and some- 
what more mature in the Prado pic- 
ture, can leave no doubt that the one 
predated the other by at least a year 
or two. In fact the evident age of the 
Princess and certain historical cir- 
cumstances indicate that the San 
Francisco picture was done in the ear- 
ly part of 1649 in Italy. We know 
that Velasquez sailed to Italy in Jan- 
uary 1649 in the suite of the Duke 
of Najera y Maqueda who was the 
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royal envoy to receive the future 
Queen when leaving Austrian terri- 
tory at Rovereto and to conduct her 
to Madrid. Although Velasquez left 
the ducal party later on in spring in 
order to fulfill the main purpose of 
his trip which was to purchase art 
treasures for the King, he undoubted- 
ly met the young Princess at her ar- 
rival on Italian soil or during the 
weeks of her journey to Genoa. It 
was during this time that he must 
have painted the present picture. 

Stylistically, the portrait is char- 
acteristic of Velasquez’s mature art. 
From the dark shadows and somber 
colors of his teachers, Herrera and 
Pacheco, and from the stark natur- 
alism of Caravaggio and Ribera he 
had encountered in Italy, Velasquez 
had gradually evolved a very differ- 
ent style. Through lightening of 
shadows and colors, also through a 
change of his technique from the full 
application of relatively dry paint to 
a manner of painting with almost liq- 
uid brush strokes, he gradually cre- 
ated a very personal style of paint- 
ing which in its emphasis on the ren- 
dering of visual rather than tactile 
values anticipated the French Impres- 
sionists by two centuries. 

This late style of the master, which 
was the delight of Manet, is well rep- 
resented in the de Young picture, Ob- 
viously a study from life, only the 
face is finished, while the rest of the 
picture especially the costume, 1s 
barely sketched in. Finished or un- 
finished the portrait is a wonderful 
example of the vision, style, and skill 
of one of the world’s greatest paint- 
ers.

The Garfield Home 


; Under great trees, planted by Pres- 
ident and Mrs. James A. Garfield on 
the spacious grounds of “Lawnfield” 
in Mentor, Ohio, is a small century- 
old log cabin, which well represents 
the one in Orange, about 18 miles 
southwest, where, in 1831, James Gar- 
field was born. The cabin, with its 
authentic primitive furnishings, 
stands in striking contrast to the com- 
parative luxury of the home which 
the Garfields purchased in 1876 from 
the family of James Dickey, who had 
begun the large house in 1832. Re- 
modeling was completed in 1879 and 
included an open porch across the 
front, from which Mr. Garfield made 
his speeches in the presidential cam- 
paign of 1880, to the assembled 
crowds who marched, often by night 
with flaming torches, from the neigh- 
boring communities, or came from all 
parts of the country to the temporary 
stop installed by the Lake Shore 
Michigan Southern Railway at the 
rear of the 152-acre farm. A double 
row of majestic trees still marks 
“Garfield Lane” up to the house. 

The first two floors of the 30 room 
mansion have been restored substan- 
tially as they were during the occu- 
pancy of the president and his family. 
Downstairs, off the large reception 
hall, is the president’s bedroom, with 
the desk used by Garfield at Hiram 
College where he taught Latin and 
Greek in 1856, and was elected pres- 
ident of the college in 1857 at the age 


of 26. The family parlor contains the 
small early upright piano, which was 
made in 1880 by Hallet-Davis at the 
request of President and Mrs. Gar- 
field, as a 13th birthday gift for their 
daughter, Moliie. A homelike charm 
pervades these rooms and that of the 
president’s mother, Eliza Ballou Gar- 
field, as well as the more formal 
dining room, with its original ma- 
hogany furnishings, fine china and 
silver, and unusual tiled fireplace. 

Behind the hall fireplace, an inter- 
esting staircase leads to the second 
floor. At the top of the stairs is the 
president’s study, containing the desk 
on which he wrote most of the cam- 
paign speeches. The desk chair was 
especially made for him, with sides 
of unequal height, so that he could 
dangle one leg over the lower side 
as he thought and wrote. 

In addition tothe bedrooms of Mol- 
lie Garfield and her brothers, Harry, 
James, Irvin, and Abram, and the 
room of their grandfather, Zebulon 
Rudolph, who came to live with the 
family from 1879 until his death at 
the age of 94; the second floor con- 
tains many mementos of the Civil 
War, in which Garfield served as a 
major-general. There is also a dis- 
play pertaining to the president’s 
assassination and funeral, including 
the letter of condolence from Queen 
Victoria. In contrast to the typical 
country house of the ’80’s is the 
Memorial Library erected by Mrs.

Garfield in 1885, Externally it is an 
imposing stone wing extending from 
the rear of the main house and east- 
ward, and the interior is finished 
throughout in hand-carved oak, The 
eases are filled with Garfield’s per- 
sonal books, and the spaces above are 
filled with rare portraits and engrav- 
ings, many of them autographed, of 
American and foreign authors and 
statesmen. 

The home is rich enough in contents 
to provide browsing material for al- 
most every type of collector! It is 
maintained and operated by the Lake 
County, Ohio, Historical Society, and 
is open daily from nine to five (Sun- 
days from one to five), from May 1 
to November 1. 

On the third floor is the Lake Coun- 
ty Historical Museum, where are dis- 
played many relics of this northern 
Ohio county, from the earliest Indian 
and colonial periods on, including 
such unique items as the desk of the 
Mormon prophet, Joseph Smith, from 
nearby Kirtland, and the starboard 
light of the freighter, “Western Re- 
serve,” which sank in Lake Erie in 
1892. This lantern is lighted each eve- 
ning from dusk until midnight in 
memory of those who were lost with 
the ship. 

The Lake County Historical Socie- 
ty, in addition to maintaining the 
home and museum, is interested in 
preserving local historical and genea- 
logical records.

The pet project of Oscar Getz, 
president of the Barton Distillery 
Company, the collecting of items re- 
lating to distilling, has resulted in 
the founding of the Barton Museum 
of Whiskey History, at Bardstown, 
Ky. 

The museum was opened on April 
22 with federal, state and municipal 
executives in attendance. The col- 
lection is housed in a colonial man- 
sion once owned by a famous Ken- 
tucky lawyer, Ben Hardin. 


Mr. Getz’ search for items has un- 
covered some historical material in 
these categories — documents, bot- 
tles, flasks, barrels, stills, glasses 
and other items pertaining to the 
industry from the time of the 
Whiskey Rebellion. 


Collector Getz travels constantly 
for his company. He has a parti- 
cular affection for baseball — his 
son is in Spring training now as a 
pitcher for the St. Louis Cardinals’ 
farm club - and he often sees games 
in Japan. The Tokyo Giants, cham- 
pions, are sponsored by Barton’s. 


He has also traveled thousands of 
miles out of his way to buy an old, 
rare bottle or shot glass, or a first 
edition on distilling. His rewards 
sometimes are unexpected. He was 


disappointed on a long trip to Cape 
Cod to search for a first edition that

wasn’t there, but he did discover a 
Hayner combination-lock bottle that 
is one of his most cherished exhibits. 


The bottle was rather churlishly 
designed with a combination for the 
protection of bourbon from “children 
and servants,” but on the other hand 
it was expensive whiskey at $1.30 a 
quart. 


He also has good replicas of Ab- 
raham Lincoln’s and George Wash- 
ington’s official permission to sell 
and to distill respectively, and Jo- 
seph Arnaud’s first license for his 
New Orleans restaurant, still among 
the best there. It is dated 1834 and 
calls for payment of $1,000 plus $150 
a year. Probably M. Arnaud’s taxes 
helped pay for the War of 1812. 

There is a facsimile of a letter 
from a T. Marshall, Revenue Depart- 
ment inspector, dated March 20, 
1794, describing his troubles collect- 
ing taxes to pay for the War of the 
Revolution. 

Stills, Mr. Marshall reported, could 
not be measured as they were always 
in use, and the temper of the people 
was “infernal.” 


Old advertisements are among the 
exhibits. At the turn of the century, 
when competition was very fierce 
and whiskey was two quarts for a 
dollar, Lenark Brand offered the 
equivalent of today’s green stamps. 
Lenark’s premiums gave such anti- 
social items as hunting knives and 
revolvers to “social clubs” with bulk 
orders.

Private Museum Features 


County History 


Several months ago Robert Vogel 
and his family purchased a twenty- 
acre farm on Route 41 near Wads- 
worth, Ill. The Vogels are collec- 
tors and they saw possibilities of 
adding to their hobby interests and 
doing a community service through 
this acquisition. They recently 
opened the Lake County Museum in 
the hay loft of the huge barn of the 
farm. Much of the historical mater- 
ial relates to the local county his- 
tory. 

The barn is an interesting relic 
of architecture dating back to about 
1842, when Asa and Isaac Winter 
first settled on the land as squat- 
ters. In 1845 they bought the land 


from the government for $1.25 an 
acre. 
In speaking of the new Museum, 
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Mr. Vogel said: “There are many 
articles which we will not display 
until we get an authentic report and 
record. For much guidance in au- 
thenticity I am looking to the help 
of Mrs. Bess Dunn, Waukegan, ac- 
knowledged as the county’s foremost 
living historian. She has helped us 
in eliminating a lot of confusion re- 
garding the history of Lake County.” 

Others in the vicinity have volun- 
teered part time services in the de- 
velopment of the project. 

Standing near the Museum proper 
are the ruins of an old tile mill with 
its ramp and kiln, 

“That’s an historic place in itself,” 
commented Vogel. 

Nearby is an artesian well flow- 
ing into a trough where travelers 
watered their horses fifty years ago. 

The pit where clay 'was taken for 
the tile factory will eventually be 
converted into a small lake, explained 
collector Vogel. 

Mrs. Vogel, collector, who had to 
have an outlet for some of her sur- 
plus, has opened a small shop in a 
part of the ground floor of the old 
barn. There will be two separate 
entrances to the project, however, so 
that each project will be independent 
of the other. 

The Vogels are in their early 
thirties. Mr. Vogel is employed by 
the News - Sun of Waukegan, IIl.,, 
Jack Benny’s old home-town. 

“I hope that some day this insti- 
tution will .become county owned. 
You know, all public museums start- 
ed out as privately owned or en- 
dowed,” said Vogel. “I’m happy to 
start something that people have 
been talking about for so long.”

Eastwick added that this giant 
emerald had a neighboring rival. This 
was a very large and rare pearl; its 
luster was unusually fine and it glim- 
mered with intense inner fire. Other 
varieties of precious gems abounded. 
Eastwick noted “There were also 
many sapphires as big as marbles, 
and rubies and pearls the size of 
nuts.” 

Persia’s foremost native stone, the 
turquoise, also occupied a prominent 
place in the collection. Eastwick de- 
scribes it saying, “There is also the 
finest turquoise in the world—three 
or four inches long. and without a 
flaw; and I remarked a smaller one 
of unique beauty, three-quarters of 
an inch long, and three-eights of an 
inch broad; the colour was lovely, 
and almost as refreshing to the eyes 
as Persian poets pretend.” 

These turquoises had long been 
considered the finest in the world 
as no others had been found to even 
parallel the Persian for quality and 
beauty. Like the King of Burma was 
the first to inspect and chose the na- 
tive rubies, so the Shab had initial 
selection of all Persian stones. And 
his choice was not governed by guess 
work or personal fancy. 

As the Persian turquoise mines at 
Nishapoor in Khorassan had been

worked for eight centuries, it was 
customary for the heir to the throne 
to visit them as a boy. There he was 
taught how to recognize and discrim- 
inate between the different types. The 
stones were divided into two classes 
according to the position in which 
they were found, The first, called sen- 
gui, were encrusted in the matrix, 
and were removed by means of a 
hammer. These were of a much deep- 
er blue than the second class, which 
were taken from the alluvial depo- 
sits, and, while large, were less val- 
uable. 

It was this cheaper grade that 
much earlier Persian warriors had 
set in elaborate designs on their gol- 
den armour much to the admiration, 
if not envy, of the Greeks. The war- 
riors used it not alone for ornamen- 
tation but also because it was re- 
garded as a lucky stone; one super- 
stition proposes that the stone chang- 
es color with variations of the own- 
er’s health or affections. 

As a connoisseur of precious gems, 
the Shah enjoyed his collection but 
made no spectacular use or display 
of it outside of the palace except on 
state occasions, For his journey to 
England and Europe he took the least 
valuable and more conservative ones; 
these did not disappoint the public 
as still they stood out like giant spot- 
lights overshadowing the gems of 
European royalty. 

In contrast to these gorgeous gleam- 
ing jewels were the insignificant, 
cheap looking stones and decorations 
the Shah also wore in public. East- 
wick, too, was startled to see these 
odd, shabby objects among the Shah’s 
priceless jewels. They might have 
come from a servant girl’s bureau 
drawer, but they hadn’t. They had 
come from strange places and “peo- 
ple” for they were ancient, sacred 
talismans. While poor in appearance, 
the Persians believed unequivocally 
they held great psychic powers and 
protected the wearer. 

Accordingly the Shah took 200 ta- 
lismans on his Western trip and usu- 
ally wore several as he _ toured. 
Around his neck he wore a cube of 
amber reported to have fallen from 
Heaven in the time of Mohammed ana 
which conferred invulnerability on its 
owner, Another important one was a 
finely pointed star said to have been 
worn by Roostum and supposed to 
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have the power of forcing conspira- 
tors to confess their crimes almost im- 
mediately. 
Most precious of all, however, was 
a large pocket piece, an exquisite lit- 
tle gold casket studded with emeralds 
and said to have remarkable power 
of rendering the royal owner invis- 
ible as long as he remained celibate. 
Unlike most collectors, the Shah 
did not shop for new items during 
his trip. The brilliant splendor and 
riches of his Arabian Nights’ realm 
dimmed when he saw the wonders of 
Western civilization. Things, that 
were taken for granted by the aver- 
age Englishman, appeared as prod- 
ucts of wizardry to the Oriental “Lord 
of Lords.” Moreover, his interests 
centered chiefly around some of the 
same things that attracted the aver- 
ist!

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Dean of Collectors 


By SILVIO A. BEDINI 


One of the major problems often 
encountered by collectors of time- 
pieces is lack of facilities for re- 
search and study of fine examples for 
the guidance of their own collection 
and selection. Collectors and horolog- 
ical enthusiasts of the San Francisco 
area can, therefore, be justly grate- 
ful to Dr. William Barclay Stephens 
for the magnificent and representa- 
tive collection of timepieces which is 
so well displayed to tell the complete 
story of Time and Timetelling at the 
California Academy of Sciences in 
Golden Gate Park in San Francisco. 

The history and development of the 
story of Timetelling is exhibited in 
fourteen large display cases in the 
Hall of Science. Seven of the cases 
are devoted to clocks ‘and seven are 
set aside for watches. The purpose 
of the exhibit is the visual exposition 
of the progress of man’s knowledge

of Time from his first preoccupation 
with it to the present. One of the 
cases employs dioramas as well as 
textual and illustrative description to 
show how Man gained consciousness 
of Time and how he gradually made 
the recording of it more accurate, 
first by means of crude sundials, 
marked burning rope, various forms 
of water clocks, and finally by means 
of the pendulum. 

Early timetellers are grouped in- 
to another of the cases and special 
displays are devoted to such catego- 
ries as Tall Case Clocks, Early Amer- 
ican ‘Clocks, English Clocks, and there 
is a separate case for select exam- 
ples of European and Japanese clocks. 

The cases for the watches are divid- 
ed into distinct groups, including as- 
sociation pieces, watches typifying 
various aspects of art and beauty, ex- 
amples produced by early American 
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watch factories, tools and appliances 
of the watchmaker, time and naviga- 
tion, separate displays of English and 
of French and Swiss watches, the 
story of the watch’s evolution, and 
other exhibits, 

The collection of carefully select- 
ed timepieces and the carefully 
planned manner in which it is ex- 
hibited combine to form an outstand- 
ing presentation of the story of Time 
which has not been equalled else- 
where, and which is a source of con- 
stant inspiration and pleasure for the 
casual visitor as well as the serious 
horological student, 

And what of the man who made this 
extremely valuable and useful exhibit 
possible? Dr. Stephens is a resident 
of Alameda, Calif., where he has 
made his home for the greater part 
of his life. He is eighty-eight years 
young and he is active in many fields 
of endeavor. Born in Paris, Ky., he 
attended private schools in his home 
town and then enrolled at Georgetown 
College, from which he graduated 
with an M.A. degree, and later was 
awarded an L.L.D. degree. From there 
he went on to the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons of Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York, where he re- 
ceived his M.D. degree, 

Dr. Stephens moved to San Franci- 
sco where he started a medical prac- 
tice in 1893 and a short time later 
he opened a second office in Alameda. 
He eventually limited his practice to 
the eye, i.e., opthalmology. He main- 
tained both offices for more than a 
quarter of a century. 

He was one of the first founders 
of the Alameda Hospital and he 
served as president of that institu- 
tion for several years. A newly con- 
structed wing of the Hospital was 
completed and dedicated several 
months ago, and it was named the 
Dr. William Barclay Stephens Wing 
in tribute to his many years of lead- 
ership in the field of medicine. 

Dr. Stephens has always been a 
man of varied interests and he has 
given generously of his time to many 
public enterprises. In 1916 he was in- 
strumental in organizing the local 
scouting movement and he served as 
president of the Alameda Scout Coun-

cil for fifteen years. He is a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Council of the 
Regional Committee of the Boy 
Scouts of America, The local scout 
building has been named the Stephens 
Center in his honor. 

Among his other hobbies, Dr. Ste- 
phens numbers botany and geolog- 
ical research, Une of his current proj- 
ects is the making of slides of trans- 
lucent rocks and stones so thin that 
they can be projected upon a screen. 
He does his own lapidary work. 

Dr. Stephens tirst became inter- 
ested in timepieces when he was a 
boy in Kentucky but he did not be- 
come a collector until many years 
later. In the attic of the old fam- 
ily home he had found two clocks 
which he was permitted to have for 
his own. He managed to restore one 
of them to working order but the 
other proved too much tor nis abil- 
ities and he converted the case into 
a curio cabinet tor his poyhood 
treasures. 

During his years at college and the 
early period of his medical practice 
his interest in the hobby was for- 
gotten. Then, more than forty years 
ago on one occasion when he returned 
to his boyhood home he rediscovered 
the old clock case cabinet which he 
had made. He became interested in 
it as a clock once more and he col- 
lected all the original parts from the 
various corners of the attic and 
shipped them back to California. In 
his spare moments he succeeded in 
restoring the movement to the case 
and he made the old clock tick again. 
This restored timepiece became the 
nucleus of the great collection which 
is now such a popular exhibit at the 
‘California Academy of Sciences. The 
clock was made by C, & L. Ives of 
Bristol about 1839, and it is still in 
working order in Dr. Stephens’ home. 

The old clock Seemed to have acted

Proclaiming Americanism 


By MARIE TUCK 


“Oh, beautiful, for patriot dreams 
That sees beyond the years.” 


Americanism, the pattern of a way 
of life that excels all other, has been 
gleaned from the harvest of dream- 
ers, patriots, prophets, soldiers and 
pioneers. This Americanism has been 
proclaimed in song and story, in mu- 
sic and drama. I should like to pre- 
sent an altogether different media for 
the portrayal of this glory that is 
ours. 

For a number of years I have 
written stories of souvenir spoons, 
using as a general theme “The Speak- 
ing of Spoons,” letting the spoons 
themselves speak a message to the 
world. This I have done by using my 
own spoon collection wherever possi- 
ble but more extensively the collec- 
tion of Mrs. J. C. Mitchell of Boca 
Raton, Fla. My next group of spoons 
that I should like to have speak to 
all of my readers are those spoons 
that proclaim Americanism. 

Just as every foreign visitor who 
comes to this country knows the fa- 
mous lady who lifts her lamp of lib- 
erty to meet him; just as the hun- 
gry immigrant knows she spells for 
him something new in freedom and 
opportunities; just as every red- 
blooded American loves her for what 
she signifies—the Statue of Liberty— 
just so does every spoon collector 
reach out for the varied spoons that 
tell of Americanism through featur- 
ing this famous lady of ours. 


Among the most treasured spoons 
is a Gorham spoon in Mrs. Mitchell’s 
collection which features in the bowl 
the famous Brooklyn Bridge. The ca- 
bles of this famous suspension bridge 
sweep across the bowl of the spoon 
from their towers at right and left. 
Beneath the bridge various craft ply 
forth to the busy harbor. The handle 
sweeps up to the finial statue. The 
workmanship of the statue is excel- 
lent, for the graceful sweep of the 
folds of the robe are beautifully fin- 
ished. In the figure here, just as in 
the real statue, the lady holds aloft 
with her right arm the torch, while 
her left hand clasps the tablet bear- 
ing the date of the Declaration of 
Independence. Quite distinct are the 
spokes of the crown which she wears 
—spikes, like sun rays, that speak of 
a land of shining opportunities. 

Another spoon has an almost iden- 
tical handle, but a unique bowl. This 
spoon might claim a dual identifica- 
tion: A Statue of Liberty spoon, or 
a Manhattan Commerce spoon. Even 
as the latter it would justify its place 
among these spoons that proclaim 
Americanism. Is not America a land 
of freedom of enterprise? Was not 
commerce the underlying principle 
that led to its discovery and coloniza- 
tion? The bowl of this spoon has 
etched in it the edge of a forest in 
which Indians lurk, the river or bay 
on which float the sailboats of the 
early invading white man; two In- 
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dian canoes go out to meet them; the 
distant scene is of Indian teepees 
along the shore. Above this scene are 
words so true to founding the great 
metropolis of New York, which itself 
proclaims Americanism as well as 
shelters our Lady of Liberty. These 
are the words of the spoon bowl: 
“Thus was Manhattan again left in 
primeval solitude waiting for com- 
merce to come and claim its own.” 


One of the most unique Lady of 
Liberty spoons is among my own col- 
lection. In this one the replica of the 
statue forms the spoon handle, the 
uplifted right arm forming the part 
of the handle adjoining the bowl, the 
torch extending into the bowl, where 
the flames spread out to decorate the 
bowl. In the bowl the word “New 
York” and a symbol of early Amer- 
ica in that vicinity—the Dutch wind- 
mill. The reverse of this heavy ster- 
ling teaspoon is an accurately de- 
tailed replica of the opposite side of 
the statue. The patent date July 7, 
1891, is stamped near the base. 


Today, as at many previous times 
in history, we are reminded that the 
world looks to Uncle Sam. Shall we 
let the Uncle Sam spoon attest Amer- 
ica’s importance in the world? This 
spoon, made by J. Karr of Washing- 
ton, D. C. about 1890, was designed 
to put America on the top of the 
‘world, where it rightfully belongs. 
The figure of Uncle Sam forms al- 
most the entire handle of the spoon; 
long, slim gentleman that he is, he 
can easily do so. His feet rest upon a 
miniature sphere representing the 
world. His body and head sweep up- 
wards as to the clouds. The high top- 
hat with its band of stars, the flow- 
ing locks; the long beard (which on 
this spoon he holds with his left 
hand); the long tailed coat; the but- 
toned vest; the ruffled waistcoat; the 
slim-legged, striped trousers; even 
the watch fob dangling from the 
pocket—all these bespeak the Num- 
ber One Gentleman of our land. Ev- 
ery phase of the spoon is detailed to 
make these features noticeable. The 
lines on the face bring out the twin- 
kle of the eye and the smile on the 
lips. The most spectacular thing 
about the spoon is that every detail 
of dress and features of the head are 
as acute on the reverse of the spoon 
as on the front. Thus does the collec- 
tor of spoons join the millions of 
other Americans who are proud to be- 
long to the family of Uncle Sam, a 
man of world renown and indisput- 
able prestige. To digress for specu- 
lation—would not that Samuel Wil- 
son, government inspector, whose 
stamp on_goods early in the nine- 
teenth century gave impetus to the 
dubbing of our country’s symbol as 
“Uncle Sam” be happy were he here 
today to put his stamp of approval 
on such an excellent piece of 'work- 
manship as this “Uncle Sam” spoon? 


Americanism is centered in and 
promulgated from the nation’s heart, 
the Capitol, Washington, D. C. So 
many spoons have been made to fea- 
ture this city which is ever within 
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the focus of the eyes of the world. 
I have chosen three that are rich in 
history and symbolism. One teaspoon 
has the Capito] in the bowl, so in- 
tricately done that one sees the in- 
viting flight of steps, the stately col- 
lumns, the numerous windows, the 
immense dome—all so distinct that 
at once this is recognized as a fitting 
symbol of Americanism. This spoon 
also shows Washington, the man, 
who himself typified a new nation, 
not based on tyranny but on brother- 
hood and the free man. In medallion 
at the end of the handle is the head 
of the first President, above which is 
the bald eagie signifying his claim of 
American strength. The handle (both 
back and front) carry the interest 
features in Washington’s career: 
from hatchet and cherry tree to the 
now famous Mt. Vernon tomb. Even

The next spoon is a “Washington 
City” spoon made by Moore and Led- 
ing Silversmiths of Washington, D 
C. in 1890. This spoon catches the eye 
as quickly and forcefully as do the 
two landmarks of our capital city 
which this spoon depicts. What trav- 
eler, native-born or foreign, does not

Railway History 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


July 24, 1801 is an important date 
in the history of railways, when the 
Surrey Iron Railway was constructed 
from Wandesworth to Croydon and 
on South to Merstham. It consisted 
of a train of donkeys or mules, draw- 
ing small wagons of stone along a 
narrow gauge railway. 

In 1800 Mr. Benjamin Outram made 
improvements on rails used in the 
coal mines of Northern England, and 
this lead to the construction of roads 
known as Outram Roads, which later 
became “Tram Roads.” 

In the same year, Mr. Thomas of 
Denton, read a paper before the Lit- 
erary and Philosophical Society of 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne in which he ad- 
vocated the laying of tram rails on 
common roads, 

In 1801, Dr. James Anderson of 
Edinburgh gave a report on the ad- 
vantages of the tram railway argu- 
ing that same would shorten dis- 
tance, and economize horsepower, and 
lower prices. 

The Surrey Iron Railway was not 
too prosperous, and in 1802 Mr. Lo- 
wel] Edgeworth proposed passengers 
as well as ore should be carried. 

After it was discovered that one 
horse could draw a heavy load of 
stone on the Surrey Tramway, engi- 
neers began to work on trains drawn 
by steam power. 

The Surrey Iron-Path was bought 
by the Brighton & ‘Croydon Railway 
Companies. 

As we know, the first railroad in 
the United States was built from the 
granite quarries in Quincy, Mass., to 
the coast, for the purpose of carrying 
stone to the Bunker Hill Monument. 
This was completed in 1826. The cars 
were drawn by horses. 

In 1827 the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Co. completed a road from 
Honesdale, Pa., to their mines in Car- 
bondale, a distance of 16 miles. This 
was called the Liverpool and Man- 
chester Railway. Horses and statio- 
nary engines were used to haul cars 
and the first locomotive used in the 
United States, the Stourbridge Lion, 
imported from England, was used on 
this road. 

The first passenger road was the 
Baltimore & Ohio. It was started in 
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1828, and the first division which ex- 
tended from Baltimore to Ellicott’s 
Mill, was completed and opened to 
traffic in May, 1830. Horses were 
used on this road for two years, then 
locomotives were installed. 

The South Carolina Road, started 
in 1830 was the first line to use steam 
as a motive power from the begin- 
ning. 

Between 1830 and 1835, about 800 
miles of railroad were built in the 
United States, and from 1836 to the 
beginning of the War Between the 
States, railroad construction was 
booming. 

In 1842 the New York Central was 
completed as far as Albany, and the 
same year the Boston and Albany 
was finished. 

In 1848 through communication be- 
tween Cincinnati and Lake Erie was 
established and the same year the 
Pennsylvania Railroad was chartered. 

In 1852 the Michigan Central and 
Michigan Southern lines were opened. 
In 1853 the connecting link between 
Cleveland and Toledo was completed. 
This established through rail com- 
munication from the seaboard to ‘Chi- 
cago. 

The Chicago and Rock Island Line 
was completed between Chicago and 
the Mississippi River in 1854, and in 
1855 the Chicago & Galena was fin- 
ished, the beginning of the North- 
western System—the Chicago & Al- 
ton, the Chicago, Burlington & Quin- 
cy and the [llinois Central were 
opened to traffic, 

In 1858 the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
Road reached the Mississippi River, 
the first railroad to extend beyond 
the Mississippi River. 

At the beginning of the Civil War, 
there were about 30,000 miles of rail- 
road, but during the conflict railroad 
construction was practically suspend- 


ed. 

In 1869 after the war, the first 
transcontinental railroad line was fin- 
ished, this joined the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. 

The first sleeping car was placed 
on the Cumberland Valley Railroad 
in 1837. In 1859 George M. Pullman 
changed some day coaches on the Chi- 
cago & Alton Railroad to sleeping 
cars. They were so satisfactory that 
he had a car constructed in the shops 
of the Chicago & Alton Railroad in

This was called 
The Pioneer, and it served as the 
funeral car to carry the remains of 
President Lincoln to Chicago. Two 
years later the Pullman Palace Car 
Company was founded for building 
and operating a system of sleeping 
cars for all railroads in the United 
States, About this same year, the 
Wagner Car Co. was organized, and 
the two firms divided business equally 
until the Wagner ‘Co, was absorbed 
by the Pullman Co. 

Dining cars came into use on the 
Great Western Railway of ‘Canada 
in 1867. The first were combinations 
of dining and sleeping cars. In 1868 
the Chicago & Alton placed a com- 
plete diner in service. The vestibule 
car was invented by George M. Pull- 
man in 1887. 

The first railroads were short lines, 
built with no plan of connecting with 
other lines. This caused many re- 
loading operations for freight and 
changes for passengers. 

Originally more than six separate 
railroads composed the New York 
Central from. New York City to Buf- 
falo. The first movement toward unit- 
ing these came over this line. A traf- 
fic arrangement was made by which 
different companies agreed to haul 
each other’s traffic over their lines. 

Later transportation companies were 
founded to haul through freight. 

By 1908 most of the railway mile- 
age was controlled by the following 
railroads:

Mme. Jumeau, doll cos- 


tumer of the famous 


House of Jumeau 
By CLARA HALLARD FAWCETT 


Much has been written about the 
famous doll manufacturer of the nine- 
teenth century, M. Jumeau. He de- 
served all the lavish praises accorded 
him for putting the doll business in 
a class by itself. But we should also 
recognize the contribution made by 
the lady of the house, Mme. Jumeau, 
who put her whole heart and soul 
into the business of costuming these 
charming bits of human replicas. It 
is true that hundreds of thousands of 
these ladies and “bebes” went out in- 
to the cold world clad only in a lawn 
chemise, shoes and socks, earrings, 
necklace, comb and sometimes a hat, 
but this scanty attire was by no 
means all there was to a French doll. 
A fashionable member of the exciu- 
sive House of Jumeau often carried 
along a whole wardrobe to meet every 
emergency of weather, a parasol for 
the blazing sun lest it mar her deli- 
cate beauty, a plain umbrella and 
boots for the rain, slippers, bags, a 
case of trinkets, a tiny watch and 
chain, etc., not to mention suits and 
gowns for all occasions, neatly packed 
in a round-topped trunk, the style of 
the 19th century. This phase in the 
production of Jumeau dolls was not 
carried on in the factory at Mon- 
treuil but in the shop on the rue 
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1. Jumeau dolls from seven to twelve inches tall. Original garments

Pastourelle, where the dressed dolls 
were on display. 

In this connection it would be well 
to quote from a small book written 
in 1885 and long since out of print, 
giving “The History of the House of 
Jumeau Since Its Foundation.” We 
quote 'Chapter X: 

“The numerous children who live 
in the rue Pastourelle and its sur- 
roundings have many times stopped 
in ecstasies before the windows of 
the shop of Jumeau where they can 
see all the examples of the exquisite 
“bébés” dressed in the most wonder- 
ful clothes, so attractive and smiling 
that they are mad with envy. Little

girls stand for hours looking at them. 
I am talking of course of the ones 
who cannot own one of their own, 
of whom there are, unfortunately, 
many, 

“But it is not only the children who 
stop and marvel. Grownups also stand 
and admire. If only they, too, could, 
like us, visit the shop full of all 
these wonderful dolls. All around the 
shop there are showcases divided in- 
to compartments which are made into 
scenes. One is a bedroom, another a 
drawing room, another a_ ballroom, 
etc., etc. 

“The dolls are dressed in every 
conceivable costume. I saw exquisite 
Marquis of Louis XV period, Wat- 
teau shepherdesses, soubrettes, and 
also children dressed in the latest 
fashion, and even that of tomorrow, 
for here one does not follow the fash- 
ion, one creates it. 

“We have been transported into a 
kingdom where clothes wave the scep- 
tre, and this state is reigned over by 
Mme. Jumeau, who brings to her task 
her impeccable taste, her perfect ele- 
gance and her love of beauty. Every 
morning she holds her court and re- 
ceives her workpeople, who bring her 
their latest models in hats and clothes. 
It is a task to which the workers, 
with fairy fingers, put all their en- 
ergy. Many millionaires’ children do 
not have more beautiful clothes than 
the bébés Jumeau. The colors are ar- 
tistically blended, the silks and satins 
of the clothes and the laces and rib- 
bons are skilfully blended to form an 
artistic whole, 

“T have seen dresses which have 
taken eight days to complete. The 
most wonderful ball dresses would not 
take longer to make. I have gone into 
ecstasies over exquisite suits and hats 
of the greatest taste and elegance. 

“The shops in the rue Pastourelles 
really show the latest novelties. The 
materials come directly from the fac-

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never possible, the false bébé can be 
told at a glance. Besides, as I have 
said, on the back of each bébé there 
is the full name. 

Can you believe that exhibitions 
have been held as far away as South 
America, Brazil and Mexico? The 
dolls are dressed in the national cos- 
tume, or, preferably, they are dressed 
in the latest fashion so as to demon- 
strate it to these far-away places. 
Thus, for example, there is at present 
in preparation at New Orleans, an 
exhibition of the ‘Grand-Mogul,’ this 
success of two centuries. Well, M. 
Jumeau has sent for photographs of 
all the participators of this spectacle. 
He has examined them minutely and 
has copied the costumes exactly, but 
not only the costumes; he has also 
had copied all the accessories—the 
cage, the baskets of snakes, the jew- 
elry; in fact, everything.

The “Medal D’or” was also awarded 
the middle doll. In this case the in- 
formation is stamped on her hip. She 
is eight inches tall and has beautiful 
brown curly locks, original chemise, 
necklace and earrings. 

The doll at the right, twelve inches 
tall, is here dressed in her original 
blue slip, although she boasts a beau- 
tiful professionally- -made dress. 

Another doll in original chemise is 
the very slender doll at right in pic- 
ture No. 2. She also is a “Medal 
D’or doll, has large brown eyes and 
is eight inches tall, wee “lady” or 
“Poupée Parisienne,” as the “lady” 
dolls were called. These were earlier 
than the bébé or “child” doll. The 
charming “Parisienne” at the left in 
the picture is ten inches tall. 


Picture No. 3 shows two “Pari- 
siennes” dressed in various shades of 
green taffeta, The smaller doll has 
the usual kid body, but the larger one 
has a rare wooden jointed body.

This is an example 
of the nineteenth century doll at its 
very best. The doll pictured is seven- 
teen inches tall, has a blond wig and 
lovely brown eyes. One of the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the Bru 
doll is its beautiful bisque hands. The 


doll in question is an unusual Bru 
“child” in that she has a wooden body 
covered with kid. The dress is orig- 
inal, hand-made and trimmed with 
red to match her red socks and sash, 
the latter tied in a big bow at the 
back.

Of all the symbols which are dis- 
played on buttons, Stars are the 
most inspiring and perhaps the most 
decorative. It was probably their 
simplicity and their ornamental qua- 
lities that endeared them to button 
designers, past and present. But the 
symbolism remains, with or without 
intent; and while the Star’s message 
is especially appropriate at the 
Christmas season, it is with us all 
the year ’round. 

There are many specialized collec- 
tions of Stars, for their appeal is 
universal. *One of the most repre- 
sentative has been assembled by Miss 
Charmion Mosier, a shut-in collec- 
tor who lives in southern Iowa. 
Charmion has collected buttons, off 
and on, since she was a little girl, 
about thirty years ago. Crippled with 
arthritis when she was two and one 
half years old, she was unable to 
engage in any strenuous activities, 
but ‘was encouraged to enjoy quiet 
pastimes, such as playing with a 
“charm string.” There were several 
Star buttons on the string, which 
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appealed to her particularly: and 
when, later on, she became “re-inter- 
ested” in buttons, her fondness for 
Stars led her to specialize. 

Charmion’s mother (a reader of 
HOBBIES) collected stamps and 
coins; she helped Charmion with the 
(then) new hobby, and they enjoyed 
Button Collecting together until Mrs. 
Mosier’s death in 1952. 

Charmion now has about four hun- 
dred different “astronomical” buttons 
of which three hundred and fifty fea- 
ture Stars, in one form or another. 
The others display “Moons and Stars” 
and “Moons-by-themselves” in about 
equal number. Practically all ma- 
terials and types of buttons are re- 
presented: Wood, Hard Rubber, Com- 
position, Pearl, Plastic Horn, Vege- 
table Ivory, glass of all types (in- 
cluding Black Glass), Fabric, all the 
“button metals” (by themselves and 
in combinations), china (including 
a delicious little Calico), “Perfume,” 
Overall, Modern Plastic and others. 
Charmion’s largest Star is one and 
three quarters inches across; her 
smallest, less than a quarter of an 
inch. Designs range from simple 
faceted and single-line figures to in- 
tricate filigree designs and multiple 
Star patterns of many kinds. Char- 
mion likes them all, but has her 
“favorites,” as we all do. (These in- 
clude some of D.F.B.’s hand-made 
and hand-painted “originals.” I 
hesitate to mention them, but Char- 
mion wanted me to!) Stars have 
come to her from many sources and 
from all parts of the country, if not 
the world; she is continually amazed 
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CHARMION ‘MOSIER 





at the quantities of Star buttons that 
have been made, and the large num- 
ber she has been able to acquire 
without leaving home to seek them. 
She appreciates each and every one, 
for she is interested in all their dif- 
ferent aspects: their beauty, their va- 
riety, their associations. She mounts 
them on corduroy “mats,” since she 
cannot easily sew or punch through 
cardboard. (Then, too, the lines of the 
fabric act as guides, and help keep 
the button rows straight). . . . Most 
of her Uniform buttons are mounted 
by themselves, since she feels that 
they are better displayed in a separate 
group; but a few Uniforms are 
mounted with the other Stars, for 
the sake of variety. 

I wish I had time and space to 
show more of Charmion’s Stars; but 
the following buttons give a small 
idea of the many different types in 
her collection: 

No. 1 — Suspender button: flat, 
bronze-finished brass with raised 


design; a typical “Star of David.”

BUTTONS & BADGES OF THE G. A. R.

No. 2 — Pre - “Golden Age” but- 
ton the face is a convex shell of 
pressed brass fitted to a wooden back 
with four holes and “catgut” shank. 
c. 1785-1800. 

No. 3 — Jewel button: Black Glass 
with white ring and Star against 
goldstone. Faceted brass collet. 

No. 4 — Unidentified Uniform but- 
ton, probably French: convex brass 
with raised design. Reverse: “Pi- 
neau Mc Tr. - Le Bourget.” 

No. 5 — Small Needlework but- 
ton, hand-made of black and white 
(homespun) thread. c. 1859. 

No. 6 — Modern Plastic Star-in- 
Circle with cut-out background. 
Found in several colors and sizes. 

No. 7 — Coat button of black Com- 
position. This is one of the largest 
in Charmion’s collection, and one of 
her favorites. Despite the dull color 

‘and unglamorous material, the de- 
sign is excellent and a credit to any 
collection. 

No. 8 — Cut-to-shape Star: face- 
ted Pearl with brass shank. 

No. 9 — One of Charmion’s small- 
est buttons, slightly less than one- 
quarter inch in diameter: Silver Lus- 
tre with brass shank. Despite its 
diminutive size, the design is as 
clear and perfect as if it were three 
times as large. 

No. 10 — Typical “Moon and 
Star” design: flat, two-holed Pearl 
with raised Moon, incised Star. Am- 
ong Charmion‘s “Moon and Star” 
buttons are several scenes and va- 
rious portraits of the Man in the 
Moon and the Lady ditto. 

No. 11 — On this button, the five- 
pointed Stars are subordinated to the 
design as a whole. One-piece, con- 
vex, bronze-finished brass with 
raised design. 

No. 12 — “Open” five-pointed 
Star, rendered in Black Glass and 
Gold Lustre. 

No. 18 — Another of Charmion’s 
favorites: flat black Plastic Horn 
with pearl flowers and silver (or 
pinchbeck) Stars inlaid. Stars are 
quite often found on buttons of this 
type. 

No. 14 — Twelve-pointed Star of 
faceted steel with brass background 
and border. In religious symbolism, 
the different-pointed Stars have dif- 
ferent meanings. which make an in- 
teresting study for those who enjoy 
research. 


No. 15 — Flat Black Glass button 
with white Star, which looks inlaid, 
but may instead be fashioned inside 
a “cane” of Black Glass, and then 
sliced off like a paperweight set-up 
or an ice-box cookie!- (I did not 
want to sacrifice the button in order 
to verify its construction!). 


No. 16 — Overall button: flat brass 
with raised design, flexible shank. 
Stars are popular on Overall but- 
tons; besides the Blue Star (in two 
sizes) there is a “Silver Star,” a 
large, plain fivepointed Star, and the

If you are middle-aged or beyond 
you once marched in a parade (like 
the one on the front cover) on Me- 
morial Day. You beat the drum, 
blew the horn, or carried the flag, 
for even children knew then that 
Memorial Day was the time for mar- 
ching feet and patriotic speeches. 

The rolling of the drum was scar- 
cely more sonorous than the rolling 
syllables of the Grand Army of The 
Republic, whose name was as noble 
in sound as the objectives that were 
stated in its charter 

For the members and for civilians 
these high purposes reached their 
greatest heights on Memorial Day. 
The day was set apart by the Grand 
Army soon after the Civil War. Cur- 
iously enough the custom came from 
their late opponents. As early as 
1865 ‘Southern ‘women were decora- 
ting Confederate graves, and from 
them the idea spread to the North. 
General Logan’s attractive young 
wife claimed credit for the inaugur- 
ation of the ceremonies. While visit- 
ing the battlefields in Virginia in 
1868 she noticed the flags and 
the wreaths on Confederate grayes. 
When she returned to Washington 
she persuaded her husband, a leader 
in the G.A.R., to have them intro- 
duce the custom. After concluding 
that May 30, was the date to 
find the flowers at their peak in 
most parts of the northern states, 
that day was proclaimed Memorial 
Day by the G.A.R. and Logan or- 
dered all posts to decorate the graves

No. 1 Badge worn at a New Jersey et:- 
campment of 1888, twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the Battle of Gettysburg. Clover 
leaf insignia of ‘Jersey blue.’”’ The an- 
nual encampment was held that year 
at Columbus, Ohio. More than 100,000 
members and their friends crowded into 
Columbus. It was the time of the great- 
est partisanship of the G.A.R. in national 
politics, and was in many respects a 
Republican rally. Fans distributed to the 
marchers with advertising on one side 
and MHarrison’s picture on the other 
created the effect of ‘‘just one fluttering 
picture of Benjamin Harrison.’’ Demo- 
cratic candidate Thurman stalked from 
the reviewing stand. 

No. 2 Souvenir given at the encamp- 
ment of the Twelfth New Jersey Volun- 
teers. This has the clover leaf insignia 
and the inscription encircling it reads,— 
“1861 - 1865. We drank from the same 
canteen.” A popular song at encamp- 
ments went as follows. . . 


“There’s bonds of all kinds in this world 
of ours, 
Fetters of friendship and ties of flowers, 
And true lovers knots I ween. 
—* never a bond old friend like 
s 


We drank from the same canteen.” 


On the back are the words ‘15th annual 
ge 12th New Jersey volunteers Sept. 


No. 3 Badge worn at National encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army at Washington, 
D. C., in 1892...The clover leaf motif in 
red, white and blue shows it to be the 
badge of the New Jersey Twelfth Regi- 
ment. Regiments & Departments (states) 
vied with each other in designing strik- 
ing and original badges. 


No. 4 Another canteen badge. Annual 
encampment of the New Jersey Twelfth 
in 1902. The bitterness between the 
sections had begun to subside after the 
Spanish American War and local attem- 
pts were made to get the two together 
at encampments. 


No. 5 A ribbon attached to crossed 
rifles and holding a drinking cup. This, 
as the canteen, was symbolic of com- 
radeship. Annual Reunion 1904. 


No. 6 The Blue and the Gray met at 
Gettysburg in 1913 for the fiftieth an- 
niversary of the Battle of Gettysburg. 
The picture in the pin shows the spot 
farthest north reached by the Soutr 
during the famous and tragic Picketts 
charge. The inscription says ‘High Wa- 
ter Mark Gettysburg.’’ Leaders on both 
sides tried to keep the anniversary pro- 
ceedings conciliatory but there were still 
some diehards on both sides. 

No. 7 Medallion attached to blue rib- 
bon. Face has the Grand Army badge 
and the words Fraternity, Charity, Loy- 
alty, 1861-1865. Back has the Lord’s 
Prayer in diminutive letters. 

Upper Center G. A. R. Buttons 

For the big parade held at each en- 
campment many states endorsed distinc- 
tive uniforms with G. A. R. buttons, and 
the order’s badge on the left breast. The 
buttons looked very much alike but on 
close inspection are found to differ in 
detail. There were 30 different dies and 
a few because of their rarity are 
quite valuable. Although G. A. R. but- 
tons are plentiful they will never be 
made again and will have interest for 
future collectors. Upper right button is 
one of the rare ones.

as a magnet for other timepieces and 
Dr. Stephens’ interest in clocks and 
watches continued to grow with the 
passing years, and he began to col- 
lect in earnest from all over the globe. 
From each timepiece that he acquired 
his interest widened until eventually 
it became a study of Time itself and 
the history and development of time- 
telling throughout the world. 

In addition to his fine collection of 
clocks and watches, Dr. Stephens 
assembled an outstanding library on 
the subject of horology which num- 
bers more than three hundred vol- 
umes. This will eventually become 
part of the exhibit at the California 
Academy of Sciences to supplement 
the timepieces. 

His hobbies have accomplished a 
great deal for Dr. Stephens. They 
have served to bring him into con- 
tact with interesting people from all 
walks of life in every part of the 
world. 

Most of all, his hobbies have 
brought Dr. Stephens the relaxation 
and avocation that his very strenu- 
ous professional life required. His 
hobbies have given purpose to his lat- 
er years after his retirement; they 
have provided a continuing education 
in many associated fields, and they 
have made his every excursion an ad- 
venture. 

His hobbies have brought him a 
constant stream of new friends from 
al] over he world with similar in- 
terests to replace those old friends 
that Time has lost to him. 


Dr. Stephens says that “these per- 
sonal experiences have left me firm- 
ly convinced that every man should 
have a hobby and learn to ride it be- 
fore he reaches middle life. In this 
day of short hours and early retire- 
ment age, hobbies seem all the more 
necessary. The provident man lays 
aside a portion of his earnings against 
the day when his earning capacity 
ceases. Is it not equally important 
that provision should be made for the 
intellectual and spiritual welfare dur- 
ing declining years? A hobby should 
be adapted to the temperament, tastes 
and needs of the individual. The ideal 
is one that satisfies the physical, 
mental and spiritual cravings of his 
nature.” 


Dr. Stephens is Honorary Curator 
of Horology at the California Acad- 
emy of Sciences and he continues to 
devote much of his time to the care 
and implementation of the Time sec- 
tion of the Academy. In addition to 
this work, he has distinguished him- 
self as a writer in the field of horol- 
ogy and he has contributed more than 
twenty scholarly studies of important 
original research to horological and 
historical publications within the past 
few years.

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Early American Furniture 


Early American furniture has come 
to generally mean the furniture used 
and made by the pioneers of our 
country rather than that used by the 
Pilgrims and early settlers who 
brought their furniture from Eng- 
land, France and Spain. 

To determine which is authentic 
and which has been reproduced takes 
years of constant observation, re- 
search and study. 

The term, “Early American” usu- 
ally means the simple style made by 
carpenters and country craftsmen, 
not that of the cabinet makers who 
used the designs of Sheraton, Hep- 
plewhite, Chippendale and Duncan 
Phyfe. Though these are early styles 
they are generally classed under the 
Colonial Period, 

The novice interested in collecting 
“Early American” should begin with 
the eyes of the analyst who looks 
for native woods that were used such 
as walnut, maple, pine, butternut and 
cherry. Hickory and ash were used 
in parts of chairs because of their 
strength. Certain localities used pop- 
lar and tulipwood where they were 
native as these woods rarely warp. 

Secondly, the construction should be 
studied as there are many ways of 
joining. A special study of this should 
be pursued. The effort will be worth- 
while. Hand wronght nails, wooden 
pegs and dovetailing are early types 
used in joining. 

Third, and though not the least im- 
portant is style and line. It will be 
good to note that although all of the 
furniture made in the early days of 
America follow the same general line 
of simplicity, there will be noted def- 
inite effects of past culture brought 
to various localities by the people who 
settled there, Pennsylvania has the 
definite touch of the “Dutch” or 
painted German peasant furniture. 
Minnesota and Wisconsin tend to re- 
flect the Scandinavian influence, while 
the New England states as well as 
Michigan, Indiana and Ohio seem to

reflect the English styles. Many coun- 
try Sheraton types are found in these 
states, some of course probably were 
brought from the east in covered wag- 
ons. French influence is reflected by 
the cabinet makers of the south, 

We have but suggested the ideas 
of procedure in identifying “Early 
American.” If you want to be a true 
“Antiquer” of such, may we suggest 
further reading from your public li- 
brary. A visit to your local museum 
or historical society will be most re- 
warding. ‘There you will be able to 
view and get the feel of the real 
thing. 

Remember that good “Eariy Amer- 
ican” examples have been reproduced 
for the past few years so when buy- 
ing be sure to study every detail of 
construction. Is it hand hewn, sayed, 
carved or whittled? Is the wood old 
and the type generally used? Does it 
have that certain flair or individual- 
ity of the maker? And many more de- 
tails you will come to know. Reput- 
able dealers and authorities are al- 
ways willing to help you. Look to 
them for guidance. 





METROPOLITAN EXHIBIT 
OF 18th CENTURY 
FURNITURE 


A group of handsome English 18th 
century furniture recently acquired 
for The Metropolitan Museum of 
Art has been put on special exhibi- 
tion in the Great Hall. 

The major acquisition is a magni- 
ficent mahogany cabinet, or clothes- 
press, of about 1780. Shown with 
this are a gracefully proportioned 
armchair of about 1750, and an urn 
and pedestal after a design by Ro- 
bert Adam, the prolific genius who 
created whole houses, inside and out, 
as versatile architect and designer. 

The finely figured mahogany of 
the cabinet and the carving of its 


oval cartouches and scrolls are 
characteristic of William Vile, cab- 
inetmaker for King George III and 
Queen Charlotte. Some of his furni- 
ture is still in the collections of the 
British Royal Family at Buckingham 
Palace and Windsor Castle. The in- 
terior of the cabinet is designed for 
the storage of clothes or household 
linen. The exterior drawers are 
false, and it opens by means of two 
doors. The cabinet, which came from 
the collection of the Earl of Strath- 
more, was purchased by the Museum 
from the Morris Loeb Gift Fund. 

Strong, graceful proportions and 
delicacy of carved line distinguish 
the armchair which is from the col- 
lections of Viscount Leverhulme and 
William Randolph Hearst. Six side 
chairs from the same set are shown 
in the Museum’s Lansdowne Room. 
In extent and quality it would be 
difficult to match this set of chairs 
of the middle of the 18th century. 
They are a gift to the Museum from 
Judge Irwin Untermyer. 

The urn and pedestal, one of a pair 
acquired for the Museum also through 
the Morris Loeb Gift Fund dates from 
about 1780. It belongs to a set of 
dining-room furniture published in 
the January issue of the Museum’s 
BULLETIN, in an article by James 
Parker, Assistant Curator in the De- 
partment of Post-Renaissance Art. 

Pairs of urns and pedestals were a 
practical part of late 18th century 
dining-rooms, used by servants dur- 
ing meals. The urns held water for 
drinking or for washing silverware, 
while the pedestals contained ‘wine 
bottles or a plate-warming appara- 
tus. The source for the Museum’s 
pedestals was an engraving in “The 
Works in Architecture of Robert & 
James Adam,” 1774. They will be 
appropriately shown in the Museum’s 
dining-room from Lansdowne House, 
London, designed by Adam and built 
between 1765 and 1768. The Lans- 
downe Room was installed at the

of their fallen comrades on that day. 
An imposing ceremony was held in 
Washington in 1868, and the idea 
soon spread to all the states except 
in the South where the date was 
usually an earlier one because of the 
earlier season for flowers. It was 
not until after World War I that 
May 30 was observed in the South 
as a, national holiday. . : 

Civilians came to regard with af- 
fection and pride the annual proces- 
sions and ceremonies with which 
members paid tribute to the dead. 
By 1872 the anniversary had become 
a permanent festival. In New York 
City the ceremonies at the Metro- 
politan Opera House following the 
parade became an annual institution. 
Later this occasion was used for 
political speeches, some of which 
caused great bitterness among Demo- 
crats and many resignations from 
the Grand Army. Partisan feeling 
ran strong and when Cleveland went 
fishing on Memorial Day in 1886 
this was used against him in the 
bitter campaign of the next year. 
(Today fishing is a “must” for all 
Presidential candidates and a Mem- 
orial Day fishing trip would not be 
viewed too harshly.) 

In the State of Kansas a law was 
passed making May 30, a “Holy 
Day,” when all people must cease 
from business and “there shall be 
no ball playing, theatrical perform- 
ances, or sporting event of any 
kind.” This law was still in force 
in Kansas as late as 1916 and break- 
ing it could be punished by a severe 
fine or punishment. 

During the period following the 
Civil War immigrants from all lands 
poured into the U.S. Because of 
the diversity of language and cus- 
toms of the immigrants, the men who 
had fought for the Union began to 
fear that love of it would die. Con- 
sequently some turned to patriotism 
as a sort of religion to unite the 
American Republic. Extreme vosi- 
tions were taken such as that of the 
Grand Army member who said “Let 
the children learn to add and sub- 
tract and multiply under the flag 
and they will do it a good deal bet- 
ter.” It ‘was as far as one could get 
from the sentiment of Dr. Johnson, 
“Patriotism is the last refuge of the 
scoundre].” 

The Grand Army found two oc- 
casions ready made for the stimula- 
tion of patriotism. One was Memor- 
ial Day and the other was the en- 
campment or reunion held annually 
by the G.A.R. The first National 
Encampment was held in Indiana- 
polis in 1866 and the second in Phila- 
delphia in 1868. They reached their 
peak in the eighties when the Grand 
Army boasted a membership of over 
400.000. Both State and National en- 
campments were held each year and 
for fifty years were very much a 
part of the American scene. Rail- 


roads ran special trains, gave excur- 
sion rates, routed whole trains to the 
scene of the encampment. 


This was 


and it is doubtful if these great con- 
ventions could have prospered except 
for that. 

Veterans were attracted to the 
encampments by the general excite- 
ment of the occasion and also by the 
desire to renew acquaintance with 
wartime buddies at the reunions and 
evening campfires. Many took their 
wives, although this was not as 
common as in the South where the 
ladies were shown great considera- 
tion and given great prominence. 

One of the days used by the com-

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PROCLAIMING AMERICANISM 
(Continued from Page 45) 

catch his breath in ecstatic wonder 

as approaching the nation’s capitol he 

sees looming upon the horizon the 

Capitol and the Washington monu- 
ment? A replica of this obelisk 
monumental structure, designed by 
Robert Mills and completed in 1884, 
form the handle of the spoon, the top 
of the obelisk pointing to the bowl. 
Entwined about the handle, both back 
and front, and reaching into the bowl, 
is a continuous wreath, one side of 
laurel and one of oak leaves. And 
what do these depict of American- 
ism? The oak tells of strength; the 
laurel, of fame won through strength 
and courage and love of right. The 
bowl features the central portion of 
the Capitol, the dome coming to a 
point near the tip of the bowl. 

Perhaps the most beautiful and 
highly prized Washington spoon is 
the Gorham spoon made around 1890. 
In the bowl is stamped the Capitol’s 
entrance and the dome with almost 
unbelievable detail in workmanship. 
Along the handle are the thirteen 
stars, representing the original thir- 
teen states, the nuclei of the name- 
less hordes who would through the 
centuries perpetuate this new way of 
life begun by those who carved these 
states from the wildernesses of the 
Red Man. This spoon handle ends 
with the symbolic American eagle in 
full relief, bearing above him a 
streamer carrying the word “Wash- 
ington” and below him the nation’s 
motto: “E Pluribus Unum.” This is 
a heavy sterling teaspoon. 

The city which has longest and loud- 
est declared the spirit of American- 
ism is Philadelphia, correctly called 
the “Cradle of Liberty.” One of the 
most cherished spoons in my collec- 
tion is one which I christened “The 
Spirit of ’76.” This spoon has as the 
central portion of the handle the fig- 
ure of the Revolutionary War sol- 
dier, dressed in all of his military 
regalia; his musket standing upright 
in front of him is held by both hands. 
At the end of the spoon handle, two 
figures hold between them a shield 
(the ‘Pennsylvania seal) on top of 
which rests a pair of balanced scales. 
Beneath this grouping on left and 
right are the words “Philadelphia” 
and “Maneto.” The statue of the Rev- 
olutionary soldier rests upon a key- 
stone, symbolic of Pennsylvania 
which has since colonial times been 
known as the “Keystone State,” be- 
eause of both its geographic and po- 
litical position. Between the keystone 
and the soldier are the figures, ’76. 
The markings on the back are a con- 
tinuation of the story on the front 
with the significant addition, the Lib- 
erty Bell. This very heavy orange 
spoon has a gold-washed bowl. If 
souvenir spoons were made as ear- 
ly as 1876, it is probable that this 
one was a spoon designed to com- 
memorate the centennial of the birth 
of our nation, which celebration was 
held in Philadelphia in 1876. 

July 4, 1776—proclaimed by John 
Adams at the time as the greatest 
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day in history, past and future—this 
day is the subject of a most highly- 
prized spoon. The bowl of the spoon 
features the signing of the world-re- 
nowned instrument, the Declaration 
of Independence. As is true in the 
great paintings that artists have pro- 
duced of this scene, around the table 
are noticed (some seated, some 
standing) those heroic statesmen who 
dared to wield that weapon, the pen, 
“Mightier than the sword,” whose 
stroke was necessary for bringing 
into being that new nation, that new 
type of government. Thus American- 
ism was born. At the end of the han- 
dle of this spoon is a replica of the 
Liberty Bell on which can clearly be 
seen the authentic crack in the bell 
and the markings (as on the orig- 
inal) “Phila MDCCLIII.” To a col- 
lector of historic spoons this is a 
real prize. 

I feel justified in saying that it is 
true patriotism and not sentimental- 
ity that is magnified by the collect- 
ing of these spoons that proclaim 
Americanism. 


“America, America, 

God shed His grace on thee, 
And crown thy good with brotherhood 
From sea to shining sea.’”’

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Old Blue Staffordshire 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


To many, Staffordshire pottery 
means Old Blue Staffordshire decor- 
ated with scenes or buildings sur- 
rounded by a border of shells, flow- 
ers or some other design. It should 
be remembered, however, that the 
greater amount of English porcelain 
and pottery was made in Stafford- 
shire, England. 


Staffordshire is a district—a coun- 
ty if you will—about ten miles long 
by about five miles wide, located half- 
way between Liverpool and London. 
Through it flows the River Trent. It 
contains the five towns — Stoke-on- 
Trent, Burslem, Longton, Hanley and 
Tunstall — made familiar to us by 
the early novels of Arnold Bennett. 
In England, this district is spoken 
of as “The Potteries” and a great 
many of those living there today have 
been potters for generations, their 
great great grandfathers having 
worked for one of the well-known pot- 
ters of their day. 

In this district lived and worked 
the Wedgwoods, the Spodes, Enoch 
Wood and his son, Thomas Whieldon, 
Thomas Astbury, Thomas Minton; 
James and Ralph Clews, the Ridg- 
ways, Joseph Stubbs, the Stevensons, 
and many others whose productions 
are eagerly collected today. 

Burslem, one of the Five Towns, 
was a center for the pottery industry 
from an early time, and was noted 
for its deposits of clay by 1686. 

In 1755 John Sadler and his part- 
ner, Guy Green, of Liverpool invented 
the art of transfer printing on pot- 
tery and porcelain from copper plates. 
In this process a metal] plate is etched 
or engraved in the usual way, al- 
though somewhat deeper than for or- 
dinary plate printing since the action 
of the fire reduces the strength of 
the colors used. The copperplate is 
then heated and the desired color, 
mixed with a special printer’s oil, is 
rubbed over its surface. A print is 
then taken on transfer paper, (which 
has been treated with a preparation 


of soap and water) by means of an 
ordinary hand press, Several thick- 
nesses of flannel are used to absorb 
any extra moisture from the paper. 
The print is then arranged on the 
piece of pottery to be decorated and 
the color forced onto the plate by 
rubbing with a special brush. The 
women who do this work are called 
“Transferrers.” After some hours the 
piece is immersed in water to remove 
the paper. The ware is allowed to 
dry for several days and then fired 
over or under glaze as desired. 

In 1806 many of the Staffordshire 
potteries failed because of the depres- 
sion due to Napoleon’s boycott of Eng- 
lish goods. After the War of 1812, 
these potters of Staffordshire sought 
to increase their exportations to 
America by appealing to the patrio- 
tism of the Americans. They dia this 
by portraying on their ware pictures 
of prominent men, of public buildings, 
of important events, and by scenery. 
Their effort met with great success. 

Famous artists and_ illustrations 
and photographs in published books 
supplied them with their subjects for 
decoration. Michele Felice Corne’s fa- 
mous naval paintings were repro- 
duced as well as his “Landing of the 
Pilgrims.” William Guy Wall of Dub- 
lin came to America in 1818 and 
painted scenes in water colors of the 
Hudson River. Many of these were 
transferred to Staffordshire by An- 
drew Stevenson and the Clews. Views 
of the American countryside by John 
Warner Barber of Connecticut were 
reproduced by Wood, Ridgway and R. 
Stevenson. Other outstanding artists 
whose work was portrayed on this 
ware were Charles Burton and Abel 
Bowen of New York, Col. John Trum- 
bull of Connecticut, Benj. West of 
Pennsylvania and London and a great 
many more. 

The early pieces of this type of 
Staffordshire were printed in a rich 
dark blue color apparently with good 
reason: it was decorative, it kept its 


color when fired at a high temper- 
ature, and it covered the blemishes. 
It is believed that the period of great- 
est production for this historical ware 
in the dark blue was during the years 
1818 and 1830. Between 1830 and 
1850 other colors appeared — light 
blue, green, brown, etc. Importation 
_—— to have ended shortly after 
1850. 

Simeon Shaw in his “Histories of 
the Staffordshire Potteries and Rise 
and Progress of the Manufacture of 
Pottery and Porcelain” (1829) says, 
that in 1829 there were some fifty 
thousand people employed in the pot- 
teries of the Staffordshire District. 

Borders on Staffordshire ware are 
the chief means of identifying partic- 
ular examples since the various pot- 
ters used the same border over and 
over, especially on those pieces des- 
tined for the American market. Oc- 
casionally a potter pirated a border 
design of another but this was rare. 
Since there were so many potteries 
competing for the profitable Amer- 
fican trade, the description of borders 
used is much too long for an article 
such as this. For anyone making a 
study of this subject in detail, “Amer- 
ican Historical Views on Stafford- 
shire 'China” by Ellouise Baker Lar- 
sen is a must, 

Today the potters of 1818 to 1830 
would be amazed at the value pla 
on their productions in the Old Blue 
with American Historical scenes but 
often these platters and plates have 
preserved for us historical pictures 
that might otherwise have been lost.

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Books Reviewed 


THE CABINETMAKERS OF AMERICA, 
by Ethel Hall Bjerkoe. Published py 
Doubleday & Company, Inc., Garden Ci-: 
ty, N. Y., May 9, 1957. 252 pages. Priice 
$10. 


This excellent work adds another 
valuable dimension to the world of 
collecting. It is the factual story of 
the lives and works of the cabinet- 
makers of America in the seventeenth, 
eighteenth and early nineteenth cen- 
turies. 

In the spirit of the true collector, 
Ethel Hall Bjerkoe, its author, 
searched through countless account 
books, diaries, early newspapers, town 
histories, wills, inventories, books, 
magazines, and letters; she visited 
museums throughout the United 
States wherever antique furniture is 
displayed, examining labels, records, 
and talking with curators. It is the 
piecing together of all these facets 
that make up the 252 pages of the 
book. 

That she was unusually diligent is 
evidenced in the huge biographical 
check list of about 2500 cabinetmak- 
ers. It is only natural that the author 
should devote more space to some 
of the master cabinetmakers, such as 
the Goddard-Townsend group, Qua- 
ker families, who lived and worked 
in Newport, R. I., during the eigh- 
teenth and early nineteenth centu- 
ries. Well executed drawings give de- 
tails of the characteristics of this and 
other cabinetmakers’ work. For in- 
stance, in the Goddard-Townsend 
group there is the carved shell motif 
which was used on the legs and backs 
of chairs, the bracket foot with scroll, 
and a finial peculiar to these makers. 

Lincoln fans will be interested to 
know that the Reverend Jesse Head, 
Harrodsburg, Ky., is listed with this 
notice under the alphabet listing of 
the cabinetmakers: 


“HEAD, Jesse (Reverend), Har- 
rodsburg, Ky. 

“Advertised in Kentucky Gazette, 
Sept. 18, 1794, for an apprentice to 
learn cabinetmaking. Monument to 
Head in Spring Hill Cemetery, Har- 
rodsburg, reads: “Preacher, edi- 
tor, craftsman and patriot.” He was 
an ordained minister and the one 
who married Thomas Lincoln and 
Nancy Hanks. Sandburg says, 
‘There was a Reverend Jésse Head 
he (Thomas Lincoln) had heard 
preach over at Springfield in Wash- 
ington County, and he had a par- 
ticular liking for Jesse Head, who 
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was a good chair-maker, a good cab- 
inetmaker, and an active exhorter 
in the branch of the Methodist 
ehurch. ...”” 


The Lincoln family name includes 
Amos, of Boston, Mass.; Ebed of 
Gloucester, Mass.; Jedediah of Bos- 
ton, Mass.; and Thomas Lincoln of 
Hardin, Ky. 

Your reviewer pondered the names 
and found herself wondering if 
“Thomas Poe, Baltimore, Md., listed 
in directories during 1803-18 as a cab- 
inetmaker,” was related to Edgar 
Allan Poe. 

The illustrious name of “Clay” lists 
one Porter Clay, brother of Henry 
Clay. The biographical description 
states that he lived in Whitehall, Ky., 
and that, “The Kentucky Gazette for 
March 15, 1803, states that the ‘cab- 
inetmaking shop of Porter Clay... 
was destroyed by fire.’ He was listed 
in Charles Directory of 1806 as a 
cabinetmaker on Mill St. A cherry 
chair attributed to him was shown 
at the Exhibition of Southern Furni- 
ture, Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, 
Richmond, 1952.” 

Photographs of outstanding exam- 
ples of the work of our American cab- 
inetmakers occupy a generous propor- 
tion of the book, and the detailed 
drawings lend further to the value 
of the edition. 

There is an excellent Glossary of 
terms used in furniture descriptions 
that will be helpful to the student. 

It is small wonder that the book 
already bears the stamp of approval 
of some of the leading museum cu- 
rators of the country. 

The Cabinetmakers of America will 
be useful not only for the present, but 
it will go on being useful through 
the years along with other classics in 
the collecting world, such as Ruth 
Webb Lee’s Early American Pressed 
Glass, and George McKearin’s Amer- 
ican Blown Glass.

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family reunions when silver haired 
great-great uncles swapped yarns of 
freighting on the Santa Fe Trail 
and sadly recalled the brother who 
died with eight arrows through his 
chest trying to save his horses in- 
stead of taking cover. It is grave 
talk of “boys in blue” and “boys in 
gray” who battled along the Missis- 
sippi and its western tributaries, and 
a slow naming of those who “did not 
come back.” 

It is of men who camped in prai- 
rie grass, slept in snow banks, walked 
endless miles “in Indian moccasins 
and glad to get them.” It is of men 
who lived and traded and fought with 
the Indian. 

It is the story of a free wild land, 
of birds and animals left to pursue 
their way except when the Indian 
needed food or clothing. It is the 
story of these Native Americans rid- 
ing their half wild horses, holding 
buffalo surrounds, encamped on the 
prairie, moving their families, send- 
ing their smoke signal messages over 
the great distances. 


“Only those pictorial records that 
deal with the life and land of the 
Louisiana Territory during the pe- 
riod of exploration, settlement and 
development, roughly 100 years, until 
the closing of the last frontier in the 
90’s, were used. Frederick E. Voel- 
ker’s study of the West brings this

Essays by Perry T. Rathbone pre- 
face the six divisions of the book:

It is a far look down dimming 
trails, glimpses of fur traders, Indian 
scouts, Mountain men, and wagon 
trains, the sea of grass, and the wide 
curving bends of great rivers now 
straightened and harnessed. It is the 
view of breath-taking mountains and 
breathtaking people. It is history in 
the making and in the raw. 

Here are pictures and stories ev- 
ery American should have on his 
bookshelves, browse through, absorb, 
and enjoy, be he native American of 
Indian background, pioneer immi- 
grant, or newcomer, The spirit and 
likeness of young America is here. 
It is a book of stature and wealth in 
American History and American Art.

The opposite picture shows several 
views of the cheerful looking home 
of Carmela and Frank Silvester, at 
Atlantic Beach, Fla. Mr. and Mrs. 
Silvester spend their winters here 
and their summers in their 100-year- 
old home in Connecticut. 


Red is a favorite of the Silvesters 
and the color predominates in the 
draperies and upholstery, with strips 
of red in the braided rugs which 
Mrs. Silvester made to fit into the 
color scheme. The red blends per- 
fectly with the pine paneled walls 
which are used throughout the home. 


The home is a two story structure 
and the Silvesters live on the second 
floor. The first floor is used for 
their antique shop during the months 
that they spend in Florida. 


TOP ROW: Two views of the 
dining room.

It is unfortunate that halftones in 
black and white do not bring out 
the charm of right blended colors, 
and while the photographs seem to 
give the effect of crowded space such 
is not the case in the actual setting.

DOLLS & PUPPETS by Max von Boehn, 
Charles T. Branford Co., Publishers, 
69 Union St., Newton Center, Mass. Re. 
vised Edition, 1956. 522 pages. $7.50. 


This is the work of a scholar who 
has written on folklore, the dance, 
miniatures, costumes, and Modes and 
Manners.” Dolls and Puppets is the 
little figure “in Man’s likeness,” be 
it idol or image, fetish figurine, man- 
nequin, doll to play with, doll for 
the display of fashions, doll for dec- 
orative purposes, or doll made to eat. 
It is the shadow show thrown on a 
screen by lamplight seeping through 
pricked out figure outlines. It is the 
mimicry of the foibles of humans by 
puppets controlled on a stage by 
strings or worked by unseen hands. 

The subject is wide, from the mar- 
ble idol excavated at ancient Troy 
to the flax dolls of Brunswick, from 
leather dolls of Southwest Africa, to 
carved wooden idols of Siberia, or 
clay dolls of Serbia, from the sacri- 
ficial iron man of Austria to the 
funereal figure of King Edward III 
of England. 

The chapter, Toy Dolls in Ancient 
Times, tells of Egyptian dolls of 
linen stuffed with papyrus strips, 
having embroidered facial features, 
thread hair, and, sometimes, move- 
able arms and legs. Early Toy Dolls 
of Europe included rag dolls of the 
8th and 9th Century, and clay dolls. 
The wax doll that made Madame 
Montanari famous appeared in the 
17th Century Germany, but without 
the touch of Madame’s genius. The 
Pantin doll which so charmed 18th 
Century France and others, had its 
prototype in ancient Egypt.

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The chapter on the Fashion Doll 
which sold French, Italian and Eng- 
lish fashions over sections of the 
world, is especially comprehensive. 
‘The condensed survey of doll develop- 
ment, as given in The Toy Doll in 
the 19th Century, is brief but val- 
uable. 

Toy Dolls of the Modern period in- 
clude mention of the character dolls 
of Fritz and Erich Kleinhempel of 
Dresden, the Munich Art Dolls of Ma- 
rion Kaulitz, the Kathe Kruse dolls 
of Berlin—a new type of lovable ba- 
by and child dolls; and the Italian 
Lenzi dolls made of felt. 

The short but delightful discus- 
sion of the Lotte Pritzel dolls is one 
of the finest sections. And the chap- 
ter on Porcelain Figures holds a so- 
lidity of fact and grace of presenta- 
tion akin to the little figurines them- 
selves. 

Moveable Images, Christmas Cribs, 
Tin Soldiers, and Puppets all re- 
ceive attention. The supplemental 
“Story of Dolls of the World” by 
Luella Hart, covering 1930-55, men- 
tions each field. It lists American 
functional dolls, celebrated Bye Lo 
dolls, Shirley Temple dolls, Magic 
Lips, Madame Alexander dolls, Terri 
Lee dolls, ete. and names several 
American artists who produced hand 
made dolls, 

Lili Criswell’s brief “History of 
Puppets” credits television for the in- 
crease of puppetry in America and 
lists some of the active puppeteers 
both in America and abroad. 

The volume is valuably illustrated 
throughout. The bibliography is ex- 
tensive. Perhaps this is less a “doll 
book” in the popular sense, than a 
comprehensive survey of the whole 
vast and fascinating domain of im- 
ages, dolls and puppets.

This is a book of drawings as well 
as of word stories. The setting is 
Florida. The characters are drift- 
wood. They include Billy Gator, Ste- 
ven Stork, Dr. Pelican, the Paul 
Cranes, Cousin Anna Flying Fish, 
Cousin Sidney Sea-Horse, Father and 
Mother Eeel and Baby Eeel, and oth- 
ers. 

On page 42 is found, “Jean, the 
playful and most thoughtful little 
porpoise carrying a basket of sea 
roses to Father Neptune. He has 
primised her a Rose Museum in ‘Won- 
derland of the Sea.’ A New Develop- 
ment Just off the Coast of St. Augus- 
tine Beach.’ Jean is very happy as” 
—ete. 

For each page of word story there 
is a page of drawing which carries a 
story, too. These drawings are charm- 
ing, amusing, delightful.

DEATHS 


VIRGIL Y. RUSSELL 


Virgil Yates Russell, for the last 
30 years a member of the faculty of 
Natrona County High School, Cas- 
per, Wyo., where he was head of the 
Social Science Department, died sud- 
denly of a heart attack on May 6. 

Readers of HOBBIES will remem- 
ber: him for the fine articles that he 
wrote on Indian relics for the maga- 
zine. His special hobby was his col- 
lection of Yuma points. In the course 
of his lifetime, he had pursued a 
number of hobbies, which included a 
collection of autographed photographs 
of well known personages. Both of 
these hobbies fitted into his work as 
a teacher of history. 

His “Indian Artifacts of the Rock- 
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ies” was first published in 1945. A 
revised and enlarged edition was en- 
titled “Indian Artifacts,” and pub- 
lished in 1951. A third edition further 
enlarged and changed was published 
last March. Mrs. Russell joined her 
husband in the preparation and pub- 
lication of the work, “Making School 
Activities Pay.” 

He grew up in Kansas and attend- 
ed the University of Wichita, and 
the University of California, He re- 
ceived his M.A. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Arizona. In 1936, he was 
honored with the presentation of a 
key from Phi Delta Kappa, national 
educators fraternity of which he was 
a member. 

Another special interest which he 
pursued and which is popular with 
so many was the life of Lincoln. He 
frequently used his knowledge of Lin- 
coln and some of his Lincoln memen- 
toes, along with his autograph mate- 
rial in connection with his teaching 
of history.

A. Morton Smith, whose articles on 
Circusiana appeared in HOBBIES for 
a number of years, until his health 
would not permit extra-curricular ac- 
tivities passed away in Gainesville, 
Tex., recently. Mr. Smith was an em- 
ployee and editorial writer of the 
Gainesville, Tex. Daily Register for 
a number of years.

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Collectors in 
Cuba 


Cuba is a large country, compared 
to the other islands. A large major- 
ity of the citizens speak English, for 
the children of the wealthier families 
attend school in the United States. 
The English schools in Cuba are also 
well attended. To know the Cubans 
is to love them, for they are friend- 
ly warm-hearted and artistic. Through 
Mrs. A, D. Sharp of Chicago, who 
has a winter home in her native 
Havana, I have learned to know sev- 
eral of the Cubans. I have found 
that many of them are collectors 
without realizing it. 


For instance, there is tall, hand- 
some, Jose Manuel Casanova De Soto, 
in his late twenties who is gradually 
taking a prominent place in the busi- 
ness leadership of his country. He 
received his early training at the 
Culver, Ind. Military Academy, where 
he graduated and then went on to 
other specialized schools in this coun- 
try. Shortly after his father’s death 
he was plunged into the heavy task 
of keeping a large sugar mill run- 
ning in Pinar del Rio, a few hours 
ride from Havana. By his own ef- 
forts the father rose from the ranks 
of labor to one of the financial wiz- 
ards of ‘Cuba. However, one of his 
greatest achievements was the rear- 
ing of a son with fine balance and 
common sense. Plus that this young 
man has a fine appreciation of the 
arts and history. He also has deep 
sentiment for his forebearers. As a 
child he had heard his father dis- 
cuss plans for the building of a dock 
at the sea near the sugar mill. One 
of the first things that the young 
man did when he took over was to 
get a dock built so that the ocean 
going vessels could load their boats 
near the booming smokestacks of the 
mill, Commenting on this achivement, 
with affection, he said: “I have had 
the pleasure of making father’s dream 
come true.” There are other dreams 
and other things that this young col- 
lector plans on doing for his friends 
in the beautiful country of Pinar del 
Rio, Cuba. 


Here at the fascinating mill he has 
the association of Antonio Perez Eche- 
mendia, a fine young business man, 
too, married to a Brooklyn, N. Y. 
girl, and both men are dedicated to 
the principles of their predecessor 
father and friend. 


The mill-owner’s home and grounds 
near the mill, looks like a dream 
house, set in tropical, landscaped gar- 
den, with thousands of varieties of 
blooming flowers. Hollyhocks ‘were 
blooming there on April 1. Most in- 
triguing of all in the Spanish homes 
of Cuba is the beautiful mosaic tile 
work. It is truly unforgettable.

to, are hung with a fine collection of 
old Cuban prints. There are collec- 
tors’ books on the shelves, including 
many books on the sugar industry, 
eattle raising, and Arabian horses. 
He and the manager of the sugar 
mill share the hobby of experiment- 
ing with cattle breeds, crossing the 
Brahma with the standard breeds of 
North and South America. Their 
ranch has about 1600 head of cattle. 
You look at the trophies and you 
know they have been successful. 

This young Cuban is also interest- 
ed in aviation, and is a member of 
the board of the Cuban Airlines. He 
is also president of the Royal Crown 
Cola 'Cuban Co. He also heads a large 
Cuban Insurance Co. He has many 
medals which he won in active sports 
participation, and he promotes sports 
throughout Havana. 

It is good to withdraw ourselves 
now and then and get acquainted with 
the young collectors throughout the 
world. Somehow they find the time 
to seek out those items that add to 
their own enjoyment and knowledge, 
and they dream more than some of 
us realize.

Another interesting collector of Cu- 
ba is Senora Josephine del Collado 
of Havana. At a young age she was 
left a widow with three young chil- 


dren, and a business to carry on. Best 
of all she has been successful as a 
mother. She has guided her sons so 
that they successfully carry on their 
father’s work. Without realizing it, 
Senora del Collado has been collect- 
ing for a long time. But she, quietly 
and modestly says that she “just likes 
fans.” Collector or not, she has assem- 
bled a fine group of fans from her 
travels throughout the world. There 
are autograph specimens, ones with 
hand painted medallions, Vernis Mar- 
tin examples, fine laces, and many, 





many others. In her kitchen, she has 
a fine collection of “chickens” in cera- 
mics. In her curio cabinets, through- 
out her spacious Spanish type home 
she has Meissen, Staffordshire, Royal 
Worcester, Chelsea, and many other 
pieces of the factories of yesterday, 
which she enjoys taking out and show- 
ing to her friends. 

Where there is tradition and back- 
ground there are always collectors. 
And in Cuba, if time permitted, you 
could find many collectors.

mittees in charge of arrangements 
to add interest to the gathering was 
the issuance of colorful and original 
medals and ribbons to be worn at 
the Encampments. It seemed that 
each year they issued a more inter- 
esting, humorous, or attention-at- 
tracting badge than the one given 
the year before. Carrying out the 
patriotic motif they were usually sus- 
pended on a ribbon of red, white, 
and blue, but sometimes state en- 
campments used the _ regimental 
colors of State units. For instance 
the Fifth Pennsylvania had a bright 
yellow ribbon, and the Twelfth New 
Jersey had a pale blue called “Jersey 
blue”. A collection of these badges 
is therefore a veritable rainbow of 
color and a display of over seventy 
of them which I was recently for- 
tunate enough to acquire is rather 
breathtaking. 

A few are shown in the accom- 
panying illustration and give an idea 
of the ingenuity of the designers. 
These were the frills that enlivened 
the event but comradeship and nos- 
talgia were the compelling  senti- 
ments that brought the men back 
year after year. 


The Grand Army is no more. Its 
last encampment was held in 1949 in 
Indianapolis and only six of the sur- 
viving sixteen members were able to 
attend. Some politicians had used 
it for selfish and partisan purposes, 
some members had abused it in their 
grab for higher and higher pensions. 
But for the rank and file, loyalty 
to comrade and to the Union had 
been “the tie that binds.” And when 
in 1949 the one hundred year old 
commander told the veterans of the 
two world wars “You boys have a 
duty. If you let the country get 
away from the Constitution there 
will be no strong and free United 
States, the United States we all 
fought to preserve and protect,” he 
brought the men cheering to their 
feet, and they stood reverently while 
he walked with firm step to the 
door, and turned for a final salute.

Co.” and “Goodhue - Rock Is- 
land and Quebec.” 

Because Charmion is a true Oollec- 
tor, she values all her Star buttons, 
whether old or new, large or small, 
valuable or inexpensive. Being hu- 
man, she likes some _ better than 
others, but never because they are 
more costly. She has the gift of 
seeing beauty ‘in simple, everyday 
things as well as in more elaborate 
rarities; she takes the trouble — 
which is really a pleasure — to ex- 


amine and appreciate every button, 
however humble. These qualities en- 
able her to attain maximum interest 
and enjoyment from her collection. 

Like most hobbyists, Charmion 
likes to share her enthusiasm, and 
her niece, Margaret (aged ten), is 
already a __ button-collector-in-the- 
making. (Whenever a package ar- 
rives that might be buttons, Margar- 
et can hardly wait for it to be 
opened!). 

Of the many collectors I have 
known, in nearly twenty-five years of 
“buttoning,” not one appreciates her 
buttons more or derives greater good 
from them than does Charmion Mo- 
sier. May her Stars and the friends 
she makes through them bring her 
ever-increasing happiness, for many 
vears to come!

THE POET OF CHRISTMAS EVE, A 
Life of Clement Clark Moore by Samuel 
W. Patterson, Published by Morehouse- 
Gorham Co., New York., 1956. 179 
pages. 

This book is the story of when and 
how A Visit From St. Nicholas hap- 
pened to be written, what inspired it, 
and the situation and characters that 
had to do with its birth. 

But it is also the story of old New 
York, especially of old Chelsea, of 
the people who lived on the farm- 
lands there and adjacent, of Fulton 
Street Market when Professor Moore 
drove down an unpaved street in the 
snow to get the Christmas turkey. 

It is the story, too, of the modest, 
scholarly ‘Clement Moore, the ante- 
cedents that begot him, influenced his 
culture, and directed his life. It is 
of the people he made friends of and 
lived among. It briefs the death of 
Alexander Hamilton at the Janet 
street home of one of Moore’s friends, 
and Aaron Burr’s distant connection 
through marriage. 

Many of Moore’s other poems are 
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here. Much of the quiet conduct o. 
his life as a professor, vestryman 
college trustee, and individual also. 
Who was the prototype for old St 
Nich? Who publicized the “jolly ol: 
fellow?” These are old told. Anc 
round and about and through all i: 
the fanciful story of the growth 0! 
a great city, tearing away at farms 
filling them with streets and houses, 
turning modest wealth into the rich- 
es of the landholder luckily in the 
march of a city’s growth. 

This is pleasant reading. It holds 
delightful tidbits of American histo. 
ry and the old schools, old churches, 
old Dutch settlers, and the various 
Americans who made that history.

The 3-cent stamp to honor the 
Teachers of America, which will be 
first placed on sale at Philadelphia, 
Pa., on July 1, 1957, during the Cen- 
tennial Convention of the National 
Education Association, The printing 
of 120,000,000 of these stamps has 
been authorized. 

Portrayed on the stamp is an at- 
tractive young woman teacher con- 
ferring with a girl and boy over a 
global world map. The wording “Hon- 
oring the Teachers of America,” in 
dark Gothic, is arranged in two lines 
at the top of the stamp. Directly be- 
low, arranged in five lines, is the 
wording ‘National Education Asso- 
ciation 1857-1957,” in white face 
Gothic. In a panel across the bottom 
of the stamp is “United States Pos- 
tage 3¢,” also in white face Gothic. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the 3-cent Teachers 
of America commemorative stamp 
may send addressed envelopes, togeth- 
er with money order remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to be 
affixed, to the Postmaster, Philadel- 
phia. An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope and 
the flap either turned in or sealed. 
The outside envelope to the Postmas- 
ter should be endorsed “First Day 
Covers.” 


OKLAHOMA COMMEMORATIVE 

A special 3¢ stamp to commemorate 
the 50th anniversary of Oklahoma 
statehood, which will be first placed 
on sale at Oklahoma City, Okla., on 
June 14, 1957, the opening day of 
the Oklahoma Semi-Centennial Expo- 
sition. 

JAMESTOWN FESTIVAL 

The Post Office Department will 
issue an International Naval Review 
—Jamestown Festival 3-cent postage 
stamp to commemorate a major event 
of the Jamestown Festival. 

The stamp will be placed on first 
day sale at Norfolk,, Va., sometime 
during “Fleet Week,” June 8-17, 1957. 

The official Jamestown Festival in- 
signia is prominently featured super- 
imposed over a map of the Hampton 
Roads area. A United States aircraft 
carrier of the Forrestal class is shown 
to the right of the stamp against a 


background of silhouetted outlines of 
ships participating in the Interna- 
tional Naval Review. 

The International Naval Review, 
whose theme is “Freedom of the 
Seas,” will be the largest of its kind 
ever held, both as to number of na- 
tions participating and the total num- 
ber of combatant vessels taking part. 

The stamp to be issued is the first 
ever honoring a naval review.

COILS 

Handy coils of a hundred 3¢ stamps 
were placed on sale in large post 
Offices starting April 25, as a new 
convenience to the mailing public, 
Postmaster General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield said today. 

The new hundred coils sell for $3, 
the value of the stamps. 

Coils heretofore have been avail- 
able only in large sizes which the 
a patron ordinarily does not 

uy. 

These are the coils of 500, 1,000, 
and 3.000 stamps selling at face val- 
ues of $15, $30, and $90, respectively. 

The sale of the hundred coil will 
be experimental to determine public 
reaction, and only a limited supply 
will be available at First-Class of- 
fices, those with gross postal receipts 
of $40,000 or more annually. 

If the public likes the new coils, 
however, it is expected sales will be 
placed on a permanent basis, and 
they will be available at all post of- 
fices, 

In addition, Mr, Summerfield dis- 
closed, the Post Office Department 
will soon have available special plas- 
tic stamp dispensers for the hundred- 
stamp coils, at a slight cost.

Money of 


Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


The first regular coinage of United 

States coins began with the appear- 
‘ance of the cent and half cent of 

1793. We must not consider that 
this is the real beginning of coins 
in this continent, for there were 
many varieties struck prior to this 
time, under the heading of Colonial 
coins. 

The varieties were caused by the 
innumerable experiments, shortages, 
and dire need of coins by the colon- 
ists. Some had authoritative back- 
ing by the powers in control, others 
did not. Some originally were coined 
for use elsewhere, and due to politi- 
cal strife, found their way here. 
Others were purely pattern or ex- 
perimental pieces, forerunners of 
what was to become our first re- 
gular coinage. Of these, the Wash- 
ington coins and tokens, and other 
similar designs are the foundation of 
our first regular coinages. 

Take for instances the two small 
and very rare 1792 experimental 
mint issues, the disme and half 
disme. One can easily see where the 
term “dime” and “half dime” orig- 
inated. The eagle on the reverse 
of many of the Washington pieces, 
such as the 1791 cent, 1792 half 
dollar are very similar to the first 
used on regular coinages. ‘The 1783 
Washington Unity cent has a re- 
verse that is identical in many ways 
to the reverses of our first large 
cents. 

As one peruses the early colonial 
pieces of New Jersey, Connecticut, 
New York, Vermont, and a few 
others, it is obvious that these, coined 
during the revolutionary days, show 
a close similarity to English coins 
of the day. The seated figure on 
the reverse is nearly identical to that 
appearing on the reverse of British 
half pennies of the time. Busts upon 
the obverse, resemble those of George 
I, —_ II, and George III of Eng- 
and.

or Bermuda pieces namely shilling, 
sixpence, threepence and twopence 
are the earliest struck for they were 
reputed to have been issued around 
1616, but these are not always con- 
sidered to be part of the American 
series due to Bermuda’s English af- 
filiation. This leaves us with the 
earliest recognized coins on this con- 
tinent with the Massachusetts, New 
England shilling, sixpence, and three- 
pence pieces. These are extremely 
crude and easily copied and are very 
rare. Were one to come across these, 
extreme caution should be used to 
ascertain their authenticity. I would 
like to say here that extreme caution 
should be used with regards to all 
of the rarer colonials for many 
nearly perfect copies have been made 
of all. It might be advisable to eye 
with caution any rare colonial coin 
if its condition is very excellent, 
and have it authenticated by an ex- 
pert before investing a lot of money 
in it. They have been copied, as 
electrotypes, cast brass copies, and 
even actual coins struck from new 
3 as near as possible to the origi- 
nals. 


In 1652 there appeared the very 
interesting series of Pine Tree, Wil- 
low Tree and Oak Tree coins in de- 
nominations of twopence, _ three- 
pence, sixpence and the popular shil- 
lings. These are rare but easily 
acquired and are the most popular 
early colonial coins among collectors. 

The laws governing counterfeiting 
of United States coins do not apply 
to Colonials. for the latter are con- 
sidered tokens. and therefore not un- 
der the jurisdiction of the law. 

Due to the shortage of change in 
the early part of the 18th century 
an effort was made to supply the 
need. William Wood, an Englishman, 
obtained a patent from George I to 
make copper tokens, not only for the 
American colonies but also Ireland. 
His productions all have King Geor- 
ge’s head on the obverse, the Am- 
erican pieces were of the “Rosa Am- 
ericana” or American Rose series. 
These pieces became very popular 
among the Americans and certainly 
helped the serious shortage. The 
Hibernia pieces, 'with a figure seated 
on the reverse were very unpopular 
among the Irish and the British, who 
finding themselves with these tokens 
on their hands, and a still crying 
need for more small change in Am- 
erica, shipped these pieces over here, 
too. Hence, these coins marked “Hi- 
bernia” are truly Colonial coins of 
early America. 


Many of the early pieces were 
struck without authority of the go- 
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vernment. It is a mystery to m 
why, with such a shortage, authorit) 
would frown on such issues, particu 
larly when nothing much was done 
about it in the mother country. ‘Ih 
coins, in many instances could b 
considered “bootleg” issues of th 
times. 

In order to understand the situa- 
tion, however, one must bear in minc 
that in those days, anv coin of any 
country was acceptable anywhere, as 
long as it was of the right size (if 
copper), of the right fineness and 
weight, (if silver). Gold pieces, 
which 'were very scarce in any event, 
‘were accepted at their true gold bul- 
lion value. Indeed one can see that 
the coins used in everyday transac- 
tions consisted of practically every- 
thing in existence throughout the 
world. This naturally caused argu- 
ments and dickering as to values. 
We can imagine the day’s transac- 
tions would really be interesting and 
exciting! Coins, in fact, were so 
searce that corn, pelts. bullets, and 
even nails werd known to have been 
used as money. In Massachusetts, a 
law was passed in 1661 authorizing 
Indian wampum as a legal tender. It 
was finally repealed. 

Legends on some of the early Co- 
lonial pieces are truly interesting. We 
find, tokens with VALUE ME AS 
YOU PLEASE upon them. Voce Po- 
puli (Voice of the People) MIND 
YOUR BUSINESS; I CUT MY WAY 
THROUGH; I AM GOOD COPPER; 
THE WHEELS GO ROUND; PRE- 
SERVE CAROLINA AND THE 
LORD PROPRIETORS; GEORGIUS 
TRIUMPHO (Triumphant George!) 
FUGIO. NOVA CAESAREA (New 
Jersey) NOVA EBORAC (New 
York), AUCTORI CONNEC. (Con- 
necticut) ; VERMON AUCTORI 
(Vermont) NCVA CONSTELLATIO 
(New Constellation) and many other 
interesting designs and legends. ~

_ Silver coins can be cleaned by mak- 
ing a paste of baking soda and wa- 
ter, and rubbing them. It is not rec- 
ommended, however, unless the coins 
are in uncirculated condition or very 
nearly so. 

It is not recommended that copper 
coins be cleaned unless it is done by 
an expert for this usually detracts 
from their value.

Answer: 

I find that coins in rolls should be 
kept away from gasses, (coal gas, 
ete.), sunlight, dampness and any ma- 
terial containing sulphur. As the 
wrappers contain sulphur in the pa- 
per, a tarnish proof tissue (sulphur 
free) is advisable in contact with the 
coins. I believe it will be safe to 
use the wrappers outside the tissue. 
If kept in a metal box or case, and 
a sprinkle of camphor is put in the 
box, you have done al] that can be 
done to preserve them from tarnish- 
ing. Do not use cellophane in direct 
contact with the coins.

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AUTOGRAIPHZ 


What to Collect 


By DORIS H. 


At all stages in his pursuit of au- 
tographs, the collector devotes much 
time and consideration to the direc- 
tion his interests should take. His 
first adventures in autograph collect- 
ing might begin accidentally with a 
present from a relative of a Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt letter as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, thanking a 
citizen for the loan of a pair of 
binoculars during World War I. 
From this modest beginning, the col- 
lector may embark in aay number 
of directions, depending on his in- 
terests and background. If his im- 
agination has been fired by the 
history of the U. S. Navy, the F.D.R. 
letter may launch the collector in 
the pursuit of letters and documents 
pertaining to famous naval engage- 
ments or material related to the 
great naval commanders from John 
Paul Jones to Chester W. Nimitz. On 
the other hand, if he is interested in 
politics he may regard the F.D.R. 
letter as the first item of a collection 
of autographs of the Presidents of 
the United States. Having determin- 
ed his direction, the collector must 
then decide in what form autographs 
of the presidents best suit his own 
individual interests and his own col- 
lecting budget. Fortunately, these 
autographs are available in a variety 
of forms and in a variety of prices. 
The least expensive collection would 
be presidential signatures on slips of 
paper or cards. Documents signed 
by the presidents move into the class 
of materials which affords an op- 
portunity for study and are more im- 
portant historically. Here the spe- 
cialist may collect documents related 
only to the army, the navy, or a 
more restricted field such as docu- 
ments related to presidential elec- 
tions. Letters signed, full A.L.S., 
or documents signed while in office, 
would represent the peak of desir- 
ability in this area. Here also the 
field can be limited to reflect person- 
al interests. I know of a psychiatrist 
collector who is interested only in 
presidential letters which show the 
president under’ great emotional 
stress. It has been very difficult for 
him to purchase letters from Wash- 
ington to Eisenhower written during 
crises, but when he completes the 
collection, he will have a choice and 
personal group of letters — as well 
as a collection which fits his indivi- 
dual taste. 

Naval interest and presidential in- 
terest can be combined in a collection 
of ships’ papers signed by the early

presidents. These port clearance 
authorizations are pictorially attrac- 
tive with engravings of a_ light 
house and a sailing vessel. When 
on parchment, as are many of ships’ 
papers signed by Washington and 
Adams, they make very interesting 
framing pieces, particularly when 
the document has not been trimmed 
but has its “waved” top. There is 
an “extra dividend” in these docu- 
ments as they are occasionally signed 
by two presidents. I have seen ships’ 
papers signed by Jefferson as presi- 
dent, with James Madison as Secre- 
tary of State. Those signed by 
Washington sometimes also bears 
Jefferson’s signature as Secretary of 
State. I recentlv acquired a ships’ 
paper for the Schooner Washington, 
signed by Monroe as President and 
John Quincy Adams as Secretary of 
State, and another signed by An- 
drew Jackson as President and Mar- 
tin Van Buren as Secretary of State. 
These are quaint relics of the days 
when all ships had to have a presi- 
dential signature on their harbor 
clearance papers. What a congestion 
would result in our ports today if 
Eisenhower’s personal signature were 
required! 

In a collection of presidential au- 
tographs, the collector hits more 
than a financial stumbling block if 
he wants letters of the presidents 
during their term of office. Thé 
rarities are, of course, William 
Henry Harrison who served only one 
month, James A. Garfield, and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, whose cur- 
rent correspondents seem extremely 
reluctant to part with any letters 
from The White House. 

If a collector decides that he wants 
to assemble some material showing 
the part which his state played in 
the Revolutionary War, he may try 
to get letters or documents of the 
men from his state who signed the 
Declaration of Independence. If his 
native state happens to be South 
Carolina or Georgia, the collector is 
out of luck in this field because of 


the rarity and cost, even when avail- ‘ 


able, of Button Gwinnett, Thomas 
Lynch, Jr. and Arthur Middleton. 
As with other hobbies, the more 
familiar a collector becomes with the 
type of autographs available and the 
more knowledge he has of his field, 
the better grasp he will have on what 
to collect. He knows that he can 
not assemble a collection of Sign- 
ers of the Constitution unless he is 
lucky, for the rarest of the auto- 
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graphs in this field have largely 
been withdrawn from the market. 
Autographs of Members of the Old 
Congress have gradually disappeared 
and there is little hope of complet- 
ing a set. Knowing this, the collec- 
tor will avoid the field or reconcile 
himself from the beginning that his 
collection must forever be incomplete. 
However, the hope of one day find- 
ing the missing link is just as al- 
luring to the collector as it is to the 
anthropologist. It would be an easy 
hunt if all the quarry were in an 
open field — but not much fun. 


The collector of American war ma- 
terial knows that imterest in Civil 
War material is at fever pitch. Good 
letters, diaries, broadsides, etc., are 
eagerly collected and bring good 
prices. This field is doubtless popu- 
lar because of Lincoln, the fascina- 
tion of the war itself, the approach- 
ing centennial of the war, or the fact 
that there is still much material 
available. Nevertheless, if a collec- 
tor’s own interests do not draw him 
to the Civil War as inevitably as a 
compass points to the Magnetic 
North, he should try to find an area 
more compatible with his personal 
taste. Perhaps it will be the War 
of 1812, the Spanish-American War, 
or letters and documents about arms 
or uniforms. 


One thing which a collector should 
always bear in mind is that through 
an unexpected turn of events new 
horizons may occur in his field, even 
though it had previously been re- 
garded as “dead”. Perhaps he has 
been searching for years for an early 
Grover Cleveland document, signed 
“S. Grover Cleveland”, and has al- 
most despaired of acquiring one. 
Suddenly a group may appear on the 
market because a New York politi- 
cian cleared out or sold for waste 
paper some Buffalo, N. Y., material 
of the 1860’s. 


‘Several years ago collectors of Na- 
poleon material were treated to an 
enormous new collection. The pa- 
pers of Napoleon’s Minister of War, 
the Duc de Feltre, came on the mar- 
ket. Thousands of important letters 
and documents, mainly in mint con- 
dition, were for sale. 

American collectors were reminded 
anew of the important correspon- 
dence carried on by Elbridge Gerry 
when a portion of his papers were 
released. Here ‘was fresh material 
on the Revolution, important letters 
about the “XYZ Affair,” letters in 
cypher relating to negotiations on 
the Peace Treaty of 1783, and letters 
describing the formal (and chilly) 
reception of our first Minister to 
England. 

Another unexpected event might be 
the retirement, permanent or tem- 
porary, of one or more very exten- 
sive buyers in a special field. When 
Mr. Gilcrease was obliged to sell part: 
of his famous Indian collection and 
he had retired from active buying, 
there was a wide-open opportunity 
for other collectors of Indian mate- 
rial to buy material on which they 
could never have hoped to outbid Mr.

Gilerease at auction. Dealers found 
one of their main outlets for Indian 
and Western material stopped up and 
they turned to other possible, but 
previously neglected, collectors. The 
vacuum created by the absence of 
even one large-scale collector is 
quickly filled by other collectors who 
have long awaited but scarcely hoped 
for such an opportunity. 

Such events are part of the excite- 
ment of collecting. 


With changing and re-defined in- 
terests a collector may shift his field 
from presidents to scientists, from 
politicians to botanists, from stars of 
the theater to writers. The collector 
may expand or contract his original 
field of concentration. It is a great 
tribute to autographs as a field of 
collecting that they can offer so much 
challenge in such a variety of fields. 
And the more advanced a collector 
becomes, the more interesting his col- 
lection becomes!

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The setting, so poignantly recalled 
in “Battles and Leaders of the Civil 
War,” marked the end of the Civil 
War. Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, having 
accepted Lee’s surrender, started for 
Washington. Gen. Robert E. Lee set 
out for Richmond the following day 
—but first he paused to say goodby 
to his loyal troops. 


Collectors’ Items 


The general’s farewell address — 
General Order No. 9—is one of the 
great documents in American histo- 
ry. His military secretary, Col. 
Charles Marshal, wrote the order the 
night of April 9, but the general made 
several changes. Then duplicates were 
written, signed by the general and 
sent to field commanders. 

Historians believe Gen. Lee signed 
about a dozen duplicates of the or- 
der. Immediately they became collec- 
tors’ items, Today they are prized by 
autograph collectors. Recently one 
came into the eager hands of Charles 
Hamilton, head of Charles Hamilton 
Autographs, 515 Madison Ave. 

Mr, Hamilton, fondling the docu- 
ment, said it came to him from de- 
scendants of Sally Louisa Tompkins. 
Miss Tompkins was a nurse, only 
woman to hold a commission in the 
Confederate Army, a personal friend 
of Gen. Lee. 

“Capt. Sally” is recalled as a wom- 
an without beauty, but she opened 
her home, heart and medicine chest 
to wounded Southern soldiers. From 
1861-1865 she flitted from bed to bed, 
medicine chest strapped to her side 
and Bible in hand. Gen. Lee may have 
given her his personal copy of Order 
No. 9. 
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Text of Farewell 


The document, valued by Mr, Ham- 
ilton at $2500, is remarkably well 
preserved. With vivid clarity it 
stretches back 92 years to that mo- 
ment of tragic glory in the life of 
Gen. Lee, 


He rode slowly along the lines as 
hundreds of his devoted veterans 
pressed around him. Some tried to 
take his hand, others to touch him, 
or even lay a hand upon his horse. 
With tears flowing down his cheeks, 
the general then bade adieu to the 
army. 


This was his stirring farewell: 


“Headquarters, Army of Northern 
Virginia, April 10, 1865. After four 
years of arduous service, marked by 
unsurpassed courage and fortitude, 
the Army of Northern Virginia has 
been compelled to yield to over- 
whelming numbers and resources, I 
need not tell the survivors of so many 
hard-fought battles, who have re- 
mained steadfast to the last, that I 
have consented to this result from no 
distrust of them, but, feeling that 
valor and devotion could accomplish 
nothing that could compensate for 
the loss that would have attended 
the continuation to avoid contest, I 
have determined to avoid the useless 
sacrifice of those whose past serv- 
ices have endeared them to their 
countrymen, 


Return to Homes 


“By the terms of the agreement, 
officers and men can return to their 
homes and remain until exchanged. 
You will take with you the satisfac- 
tion that proceeds from the consci- 
ousness of duty faithfully performed; 
and I earnestly pray that a merciful 
God will extend to you his blessing 
and protection. 

“With an increasing admiration of 
your constancy and devotion to your 
country, and a grateful remembrance 
of your kind and generous consid- 
eration of myself, I bid you an affec- 
tionate farewell.—R. E. Lee, General”

Doubleday, Page and Company, 
from 1913 to 1917, he worked until 
1924 successively for The Ladies 
Home Journal, The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger and The New York 
Evening Post. Until 1941 he was a 
contributing editor to The Saturday 
Review of Literature. 

The first of his fifty books, The 
Eight Sins came out in 1912, and 
after a five-year gap until Parnas- 
sus on Wheels, the flow was steady. 
Morley’s best known novels were 
Where the Blue Begins, 1922, Thun- 
der on the Left, 1925, and Kitty 
Foyle, 1939. Some of his works were 
produced in motion pictures and on 
television. 

His most recent novel, The Man 
Who Made Friends With Himself 
came out in 1949. His best known 
volumes of verse were The Ballad 
of New York and Other Poetry and 
Translations from the Chinese. It 
was poetry that Morley revered as 
his first love. He once declared: 

“I have never been completely 
happy except when writing verse.” 


But as so often happens, it was 
his essays and his novels that drew 
the attention of the reading public. 
He regarded his 
Wheels, 1917, and The Haunted 
Bookshop, 1919, as his monument. 

A few years ago, Morley told the 
present writer: 

“It has been my custom for more 
than thirty years to amuse myself 
by getting out at least a book a 
year. This has not been done in- 
tentionally to annoy anyone. ‘The 
publishers made a profit on most of 
-enie gl and the trade was more than 
ind. 


In demand also as a lecturer, Mor- 
ley traveled about the country. He 
called his lecture trips “the most 
ta way of seeing one’s coun- 
ry.’ 


He was a pioneer in the field of 
radio and began giving occasional li- 
terary broadcasts as far back as 
1921. 


Morley was a most delightful let- 
ter writer as the following sent to 
the present writer will show.

Christopher Morley died on Fri- 
day, March 28, 1957, at his home in 
Roslyn Heights, with his wife and 
children by his bedside. He had been 
ill for about five years, having suf- 
fered a series of minor strokes. He 
was sixty-seven years old. In 1914, 
he had married Helen Booth Fair- 
child. She, a son and three daugh- 
ters survive. 

Funeral services were held Sun- 
day at Trinity Church in Roslyn, 
with burial ia the Roslyn Cemetery. 

The day after Morley’s funeral, 
New York City newspapers carried 
the following announcement in the 
paid advertisement section: 


“To whom it may concern: 

“Christopher Morley, who died March 
28th, 1957, asked his executors to use 
this space ‘to send my unchanged love 
to many kind and forebearing friends. 
Our good adventures and absurdities 
were not forgotten, nor occasions of 
beauty and moments’ of disgust. 

‘* ‘Hspecially I wanted to apologize for 
so many unanswered letters through so 
many years. Their messages, of what- 
ever sort, were often in mind, 


‘“* had many reasons for gratitude, 
and I was grateful.’ ” 


DEAD SEA SCROLLS LIST 
HIDDEN TREASURE SITES 
In the Chicago Tribune 


Manchester, England.—Two of the 
2,000 year old “Dead Sea Scrolls,’ 
unrolled by specialists here, have been 
found to contain a list of the hiding 
places of ancient treasure, it has been 
disclosed. 

The two scrolls mention 60 hoards 
of treasure, including nearly 200 tons 
of gold and silver, hidden in a 50 
mile area near the Dead Sea. Some 
of the treasure “may still be there,” 
the specialists agreed. 


Credited to Essenes 

The hoardg are believed to have 
been buried by the mysterious Jewish 
sect known ag the Essenes—hitherto 
known as people who regarded money 
as unimportant, 

The disclosure of the secrets of the 
scrolls was made by Prof. Henry 
Wright-Baker, of Manchester Univer- 
sity, who supervised their unrolling 
here. 

He read to reporters a report on 
the translation of the two copper 
scrolls by the director of the depart- 
ment of antiquities of the kingdom 
of Jordan, 

The report expressed some caution 
over the validity of the treasure trove 
story, which it noted resembled other 
Biblical and Arabic accounts. 


A Fantastic Figure 

It said: “The total amount of gold 
and silver listed amounts to nearly 
200 tons, obviously a fantastic fig- 
ure, and coupled with the depth at 
which some of the hoards are alleged 
to lie—16 to 18 feet—makes one doubt 
the authenticity of the stories.”

Die 3, 7 cm Skoda Gebirgskanone 


By HARRY WANDRUS 








Kind of an ominous title, but all it 
means in English is the 37 millimeter 
or 8.7 centimeter Skoda Mountain 
Cannon. In one form or another it 
saw use for some time before World 
War I, and also was used up to, and, 
probably the earliest days of World 
War II. By the time of this latter 
conflict its low velocity and short 
range made it ineffective for the 
rapid warfare which was taking place. 

We don’t know much about its 
origin, but found a brief write-up in 
the 1986 edition of Heigl, Taschenb- 
uch der Tanks, p. 190 which showed 
this gun in slightiy different form 
being dragged up a hill drawn by 
two large, hairy dogs. The gun was 
equipped with two wheels, a shield 
and a caisson which also had two 
wheels. Alone the piece is not heavy, 
but with shield, wheels, equipment 
and ammunition it could end up as 
weighing much more than a soldier 
would care to drag in addition to his 
own equipment. The gun then was 
lanyard fired and sighted along the 
sights of the barrel; in all probabil- 
ity the firing was at close range, a 
covering fire and/or with observation 
of targets fired on. The fighting such 
as done in the Alps during World 
War I was 2 great strain on the ar- 
tillerymen of the Austrian Army who

were forced to provide some sort of 
artillery fire in the mountains which 
were ill equipped with roads. While 
this size gun would do little damage, 
it was artillery and a great morale 
builder to troops. Its velocity was 
only about 130m/sec. and Heig] states 
that it was of little use as an anti- 
tank piece. 

The cannon here shown is a mod- 
ified form and was probably first 
used with the dog teams and then 
later after World War I found use 
in armoured trains. These latter were 
not so concerned with high velocity 
and long range since their firing was 
very much limited by the geography 
through which their tracks carried 
them. Two very obvious changes were 
made; first a ring trigger replaced 
the lanyard loop because this gun was 
now fired by a man standing up close 
to the gun which was probably at 
least shoulder high and secondly a 
sight was installed on the side of the 
piece so that the firer wouldn’t have 
his head removed by the recoiling 
breechblock and barrel; as would 
happen using the sights set up on 
top of the breech and barrel. The gun 
was now mounted on one of those 
half-ring mounts such as used on 
early aircraft machine guns. 

A physical description of this piece 
shows it to have a barrel length 
of 15 inches, an overall length of 27 
inches with a Krupp type rising 
block breech. Recoil is controlled by 
a liquid mechanism. The breech block 
is raised and lowered by means uf a 
lever on the right side of the receiv- 
er; the gun is swung around its track 
by a horizontal lever on the left side 
of the gun at about the level of the 
ring trigger. While this particular 
gun has Austrian markings all over 
it, it is quite possible that it saw use 


by the Czech Army which used such 
in their armoured trains. 

Markings on top of the barrel near 
the receiver are the letter “A” and 
#737. On top of the receiver itself 
is the marking “387 cm L/10 M 15” 
designating this as the Model 1915. 
On the back of the breech are the 
markings “F.N. 6937 a circle with 
an S over a W and 1917.” A line be- 
low “Skoda Werke Akt. Ges. Pil- 
sen.” On the recoil slide or rail a 
circle with the letters “EKG” above 
an “A”, and below this the #405. 
Not to be left out is the gory mark- 
ing so often found on firearms and 
weapons “L. C. Blood,” on the left 
side of receiver. Perhaps the writer 
meant this to read “I. C. Blood.” 


Very little is known of the projec- 
tile for this arm though it probably 
followed much of the form of so 
many of the 37mm shells of the WWI 
era, sic., they were short in case 
length, stubby in appearance with 
a short but stubby projectile, usu- 
ally steel, usually solid. An outline 
of what we think this case looks like 
is shown in measurements made from 
a sulfur cast,

INDIAN SCRAPERS 


By CHARLES MILES 


Serapers are the poor relation in 
most collections, They lack “violence 
appeal.” Their utilitarian purpose 
was distinctly prosaic. Hence collec- 
tors care little whether they have any 
scrapers or not. 

Nevertheless scrapers were impor- 
tant artifacts in the tool kit of the 
aborigines of North America. Most 
were connected with skin dressing and 











helped clean the flesh and fat off 
hides. Some did duty in smoothing 
and shaving wood, bone, and ivory. 
Others were for scraping the scales 
off fish. Still others had the double 
mission of serving as both scrapers 
and knives, 

Scrapers include tools consisting of 
a handle and blade; blades to be set 
in handles; and blades large enough 
to be used without handles, scrapers 
are of all sizes. 

Blade edges vary from a knife edge 
to a snub-nosed bevel. The latter usu- 
ally curves over abruptly to its edge. 
This is the identification of a scraper 
and nothing else. 

Some distinguish between fleshers 
and scrapers. The flesher was pri- 
marily to chop off clinging flesh and 
fat. The scraper was actually used 
to scrape off part of the hide itself, 
either to clean it thoroughly, or to 
make it thinner. 
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Various styles of aboriginal scra- 
pers were developed and used in vari- 
ous places. The Arctic Eskimos were 
active users of scrapers. They used 
various kinds. One was quite an elab- 
orate affair with deep pits in the 
handle for the user’s fingers. Its vir- 
tue was that it could be grasped firm- 
ly in greasy hands or mittens, The 
blades were usually the typical small, 
snub-nosed type of chipped stone. 

Other artifacts used for scraping 
were knife blades, both the man’s and 
the woman’s knife type. A few 
straight handled ones occur with the 
stubby blade set in like a chisel, Sim- 
ilar scrapers have a pistol-grip type 
handle. Two odd types include one 
shaped like a smali bowl, with fin- 
ger scallops on one edge. The other 
looks like an ivory bracelet, with one 
portion of the edge sharp. 

A witness to the small bowl type 
in action reports that it is a double 
action tool, drawn toward the user, 
flipped, and pushed away, thus pro- 
viding an almost continuous job of 
scraping. It, and the bracelet type, 
are made of ivory or bone. 

Next to the Eskimos, the Plains In- 
dians left us the most complete scrap- 
ers. Theirs are of two types, the 
toothed fleshers, and the hoe-like 
choppers. 

The choppers have elk-horn or 
wooden handles. They are shaped like 
small hoes or adzes. A specimen, with 
a stone (flint) blade mounted, indi- 
cates that the position of the bevel 
was not as we would assume, but the 
other way around, the bevel on the in- 
side of the stroke. This may not have 
been a customary practice. However, 
fitting some “prehistoric” blades to 
elk-horn handles can only be done 
efficiently with the bevel so placed. 

Numerous elk-horn handles have 
been preserved. Most of them are 
without blades. 

Over a wide area in the North, 
serapers made of bone—scapulas—

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were used. These were usually sec- 
tions of scapula bone, the thinness 
of the bone making a scraping blade. 
Probably most such scrapers found 
have been thrown away as. merely 
bits of bone. 

Another bone scraper was a bone 
with a portion of its center cut out, 
so created a double edge. This tool 
was used two-handed, like a draw- 
knife. Less easy to identify is anoth- 
er two-handed scraper, merely a 
length of a rib. Being difficult or im- 
possible to identify, likely most of 
those, when found, have been ignored 
as just “more pieces of bone.” 

A bone scraper used extensively 
over the Plains, Northwoods, and 
Eastern Woodland, and sometimes 
called a flesher, is a section of large 
bone cut off at an angle, with the 
blade thus formed provided with 
notches. These scrapers were used 
with a cord looped around the wrist 
to tighten the grip, the cord some- 
times being run through a hole 
drilled through the joint. After con- 
tact with Whites, the Indians made 
some of these of metal, a section of 
gun barrel being favored, 

Notching an edge increased the grip 
of a blade on the hide or fish scales. 
Mussel shells with such edges are 
found in California mounds along 
with other unaltered mussel shells. 
This indicates that the latter may 
have been similarly used. After all, 
not all actual artifacts have come to 
us archaeologically with man-made 
identifying marks. 

In scraper blades all sorts of 
shapes occur. Some are obviously 
scrapers. Others are confused with 
knife blades. Small scrapers with 
snub-nosed edges are commonly called 
“thumb nail scrapers.” Various names 
have been invented for other shapes. 
Probably some so-called “blunts” or 
“blunt arrows,” were scraper blades. 

Both scrapers and blades are com- 
mon over most of North America, ex- 
cept in California. There they were 
not much needed as little leather

Scraper blades survive in great 
numbers, some of them exhibiting the 
fuil craftsmanship of aboriginal ar- 
tisans, But, as noted, scrapers have 
so little “violence appeal” most collec- 
tors regard them lightly or with but 
faint interest. 


DIGGING OF THE SNAKE 
RIVER UNCOVERS 1000 YEAR 
OLD ARTIFACTS! 


Evidence suggesting human occu- 
pation in the Upper Hell’s Canyon 
region on the Snake River over a 
period in excess of a thousand years 
was obtained during the recent field 
season by archaeologists of a River 
Basins Survey party from the Smith- 
sonian Institution, working in areas 
to be flooded by the Brownlee and 
Hell’s Canyon reservoirs. 

Under the direction of Dr. Warren 
W. Caldwell and George L. Coale, 
the party, supported by funds pro- 
vided by the Idaho Power Company, 
made an interesting series of excava- 
tions in rock shelters, refuse deposits, 
and village areas. Most of the ma- 
terial recovered came from four ha- 
bitational sites, two on the Oregon 
side of the Snake at Robinette and 
two on the Idaho side at Big Bar. 
The majority of the artifacts found 
indicate that these sites date from 
the late prehistoric period and the 
early period of European contact, but 
at two of them there 'were items com- 
ing from much earlier horizons, The 
general picture, according to Smith- 
sonian archeologists, is that of an 
early expansion of Great Basin cul- 
tural features into the Northwest and 
their later replacement by a more 
dynamic cultural pattern working up- 
stream from Mid-Columbia centers. 

The artifacts collected during the 
digging show that the people had a 
basically hunting-gathering type of 
economy. They include large num- 
bers of projectile points, knife blades, 
scrapers, and other stone tools. The 
implements were found in association 
with quantities of deer and elk bones, 
indicating marked dependence on the 
hunting of large game animals. The 
presence of milling stones shows that 
there was some utilization of the 
plant foods available in the area. 
Implements associated with fishing 
are for the most part lacking, but 
the abundance of fresh-water mussel 
shells in kitchen middens suggests 
pon aquatic food had a place in their 
iet. 

At an open camp site on Big Bar 
several house-pit depressions were 
still evident and one of them was 
excavated. A saucer-shaped floor 
measuring approximately 25 feet in 
diameter, with a depth of about one 
foot near the center, was uncovered. 
The depression probably served as 
the base for a light, possibly brush, 
superstructure. There was no evi- 
dence of a more substantial, perman- 
ent-type dwelling. Copper strips 
found slightly above the floor level

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Archaeological Research 
in Ecuador 


Recently discovered archaeological 
sites in Ecuador show that the pre- 
historic cultures of Ecuador had im- 
portant influences on cultural develop- 
ment in Peru and the Amazon Valley 
before the arrival of the Spanish in 
the 16th Century. 

These findings are the result of 
four months of field work conducted 
on the Rio Napo in the eastern low- 
lands and in the Guayas Province on 
the coast of Ecuador by Clifford 
Evans, Associate Curator, Division of 
Archaeology, U. S. National Museum, 
Betty J. Meggers, Research Associate, 
Smithsonian Institution, and Emilio 
Estrada, Director of Museo Arque- 
ologico “Victor Emilio Estrada,” Gua- 
yaquil, Ecuador. The work was con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
Smithsonian Institution and the Ca- 
sa de la Cultura Ecuatoriana, Nucleo 
del Guayas, with the aid of research 
grant from the American Philosoph- 
ical Society. 

Excavations undertaken on the Rio 
Napo revealed large villages and ‘a 
well-developed ceramic art, which in- 
cluded elaborate vessel forms and 
complex decoration by incising, paint- 
ing, and champleve (i.e., with the d®- 
sign background cut back from the 
original surface). This pottery has 
close resemblances to the pottery from 
the island of Marajé at the mouth of 
the Amazon. The Marajé culture is 
alien and seems out of place at the 
mouth of the Amazon, and its origin 
has until now been unknown. The 
work of Evans and Meggers indi- 
cates the fact that this culture orig- 
inally came from the headwaters of 
the Amazonian tributaries in Ecua- 
dor and Colombia. This is the first 
time that such an extensive downriv- 
er migration in prehistoric times has 

been proved by archaeological evi- 
dence in South America. The move- 
ment probably took place a few hun- 
dred years before the arrival of the 
Spanish. When Orellana made his 
voyage down the Napo and the Ama- 
zon in the mid-16th century, the sites 
along the Rio Napo had already been

abandoned and he found no Indians 
living on that river within the area 
embraced by the present boundaries 
of Ecuador. 

Archaeological investigations by 
Evans, Meggers, and Estrada in the 
Guayas Province of Coastal Ecuador 
have revealed the presence of two 
early cultures whose characteristics 
show many close similarities with the 
early cultures of Mexico and Peru. 
The oldest of these has been named 
the Valdivia culture. The pottery of 
the Valdivia culture shares with the 
earliest pottery-making cultures of 
Meso-America (Mexico, and Central 
America) distinctive traits like broad- 
line and fine-line incision, excision, 
rocker stamping, and highly polished 
vessel surfaces. A large number of 
female figurines made of pottery in- 
dicate the existence of a religious 
complex. These figurines have elab- 
orate hairdresses, suggesting that 
women even at this ancient time paid 
a great deal of attention to their coif- 
fures even though they were nude. 
Sometimes the body was painted red 
in various designs. Pottery of a sim- 
ilar style has been found in Peru, but 
it does not resemble that of the ear- 
ly cultures of Meso-America as close- 
ly as does the Valdivia culture from 
coastal Ecuador. This suggests that 
the movement that distributed this 
early Formative Period culture so 
widely from Mexico to South Amer- 
ica traveled from north to south. The 
Valdivia culture must therefore be at 
least as old as the similar culture in 
Peru, which has been dated by ‘Car- 
bon-14 as between 1500 and 1000 B.C. 

Following the Valdivia culture, 
Evans, Meggers, and Estrada have 
discovered another early culture with 
different features, but which also re- 
sembles closely cultures in Meso- 
America and Peru. This has been 
called the Chorrera culture and has 
as characteristic features thin, high- 
ly polished red and black pottery, 
very fine incised lines, rocker stamp- 
ing, and bottles with tapered spouts 
and handles decorated with whistle. 
These traits are shared with the for- 
mative Period cultures of Tlatileo in 
Mexico and Chavin and Cupisnique 
in Peru. As in the Valdivia culture, 
the Ecuadorian pottery more closely 
resembles the Mexican than the Peru- 
vian expression of this widespread 
horizon, indicating in this case also 
that the movement was from north to 
south. This dates 1000 to 500 B.C. 

The discovery of these two early 
Ecuadorian cultures is significant be- 
cause it provides definite evidence of 
the north-south directions of move- 
ment in this early prehistoric period. 
Prior to the work of Evans, Meggers, 
and Estrada, the origin of many 
traits in Peru could not be adequate- 
ly explained, and the relationship be- 
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tween the early cultures with similar 
characteristics in Mexico and Peru 
could not be determined.

California, The Post Card State 


Last month we left you at San 
Francisco, ‘Calif., on a post card tour 
of the state. Sincé our post cards 
are filed so, we are making the tour 
alphabetically instead of geograph- 
ically. But perhaps, since it.is a post 
card tour with no bus fares charged, 
you will not mind retracing your steps 
several tin-e:. 

San Jose is a lovely town. The 
cards we have, in addition to tne fruit 
trees of nearby Santa Clara Val- 
ley, are the usual ones-—City Audi- 
torium, City Hall, Planetarium at 
Rosicrucian Park, Herbert Hoover 
Junior High School, O’Connor Sani- 
tarium, and First Street. But these 
ordinary places are made beautiful 
by the profusion of flowers and trees. 
One quite odd view is that of the 
Winchester Mystery House near San 
Jose. This house was built by the 
late Sarah Winchester. In the build- 
ing, she followed the directions of de- 
parted spirits, and set aside many 
rooms for their use. The house cost 
$3,000,000. 

Santa Barbara, famed for its mis- 
sion, and noted for its natural beau- 
ty and made romantic by its yearly 
Spanish Fiesta, is lovely on post 
cards. There are birds eye views, El 
Presidio Shopping Center, outdoor 
restaurants, Patio:de la Guerra, Co- 
ral Casino, hotels’ with patios and 
cloisters, El Paseo Shopping Center, 
beautiful homes and gardens in Mon- 
tecito, and the yacht harbor showing 
the city against its backdrop of high 
mountains. There are lovely views. of 
botanic gardens, the beautiful court 
house with its sunken garden, the mu- 
nicipal swimming pool entirely sur- 
rounded by tall palms, with interest- 
ing Spanish architecture and excel- 
lent landscaping on every view. 

Old cards of Santa Barbara show 
the Plaza and Hotel Potter, the 
Southern Pacific Depot, the oil wells 
at Summerland on the coast, the Sa- 
markand — Persian Hotel —with its 
matchless grounds, and a whole se-

ries of cards made by photographer, 
J. W. Collinge of Santa Barbara. 

And who has not longed to visit 
romantic Santa Catalina Island! 
There are many cards—old and new 
—of the island, Avalon Bay, and the 
glass bottomed boats. 

One of our early cards shows the 
crescent shaped Avalon Bay taken 
from the hill. There is a small hill, 
with a band shell, a beach with one 
row of houses and small hotels backed 
by an undeveloped mountain and a 
ridge of high rocks jutting into the 
ocean and forming a boundary at one 
end of the beach. A 1904 Phostint 
shows many rowboats beached on the 
sand and the people all crowded un- 
der shelters above the high tide line. 
Other early cards by Rieder, New- 
man, and Catalina Novelty Co., also 
early Kropp, show one row of wood- 
en stores and houses, and very few 
houses on the smallest hill. There sare 
also views of Flying Fish, a five-ton 
catch of Albacore—a screen of fish 
hiding the town, and views of the 
ocean. 

Cards of the twenties and early 
Thirties show the D. M. Renton home, 
the Bathing Beach, the Wrigley Resi- 
dence, and a marvelous circular ca- 
sino where formerly the ridge of 
rocks jutted into the sea. 

Still more modern cards show the 
Bird Park and its giant cage, 110 
feet across and 90 feet high, which 
houses 6000 birds of many varieties. 
This cage is recognizable on some of 
the old cards as an old dance pavilion. 
A modern contour—map view of the 
entire island shows a network of 
roads through the hills and across 
the mountain and another harbor 
west of the isthmus in the northern 
part of the island. The newer cards 
show a vast growth in hotels, har- 
bors, places of amusement, lighting, 
street improvements, population, pri- 
vate estates, golf links, and yacht 
clubs. Crescent Avenue has become a 
modern city street with busses run- 





ning where once the people sat under 
the shelters. Where there was once 
a smal] boat landing, there is now 
a great dock where the Steamers 
“Avaion” and “Catalina” arrive dai- 
ly. The Chicago Cubs train under the 
shelter of the mountain side. The Ca- 
sino is now half way between Ava- 
lon and the hotel St. ‘Catherine. Night 
and day views from Skyline Drive 
show an island ever growing, ever 
increasing jin value and in popularity. 

At Santa Cruz the coast line is 
rocky, and some of the rocks form 
arches and natural bridges. These 
views are interesting, Old cards show 
the old wooden Riverside Hotel, and 
the Cottage City which must have 
been a fore-runner of our tourist 
courts and trailer parks. An inter- 
esting view is Pioneer Town which 
shows the first Pony Express office 
between Monterey and San Francisco. 
There are modern bathing beach and 
casino views. 

We knew we had other redwood 
cards, and here they are—labeled, 
and filed—under Santa Cruz! Among 
them are Wonder Tree, Giant Burl, 
Y.M.C.A. Group, Cathedral . Group, 
Giant, Roosevelt, Three Graces, Jum- 
bo. Several each, McKinley, General 
Sherman, General Fremont. This 
looks like ‘a clear call for refiling and 
getting all our giant trees together. 

And here are a few trees under 
Sequoia National Park, but the most 
of these are mountain views, the 
Moro Rock, and many views of Mt. 
Whitney. 

Santa Monica, with its famous 
movie colony along a wide beach at 
the foot of the palisades, is an in- 
teresting city. Cards show the movie 
colony, the highways above and be- 
low and the ramp connecting them, 
the pier, a general view of Santa 
Monica above the Palisades, Ocean 
parks, Beach clubs, Los Angeles 
County Beach, Light House from the 
Will Rogers estate, the Yacht Har- 
bor, gardens, hotels, City Hall, Pali- 
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sades Park, and Bernheimer’s Ori- 
ental Gardens, 

Mount Shasta is the subject of 
many cards—also Shasta Lake, Shas- 
ta Dam, Shasta Springs, and Shasta 
‘City. Mount Shasta near the Ore- 
gon Boundary is 14,161 feet high, and 
is covered with sparkling white snow 
around the year. Cards are by Spaeth, 
Mitchell Curteich, Longshaw, East- 
man, and Roberts. 

From Sierra Madre, we have views 
of a giiant wisteria vine which cov- 
ers an acre, and under which are 
held musicals, flower shows, and oth- 
er programs. 

From Venice, we have only old 
ecards. There are the Venetian Gar- 
dens; concessions on the pier; the of- 
fice of Mrs. George Sibley, promoter 
and founder of Ocean Park; Venice 
miniature railway on Windward Ave- 
nue; Grandstand and Lagoon; and 
night scenes showing Marchetti’s 
Ship Cabrillo and the Auditorium out- 
lined in lights. 

Yosemite National Park is well 
known on view cards—especially the 
Falls and Half Dome. The scenery 
is almost unbelievably grand with 
sheer precipices of solid granite ris- 
ing out of lush forests of tall cedars, 
and vistas opening on miles and miles 
of water falls and mountain streams. 
Among the overall views are Nevada 
and Vernal Falls from Glacier Point; 
Cap of Liberty and Vernal Falls; the 
High Sierra from Glacier Point show- 
ing Half Dome, Cap of Liberty, Ver- 
nial and Nevada Falls, and the snowy 
peaks of the High Sierras in the dis- 
tance, Scenes from the floor of the 
Valley include: El Capitan, 3604 foot 
high wall of solid granite, the natural 
guardian at the western entrance of 
Yosemite Valley.

‘Cards showing four monoliths pic- 
ture El Capitan, Washington Column, 
Mt. Whitney, and Half Dome. Mt. 
Watkins jis seen again pictured in mir- 
ror Lake, and Washington ‘Column 
and Half Dome can sometimes be seen 
reflected in Merced River. Views from 
Observation Point at Wawona Tun- 
nel show a grand panorama of these 
points as well as of several of the 
waterfalls. Other famous rocks pic- 
tured are Glacier Point (and its fire 
fall made by pushing the burning em- 
bers from a giant bonfire on the point 
over into Camp Curry 3,200 feet be- 
low) ; the Three Brothers; Cathedral 
Rocks; Cathedral Spires; Overhang- 
ing Rock at Glacier Point; North 
Dome; and Portal of Grandeur from 
WaWauna Tunnel. 

One card shows multiple views of 
the famous waterfalls in the park.

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS

Q: The last time I saw Merle 
Evans on the bandstand with the 
Ringling Show I noticed that he 
never faced his band as most band 
directors always do. Why is this? 

A: Merle Evans always directed 
his band in this fashion. He was in- 
tent on watching the intricate acts 
in the three rings to be alert for any 
needed cues or change in cues. 


Q: What year is regarded as one 
of the better circus years? 

A: The year 1929 is generally con- 
sidered as one of the best circus years 
financially. Despite the beginnings of 
the great depression, most of the 
shows on the road in this year did 
phenomenal bus<ness. 


Q: What is the hardest job of an 
animal trainer? 

A: The most difficult task of the 
trainers, and the one which requires 
the most patience and skill, is train- 
ing a group of animals of different 
species to work together. 


Q: Of what nationality was P. T. 
Barnum? 


A: Barnum was Scotch, 


Q@: When was the last street par- 
ade given in the United States? 

A: The year 1939 is regarded as 
the year in which the last regular 
street parade was given. The Parker 
and Watts Circus, in October, pre- 
sented the last one. Of course, since 
that time there have been street par- 
ades but none have been given as a 
regular part of the circus showing. 


Q: When did the Gainesville Com- 
munity ‘Circus begin? 

A: The Gainesville Community Cir- 
cus got its start back in 1930 when 
the Gainesville Little Theatre decided 
to give a circus performance to in- 
crease its bank account. 


Q: Did Clyde Beatty ever make a 
movie about his circus? 

A: The Clyde Beatty circus was the 
featured background for the film 
“Ring of Fear.” This movie was com- 
pleted in January of 1954, 


Q: What was the name of the first 
circus ever to visit Alaska? 

A: The Bailey Cristiana show was 
the first circus to visit Alaska. It is 
said that people came from over 900 
miles away and stayed for several 
performances. 


Q: When was the steam calliope 
invented? 


A: The steam calliope was the in- 
vention of Joshua Stoddard, a far- 
mer who manufactured farm imple- 
ments in Worcester, Mass. The first 
completed calliope was mounted on a 
flat car, put under steam and first 
played by one of the Stoddard daugh- 
ters on July 4, 1855, 


Q: Who started the idea of motor- 
ized circuses? 


A: Sam B. Dill, along with An- 
drew Downie and Charles Sparks, 
can be called the founding fathers of 
the big motorized circus. In 1930 
Downie first showed that the truck 
show could be an important factor in 
the circus world. 


Q: Was Old Bet, the elephant dis- 
played by Hakaliah Bailey, the first 
elephant in this country? 


A: The first elephant ever to set 
foot in this country is supposed to 
have been one shipped from Bengal 
in the good ship “America,” which 
reached New York in April, 1796. Old 
Bet was bought in London 1815. 


Q: What was a “rat bill’? 


A: A “rat bill” was a bill in which 
circuses attacked their rival shows. 
The Great Forepaugh Show posted 
a such “rat bills” in their hey- 
ay. 


Q: Where was Richard Sands born, 
in this country or in England? 


A: Richard Sands, of English de- 
— was born in America, March 1, 
1814, 


Q@: Are Indian elephants more in- 
telligent than African elephants? 


A: Hugo Schmidt, well-known Euro- 
pean elephant trainer, casts his vote 
for the Indian elephant, 


Q: Did Col. Tim McCoy, Holly- 
wood film star ever have his own cir- 
cus? 


A: In 1938 Tim McCoy went on the 
road with a splendidly equipped 30- 
car show, The title of the show was 
Col. Tim McCoy’s Real Wild West. 
The show lasted three weeks. It went 
into the hands of receivers in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


Q: In what year did the Ringlings 
purchase the name of Barnum & Bai- 
ley? 

A: In 1907 the Ringling Brothers 
purchased the right to the name Bar- 
num & Bailey from Mrs. J, A. Bailey.

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Q: Has an American circus eve: 
played in Japan? 

A: The first American circus to 
play Japan was the E. K. Fernande: 
show. It played three shows a day, 
including Sundays, and always ha: 
packed houses. , 


Q@: Has there ever been a circus 
in Israel? 

A: There was once one called the 
Ziratron Circus. It was said that a!! 
members of this show had to carry 
with them canned rations and fats, 
and had to cook their own meals. f 
have no information as to whether or 
not this circus is still in existence 
today. 


Q: Was the calliope named after 
its inventor? 

A: It is said that Mr. Calliope in- 
vented the calliope in France in the 
early 1700’s. The whistles on his 
model were worked by pulling wire 
cords. The piano keyboard was first 
used on the Spalding and Rogers 
Show Boat in America. Barnum used 
the first wagon calliope in the 1900’s. 


Q: Is clowning hard work? 

A: Yes, indeed. Clowning is hard 
physical work. On the average it 
takes over an hour to get makeup on, 
and then a clown may have as many 
as five changes on a hot afternoon. 
He may change to a woman, farmer, 
tramp, white face, or any novelty re- 
quirea by a particular act. It’s push 
and pull all afternoon and evening. 


Q@: The clown I remember best 
of all in the many circuses I’ve seen 
was one who went around dressed as 
a woman. Can you tell me his name? 

A: I’m quite certain it must have 
been Al White. He was the celebrated 
buffoon who roamed the circus tent 
dressed as a woman yelling for her 
“Albert!” Mr. White practiced 
osteopathy in a small Iowa town. 


Q: What rank did the man named 
Sherwood hold in clown alley? 

A: Bob Sherwood was one of the 
last of Barnum’s wonderful clowns. 
Mr. Sherwood, I think, was noted for 
his love of children, and for the 
many performances he gave at chil- 
dren’s institutions. 


: Did Emmett Kelly ever travel 
with the 'Cole Brothers show? I’m sure 
I once saw him with them. 


A: Some years ago, Mr. Kelly did 
travel with this circus. Otto Grieb- 
ling, another clowndom great, was 
with Kelly at that time. Together they 
formed the greatest pair of panto- 
mimic clowns on earth, 


Q: Why are clowns called “Joeys”? 

A: Circus clowns are known as 
“Joeys” in honor of the greatest of 
pantomimic buffoons, Joseph Grimal- 
di. Grimaldi captured the smiles and 
hearts of England at the beginning 
of the 19th century. His costume and 
make-up are still popular today.

Topazes -- by the Mountainful 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


Utah is an amazing state, and this 
adjective will appeal particularly to 
the mineral collector who has been 
privileged to gather minerals in this 
happy hunting ground for the Rock- 
hound, Not all of its fine collecting 
areas are yet of easy access; as for 
instance the beautiful petrified woods 
west of Medicine Hat in the south- 
eastern corner of the state. However, 
our areas described here are of easy 
access and adjacent to fine highways. 

Let’s start with Salt Lake City and 
take Highway 40 or 50 west, as they 
join Magna on the southern shores 
of Great Salt Lake, and follow this 
to Grantsville, about 25 miles from 
Salt Lake City. Here we take High- 
way 58 south to St. John. This com- 
munity is the gateway to the Ophir 
Copper Mining Center, which was de- 
scribed in a previous Rocks and Min- 
erals story in HOBBIES. We do 
not believe it repetitious to suggest 
that Ophir itself is worthy of a day 
in the life and travels of any Rock- 
hound. It is a characteristic, if not 
classic example of the mining ghost 
town, and the mines and dumps are 
easily and readily accessible, and in 
our visits we found no one to ques- 
tion our collecting proclivities. 

Ten miles east of Ophir is Cedar 
Valley, where green veracite is ob- 
tained, and 12 miles north of Ophir 
is the world’s largest open pit mine, 
the famous Bingham Canyon. We'll 
drive on south via Highway 386 to 
Mammoth, another mining center with 
Dividend, Eureka, Tintic and Silver 
City, all old mining towns, and each 
offering much of interest to the ama- 
teur mineralogist. Here we follow 
Highway 6 to Delta, which is well 
out on the desert, and where you 
want to get gas and water. From 
here we take the gravel road west to 
Abraham, which is the gateway to 
the Sevier Desert. Our objective will 
be the Joy region, which is some 28 
miles out across the desert, A few 
miles out we pass the site where, in 
1942-1946, thousands of Japanese 
evacuees were housed. In passing the 
camp I was reminded of a period

spent in this camp myself where I 
showed them how to set up lapidary 
equipment and to polish the local gem 
materials. 1t also brought to mind 
the incident of two of the evacuees 
who in 1945 while exploring the des- 
ert west of the camp came upon a 
large metallic boulder which they feit, 
because of its location far from any 
iron deposit, must be a meteorite. The 
piece was later identified as a mete- 
orite. 

We continue our journey toward 
Joy where our objective is Mount To- 
paz, incidentally almost any resident 
of the Delta area can direct you to 
this dominating peak, northwesterly 
from that town. Roads take off 
through the sagebrush towards the 
peak from all sides, but excepting 
after a rain, do not expect to find 
any water anywhere in the area. This 
is a properly repeated caution! As 
you near Mount Topaz on a sunny 
day and it usually is, you will see 
sparkles of reflected sunlight, some- 
times from many points on the slope 
of the mountain. These are the re- 
flections of the sun from the faces 
of actual topaz crystals, and from any 
point on the mountain these crystals 
may be seen and gathered. 

The mountain itself seems to be of 
a scoria type of material which on 
close examination appears to he glas- 
sy and of much the same consistency 
as the topaz themselves. You will un- 
doubtedlv experience the same thing 
that I did. I saw a brilliant sun re- 
flection from about 300 feet across 
the slope of the mountain where I 
could maintain the contact with the 
reflected beam. Because of the bril- 
liance I felt that here must be a 
crystal of tremendous size and fol- 
lowed the beam step by step until 
I had reached the actual crystal re- 
flecting the sun’s rays, and it turned 
out to be a face approximately one 
quarter-inch across and the whole 
crystal not more than one inch long. 
I found many other topaz crystals 
that were larger. 

Excellent specimens may be ob- 
tained with the crystal actually 
mounted on the matrix which is a 
choice specimen. The crystals may be 
clear or citrine (orange) color, They 
may be from a size as small as it is 
possible to see to a maximum of 
three-eighths-inch in diameter and 
one and one-half-inch long. A high 
proportion will make fine faceting ma- 
terial. You will find them with basal 
termination in many instances and 
almost always with the ton end termi- 
nation, Snlendid jewelry can be made 
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by sawing just the top termination 
and mounting these with their nat- 
ural facets in jewelry. 

East of Mount Topaz about two or 
three miles is an area where color- 
ful quartzite and agate may be found. 
Because of the distance from popula- 
tion centers it is the writer’s belief 
that this area will prove to have 
other unexplored gem collecting sec- 
tions. From almost any direction one 
can travel by jalopy or jeep into un- 
explored areas where who knows what 
may be discovered. But inasmuch as 
it is an ancient volcanic zone, the ge- 
ologic factors are right for the for- 
mation of agates, jaspers and other 
gem materials, 

As the Topaz mountain trip from 
Salt Lake City and return will con- 
sume a good full day, we will not 
describe other collecting areas in this 
article. We can appropriately advise 
thet there are many other areas in 
the region for good mineral collecting.

Good As Source Material 


HAVILAND’S FAIENCE AND 
PORCELAIN 


From the November 25, 1876 
Harper’s Weekly, in the article 
“The Centennial” 


In the exhibit of the faience or 
glaze earthenware and porcelain of 
Limoges, made by HAVILAND & CO., 
are to be found the most striking 
productions of the present ceramic 
artists of France. To them we owe 
the inimitable Henri Deux ware, or 
Faience d’Oiron, the wonderful works 
of Palissy, and the porcelain of Sev- 
res. The artists of Limoges are in 
full harmony with the traditions of 
their country. 

The manufacture of faience was in- 
stituted at Limoges about one hun- 
dred and forty years ago, but does 
not appear to have been carried on 
with very great success. About 
thirty years later the making of 
porcelain was introduced, and for 
some time the manufactory of Limo- 
ges was a branch of the royal 'works 
at Sevres. Subsequently it was dis- 
posed of by the government, and 
since that date Limoges has been 
chiefly known to the commercial 
world as an important centre of the 
porcelain industry. Its »roduciions 
have been introduced into this ccun- 
try and made widely known by the 
enterprise of the manufacturers. More 
recently their attention was fortuna- 
tely turned to faience, and upon their 
works in that kind of ware the future 
reputation of Limoges will unques- 
tionably stand. 

It may be premised that the pro- 
cess by which the faience vases are 
produced is entirely new. The great 
difficulty formerly attending the de- 
coration of earthenware — that of 
estimating the effect of the action of 
the fire upon the colors — has been 
successfully overcome. Not only is 
the result of the final firing antici- 
pated with certainty, but the distin- 
guishing styles of different artists 
are preserved as faithfully and minu- 
tely as if the paintings were executed 
upon canvas, With all the original- 
ity of Palissy the artists of Limoges 
combine the great potter’s readiness 
to accept the suggestions of nature. 
Their creations are, however of a to- 
tally different order. One vase is 
simply decorated with a flower spray 
in relief admirably colored, and has

coiled snakes for handles. Another 
has a similar floral wreath, and on 
the flowers at either side are butter- 
flies. A very beautiful and unique 
pair shows the figures of Phoebus 
and Luna, beautifully modeled and 
left in unglazed relief. On others 
are dogs in various attitudes, realis- 
tid and full of action. One presents 
us with a chubby Cupid, his bow 
drawn full to the shoulder, and an- 
other with a woman throwing food 
to poultry. In the last two the flesh 
tint is especially remarkable. Such 
are a few out of a multitude of ex- 
amples. They show that the French 
artists, among whom are BRACQUE- 
MOND, CHAPLET, DELAPLAN- 
CHE, LINDENCHER and LAFON, 
have entered upon a course which 
has already led to great result. and 
must hereafter lead to greater. Of 
the same kind of ware are the mas- 
sive, vigorously treated memorial 
vases which lend a Centennial charac- 
ter to the entire exhibit. They are 
respectively intended to commemorate 
the gaining of independence and the 
close of the first century of its en- 
joyment by the United States. No 
more appropriate records of the pres- 
ent year could be placed in Memorial 
Hall. 

HAVILAND’S porcelain is too well 
known to require extended notice. He 
has, however, some beautifully paint- 
ed vases of very graceful form. The 
ornamentation of his table sets is 
characterized by great chasteness. 
PALLANDRE decorated one set and 
BRACQUEMOND another; and by 
the latter artist are twelve plates, 
with pictures of “Morning,” “Night,” 
“A Thunderstorm,” etc., painted with 
great delicacy and originality. 

The examples of pate tendre are 
exceptionally interesting, and many 
of them are very attractive. A toilet 
set and a Psyche in turquois blue re- 
present an achievement in color which 
has for centuries occupied the atten- 
tion of artists. By reason of the 
exquisite softness of tints attainable 
on pate tendreit is eminently adapted 
to fine decoration, but ithas hitherto 
been found that this advantage is 
counterbalanced by its difficulty of 
manufacture, The pieces above 
mentioned and some of the large 
vases are interesting, therefore, apart 
altogether from their artistic beauty, 
as remarkable examples of skillful 
manipulation,

Stories and Superstitions 


Playing cards have been surround- 
ed by an aura of superstition from 
the time of their early existence, but 
the superstition which is attached to 
the various cards today is of a differ- 
ent nature, and generally is tied in 
with some historical event. For in- 
stance, the hand which Wild Bill 
Hickok held at the time he was shot 
to death August 2, 1876, has always 
been referred to as “Dead Man’s 
Hand,” and consisted of two black 
Aces, two black Eights and the nine 
of Diamonds. The cards which he held, 
with the complete deck is supposed 
to be in the Old No. 10 Saloon, Dead- 
wood, S. Dak. The deck was one of 
full length figures, manufactured by 
the Samuel Hart & Company. ; 

Collecting the story of each in- 
dividual card has been a hobby of 
George M. McKenzie, a magician of 
Scotland. Some of these stories are 
familiar to us and some are not, but

able at this time to locate them. 'Col- 
lectors and non-collectors alike will 
surely enjoy these stories: 


SPADES—ACE,. It was called Spadille 
for the games of Ombre and Quadrille 
and was used as an ingredient, together 
with two adders, twenty-four spiders, 
seven toads and an ewe lamb‘s heart, 
for the concoction said to have assisted 
the Corsican witch to foresee Napoleon’s 
career, 


SPADES—KING. Lafayette (1757-1834), 
“The President of Spades,’’ superseded 
Jean Jaques Rousseau, the then King of 
Spades at the time of the French Revo- 
lution. This refers to the fact that about 
1848 decks of playing cards in America 
were made without the usual Kings and 
Queens, historical characters being used. 


SPADES—QUEEN. Minerva (wisdom) 
altered by the Revolution to the virtue of 
Fortitude (strength). This card is said 
to have led to the conviction of the noto- 
rious Captain South in 1823 A pack 
of cards with which he was playing with 
his victim was found in his pocket bear- 
ing a bloody imprint on the Queen of 
Spades and he was hanged on this evi- 
dence, 


SPADES—KNAVE. Throckmorton 
(1515-1571) in, Queen Elizabeth’s time 
was surprised whilst plotting to put Ma- 
ry Queen of Scots on the throne. As he 
attempted to escape he scribbled a warn- 
ing to Mendoza, the Spanish Ambassador, 
on the back of the Knave of Spades, 
thereby enabling a number of the con- 
spirators to escape. 


SPADES—TEN. Buffalo Bill’s card 
(Colonel Cody 1846-1917). He bet he could 
pierce each of the ten pips with a re- 
volver at 12 yards range. He was suc- 
cessful, and the card was auctioned for 
$150, 


SPADES—NINE. Count Cavour (1810- 
1861), the great Italian statesman wrote 
advice on the nine of spades to an Eng- 
lishman from whom he had won 10,000 
Francs, that he should respect small 
ecards. Cavour’s highest trump was the 
nine of spades, and, thereafter, he always 
referred to this as his lucky card. 


SPADE—EIGHT. This card is said to 
have caused the death of Lord Lansdowne 
in July, 1866. He was playing while at 
White’s Club and his cards twice fell 
from his hand to the floor. He complained 
of feeling ill and on being assisted to a 
cab, the eight of spades fell from his 
clothes. ‘“‘There is the card that disturbed 
me so,’’ said his Lordship. He went to 
bed and died, 


SPADES—SEVEN. This is the only 
card left of the pack owned by Marie An- 
toinette (1753-1793). She gave this pack 
to the Dauphin, and it was taken from 
him by his jailer and sold. The cards 
were destroyed with the exception of the 
seven. 


SPADES—SIX. This card called ‘Poor 
Dick’? was so named after the partner 
of (we suppose) Wm. Combe (1741-1823) 
one of the trio of card players at the 
Roxburgh Club in St. James Square. The 
news of whose death (the partner) so 
upset Mr. Combe, that he trumped his 
partner’s trick with the six of spades. 
From that moment his luck changed and 
he proceeded to win $150,000 from Sir 
James Malcolm,

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SPADES—FIVE. This card, the last in 
the hand of Lookup, the noted Whist 
Player of Bath, was buried with him af- 
ter his death at the card table. 





SPADES—FOUR. Crockford, the pro- 
prietor of the famous gaming club, who 
made $5,000,000 in the course of his ca- 
reer, once won $70,000 at shilling whist. 
His last card was the four of spades, and 
as this game was the final one it was 
known as Crockford’s last card. 


SPADES—THRBDE. This card figured 
in a complete pack of fifty-two threes 
of spades used by a fortune teller to in- 
dicate the future husband of a lady of 
the House of Ormonde. (Ireland - 17th 
Century). The unsuccessful suitor had 
bribed the fortune teller to use the pack 
of seven of hearts, but. the old woman, 
disliking his suggestion, adopted the pack 
of the threes of spades. 


SPADES—TWO. ‘“There’s luck under a 
black deuce’’ runsi the old proverb; but 
on no account must the card be touched 
with the elbow; why, it is not known. 


HEARTS—ACE, There was originally 
no Ace of Hearts in a pack of cards, but 
if Latimer’s card (sold by Southeby’s 
about 1907) was genuine, then the ace 
of hearts must have been part of the 
pack of 1530. 


HEARTS—KING. The first King of 
Hearts was called Carolus (after Charles 
VI of France (1867-1422) the father of 
playing cards in Europe. Three hundred 
and twenty-five years later Bonnie 
Prince Charlie used the King of Hearts 
as ‘visiting cards’? to bestow upon his 
various hosts and hostesses. 


HEARTS—QUEEN. Maria Gunnung, 
the beautiful Lady Coventry often used 
to draw this card, and stated it would 
kill her. She died at the early age or 
twenty-eight. Lewis Carroll’s Queen of 
Hearts in the book “Alice in Wonder- 
land’? has immortalized this card. 


HEARTS—KNAVE. Otherwise known 
as “Hearty Jackanapes,’’ the _ stealer 
of the tarts in the nursery rhyme. Also 
this card is the subject of Bret Harte’s 
poem ‘‘The Heathen Chinee.”’ 


HEARTS—TEN. Lord Lauderdale 
staked $25,000 in 1773 that, given the ten 
of hearts, he would take a trick with it. 
He and his friends had been playing for 
twenty-eight consecutive hands and he 
revoked. After playing his losses, he tore 
the card in two. 


HEARTS—NINE. This card used to 
be called ‘‘Nap” (after Napoleon). He 
wrote examples of the English words he 
had learned on a nine of hearts which 
happened to be handy. 


HEARTS—EIGHT. The ‘‘parenthesis’’ 
(interlude) or eight of hearts, got its 
name by the birth to a married lady at 
the card table, of a girl. The eight of 
hearts being missing. 


HEARTS—SEVEN. Lord Clive, on No- 
vember 22, 1774, turned up this card at 
whist at his Berkeley Square house; he 
asked to be excused and was found with 
his throat cut, a pen knife on the floor. 


HEARTS—SIX, “Grace’s Card,’ or the 
six of hearts was used as a writing sheet 
by John Grace, Baron of Courtstown, in 
Ireland, early in the 18th Century, to re- 
fuse to desert the Jacobites. 
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ROW 1: Ace and Court cards of the Spade suit, issued by the Consolidated—New 
York Card Company. The heads on the reverse ends are different on each 
of the three court cards. Very colorful. 


ROWS 2 & 3: The numeral cards of the Spade suit from the “VANITY FAIR” deck, 


all of which are quite colorful. 


ROW 4: The two of Spades and the first th:ee cards of the heart suit. This deck was 
issued by the U.S. Playing Card Company. 


There are many variations of the numeral cards—some plain, others very fancy, 
others with “fortunes” or legends on them. All are interesting.

HEARTS—FIVE. The Reverend John 
Taylor once revoked with the five of 
hearts and gave up cards for ever. 


HEARTS—FOUR. H. Collingwood, last 
heir to an estate in Northumberland, was 
found dead in a wood with this card 
clutched in his right hand. From then on- 
ward, it was considered unlucky to hold 
this card in one’s hand. 


HEARTS—THREE. Soon after the fate- 
ful “South Sea Bubble,’ (early in the 


18th Century) Aislabie and Iaw met at 
Venice and proceeded to play a game of 
ecards. The three of hearts and other 
cards in the pack pictured a Dutch satire 
on their own financial schemes in the 
“Bubble,” so offended them that they 
abandoned their game. 


HEARTS—TWO. ‘The deuce take it” 
eried one player at a game of whist in 
Bedford Row in 1729. But the deuces 
were allowed to remain and whist thus 
became a more scientific game. 
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DIAMONDS—ACE. In Ireland the Ace 
of Diamonds is called ‘“‘The Earl of 
Cork,” it being the worst ace in the pack 
and also the poorest card. 


DIAMONDS—KING. This card is be- 
lieved to be an evil one. In most fortune 
telling games the card portends ill luck, 
its other name meaning ‘‘the great 
hanged one.” Joachim Murat whom Na- 
poleon made “King of Naples’ in 1808 
drew this card twice from a fortune teller 
and he was executed in Italy in 1816. 


DIAMONDS—KNAVE. Frederick the 
Great (1712-1786) is said to have played 
with the Count Lacy, on the eve of one 
of his battles, with a pack of cards, the 
eight and knave (or Valet) of Diamonds 
being preserved in St. Petersburg. 


DIAMONDS—TEN. This card (‘‘Picks” 
in Yorkshire) was the Password (PYX) 
to Medmenham Abbey in the middle of 
the eighteenth century, 


DIAMONDS—NINE. “The curse of 
Scotland’’ got its name from the fact that 
the Duke of Cumberland (1721-1765), af- 
ter the battle of Cullonden (1746) used this 
card to write out an order to massacre 
the wounded rebels. 


DIAMONDS—EIGHT. The fifth Duke 
of Hamilton is said to have sent a re- 
minder about his unpaid card winnings 
to the Countess of Yarmouth on the eight 
of Diamonds. 


DIAMONDS—SEVEN. In 1795, a Mrs. 
Hotchkiss of Leeds, who had been eleven 
years in dying and liked a game of Ecar- 
te, was in the act of playing this card 
when she died. 


DIAMONDS—SIX, The well known 
hymn ‘‘Rock of Ages,’’ so it is said, was 
written on the card six of diamonds by 
Augustus Montague Toplady (1740-1778) 
English hymn writer. 


DIAMONDS—FIVE. Charles James Fox 
(1749-1806) English Statesman, is said to 
have staked $50,000 - on this card one 
wane at Faro at Brooke’s Club. He lost. 

DIAMONDS—FOUR. This card was 
turned up as trumps six times running in 
six rubbers of whist at Charles Lamb's 
house (1775-1834). 


DIAMONDS—TWO. Archbishop Corn- 
wallis, while playing the two of diamonds 
after being rebuked by King‘ George III 
(1738-1820) for playing cards, was sud- 
denly struck by palsy of his right hand. 


CLUBS—ACE. This card was inscribed, 
as an I1.0.U. to Sir Joshua Reynolds 
(1723-1792) by Oliver Goldsmith (1728- 
1774), the intimation being additionally 
expressed by the three balls of Lombardy 
in Silhouette (the Pawnbrokers sign). 
The Duke of Cumberland (1721-1765) 
lost $100,000 - at Bath through not hold- 
ing this card. 


CLUBS—QUEHEN. “Black Bess” was 
the name of this card. Queen Elizabeth 
was a blonde, so that the derivation is 
obscure. 


LUBS—KNAVE. Jean Paul Marat 
(1743-1793) French revolutionist. On July 
13, 1793, while seated in the bath read- 
ing a book, the marker for which was a 
knave of clubs, he was stabbed to death 
by Corday. 


CLUBS—NINE. John Gay (1685-1732) 
English poet scribbled a couplet from his 
famous - Beggars Opera (1728) on the 
back of this card. 


CLUBS—BIGHT. An eight of clubs 
was found in a water-tight box near To- 
bermory Bay, Scotland, having lain there 
for more than 300 years. It was a relic 
of the Spanish Armada (1588). 


CLUBS—SEVEN,. For twenty years, a 
German in an asylum, turned up a pack 
of cards; he had sworn to turn them up 
in a certain order, beginning with the 
seven of clubs. He succeeded on the 
4,246,025th time. 


CLUBS—SIX. This card fell uppermost 
from a pack of cards wired together and 
fired from a cannon, by a Federal gun- 
ner, into the rebel lines at Richmond, 
Va., during the Civil War (1861-1865). 


CLUBS—FIVE. One, Watson, is said to 
have won $5,000 at Faro about one hun- 
dred years ago. This card is often known 
as ‘“‘Watson’s Card.” 


CLUBS—THREE. The Prince of O- 
range, later William IV - King of Eng- 
land (1830-1837). He played cards on the 
eve of crossing to England in 1788, and 
autographed the three of clubs before re- 
ae the pack to the donor, Lord Dun- 

ane. 


CLUBS—TWO. There was a supersti- 
tion about this card, that it denoted the 
presence of five trumps in the dealer’s 
hand. 


Many people have their own per- 
sonal superstition about their lucky 
and unlucky cards. Since the begin- 
ning of playing cards it has been thus.

Sierras, Fort Ross, and views of the 
Old Hearst Ranch. 

We have also mentioned the thou- 
sand or so Mission Cards, Union Oils 
of all these same scenes, portraits and 
homes of all the movie stars over sev- 
eral decades, church and courthouse 
cards, Easter Services in the moun- 
tains at various amphitheaters, Car- 
nival of the Roses, Bowl games, Navy 
and Army Camps, etc., about which 
we did not write at this time. 

And we must mention the very 
worthy collections of Mitchell, Car- 
dinal-Vincent, Newman, or Rieder, 
among the old cards; and the Rob- 
erts, Union Oil, and Crocker cards 
of today; and last the very thrilling 
new cards from Disneyland. 

California has been and still is the 
home of several thriving post catd 
clubs; a number of interesting ex- 
hibits have been held; several of the 
largest collections of cards in this 
country are in California; and most 
of the collectors we have contacted 
from that state have proved to be 
friendly and helpful. 

In every way California has proven 
herself to be one of our most out- 
standing post card states.

are a good indication that type. of 
structure was still in use at a time 
when European trade goods were be- 
ginning to filter into the region. 

When the first Europeans arrived 
the area was inhabited by a band 
of the Shoshoni known as the “Moun- 
tain Sheep Eaters.” They were a 
seasonally nomadic group of Indians 
who subsisted mainly bv hunting and 
gathering activities. They were last 
known to visit the region regularly 
in the 1880’s, and their survivors now 
live mostly on reservations in Idaho 
and Oregon.

THE “PILTDOWN HOAX” 


The recent exposure of the “Piit- 
down hoax” perpetrated some fo:ty 
years ago has removed a major stum- 
bling block from the path of students 
of human evolution. 


So long as there was even any like- 
lihood that there once had existed in 
England an animal with a human 
brain and jaws like those of an ape 
they were confronted with a difficult 
paradox, says Dr, William L. Straus, 
Jr., Johns Hopkins University physi- 
cal anthropologist, in the 1955 Annual 
Report of the Smithsonian Institution. 


Application of recently devised sci- 
entific tests established beyond any 
debate that the Piltdown remains con- 
stituted a deliberately planted hoax, 
the purpose of which nobody has been 
able to explain. It involved a great 
amount of misguided ingenuity and 
energy. 


From the first there were strong 
skeptics. Gerrit S. Miller, Jr., former 
Smithsonian curator of mammals, at- 
tributed the jaw to a fossil chimpan- 
zee. Yet the fact remains, Dr. Straus 
points out, that some of the foremost 
anthropologists and anatomists of the 
time accepted the remains without 
much question as those of an actual, 
however bizarre, “dawn man.” 


Early in the present century, he 
says, it was widely believed that the 
brain led the way in the evolution 
of man and that modification of other 
parts of the body followed. Recent 
finds of fossil men and other prim- 
ates, however, indicate that the brain 
lagged behind the rest of the body 
during man’s evolution. Indeed, stu- 
dies of other animals suggest that 
this may be a general rule in mam- 
malian evolution, This evoked an 
ever-increasing skepticism toward the 
view that the Piltdown skulleap and 
jaw belonged to one and the same 
animal, which had been named 
“Eoanthropus.” Moreover, this sup- 
posed Piltdown man “just simply did 
not fit into the picture of human evo- 
Intion thet has gradually been un- 
folding as the result of paleontologi- 
cal discoveries throughout the world.” 


“The Piltdown Story” is a signifi- 
cant one in the history of ideas, more 
particularly as it bears on the con- 
cept of the precise course of human 


evolution. For, if man’s biologi 
history be likened to a book. it is ee 
to be composed of both blank and 
written pages and. bv those who note 
them carefully, many if not most of 
the written ones will be seen to be in 
the nature of palimpsests — pages 
that have been rewritten after the 
original writing was rubbed out. Of 
this, the Piltdown affair is a striking 
demonstration.” It also shows. adds 
Dr. Straus, that this rewritine of 
man’s historv is not always due to the 
discovery of new fossils, but that it 
can also result from changes in the 
Philosophical climate that envelops 
the science. 
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GREAT SHOOTING STAR 
PRODUCED FAMOUS CRATER 


The great shooting star that plung- 
ed to earth thousands of years ago 
and dug the famous Arizona Meteor- 
ite Crater weighed at least 12,000 tons 
(the size of an average house) and 
approached from a direction slightly 
south of west. Hitherto it has been 
estimated that the giant meteorite 
weighed between 10,000 and ten mil- 
lion tons, and that it crashed to earth 
from a point slightly west of north. 

These most recent measures of 
weight and direction are based on an 
on-the-spot study by scientists of the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Observa- 
tory, Cambridge, Mass., headed by 
Dr, John S. Rinehart who is assistant 
director of the observatory. Dr. Rine- 
hart with his family and three Har- 
vard University research students 
lived on the Arizona Desert near the 
Crater three months last summer 
while making the survev. 

Direction of the meteorite’s flight 
was determined by sampling earth 
over an 80-square-mile area for tiny 
fragments of the meteorite. These 
particles of metals were found dis- 
tributed over a symmetrical swath 
running nearly west to east (actually 
15 degrees north of east). Samples 
were taken every half mile in a 
square pattern, and sifted by screen 
and magnetic separator. Particles ad- 
hering to the magnet were all strong- 
ly magnetic and mainly in_ three 
categories: a meteoric iron particle, 
a meteoric iron-oxide bit, and a 
shiny particle probably volcanic. 

From the area immediately sur- 
rounding the crater — which is 4,100 
feet in diameter and about 600 feet 
deep — the scientists sampled earth 
that contained a concentration of me- 
teorite particles. The weight of these 
particles, taking into consideration 
the area over which they were col- 
lected, constituted the basis for es- 
timating the 12,000-ton weight of the 
meteorite. 

Dr, Rinehart points out that a bal- 
listics estimate previously made de- 
termined that the missile would have 
had to weigh 12,000 tons to have 
made a crater of the dimensions of 
the one in Arizona. 

His report on the survey _ states 
that there is no evidence to indicate 
any sizable portion of the meteorite 
lies under the floor of the crater. 
The meteor apparently exploded on 
impact, scattering into bits and 
chunks. The larger pieces remain now 
as particles, and the original smaller 
pieces have undoubtedlv disintegrated 
through oxidization since the meteor

fell thousands of years ago. The 


time is estimated variously at from 
5000 to 50,000 years ago. 

The crater expedition was partly 
financed by U. S. Air Force funds. 

Members of Dr. Rinehart’s research 
team on the Arizona survey were: 
Nicholas Matalas of Charlotte, N. C.; 
Robert O’Neil of Cambridge, Mass., 
and Robert Olson of San Jose, Calif. 
Plans for the expedition and analysis 
of the results were done by F. Behn 
Riggs, of Cambridge, Mass., and Paul 
Hodge, of Snohomish, Wash. 


METEORITES 

Washington, D. C., A challenging 
problem in the designing of inter- 
continental missiles is the tendency of 
the atmosphere to burn them up as 
they descend through the atmosphere. 
Dr. John S§. Rinehart, Assistant 
Director of the Astrophysical Obser- 
vatory, Smithsonian Institution, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., made this statement in 
a paper read today before the Ameri- 
can Physical Society meeting in New 
York City. He was reporting on re- 
search he had done on meteorites. 

Dr. Rinehart describes his “post 
mortem” studies of 70 meteorites, and 
his statement in regard to inter-con- 
tinental missiles was based on these 
studies of spent “shooting stars.” (A 
hooting star-- or meteor--becomes a 
meteorite when it lands as a solid 
“pon the earth.)

His paper stated that the speed of a 
meteor entering the earth’s atmos- 
phere is on the order of 7 to 44 miles 
a second, but that most meteors ac- 
tually enter it at a speed of about 
10 miles a second. He added that at 
these extreme speeds meteorites “suf- 
fer rapid loss of material” because 
of “aerodynamic heating and abrad- 
ing (wearing away) forces.” He con- 
cluded that the total amount of ma- 
terial that a meteorite may have lost 
in flight cannot be fixed accurately, 
but that it might be as high as one- 
half. 

His study of the 70 meteorites led 
to these further conclusions: 


(1) That many meteorites are severe- 
ly worn away (ablated) as they 
hurtle through the atmosphere; 

(2) That the wearing away frequent- 
ly occurs roughly in a symmet- 
rical pattern about an, axis that 
is parallel to the direction in 
which the meteor fell; 

(3) That the total amount of mate- 

rial a meteorite might have lost 

in flight cannot be fixed accu- 
rately but that it might amount 
to half of its mass; 

That large meteorites have deep 

pits, but small ones are smoothly 

sculptured.

Among ithe meteorites studied by 
Dr. Rinehart were those he described 
as: the Grant, N. Mex., meteorite, 
which weighs 1060 pounds and is 2 
feet in diameter; the Cabin Creek, 
Ark., meteorite, which is saucer- 
shaped and weighs 107 pounds; the 
Bruno, Saskatchewan, weighing about 
25 pounds; the Boogaldi, Australia, 
which is pear-shaped and weighs 
4% pounds; the Lafayette, Ind.; the 
Archie, Mo., which is conical-nosed 
and classed as small; the Estherville, 
Iowa, which weighs half an ounce; 
the Long Island, Kans., which is 2 
feet in diameter and weighs 184 
pounds; and the Nedagolla, India, 
meteorite.

Arms: Azure a fesse nebulee be- 
tween three crescents ermine. 
Crest: A wyvern guttee de sang, lan- 
gued, gules, gorged and chained or. 
Motto: Nil sine numine. 


The above description of the Weld 
Armorial Bearing is registered in 
Crozier’s General Armory as ascribed 
to Capt. Joseph Weld who was in Rox- 
bury, Mass., in 1646; and to Daniel 
Weld, Esq., of Boston. Matthews’ An 
American Armory ascribes this same 
Arms to the “Rev. Thomas Weld, 
born Sudbury, Suffolk, B.A. Trinity 
College, 1613, Vicar of Terling, Es- 
sex, 1624-32, minister First 'Church 
Roxbury, 1632-41,” and states it is 
found enameled in color on brass on 
the east wall, under the pulpit, in 
the First Church, Eliot Square, Rox- 
bury, Mass. A colored reproduction 
of the Arms illustrates Charles Fred- 
erick Robinson’s Weld Collections 
(1938). 

Burke’s General Armory 1884. gives 
these Arms, coupled with various 
crests, to Weld families seated in Ea- 
ton, co. Chester; Willey Park, co. 
Salop and London; Lulworth, co. Dor- 
set; Ince Blundell, co. Lancaster; 
Chideck, co. Dorset; Leagram Park, 
co. Lancaster—and all apparent'y 
stem from the Weld family seated at 
Eaton. 

The Weld family of co. York has 
a black shield with a wavy fesse be- 
tween the three crescents of ermine. 
Other Weld Arms show variations on 
this same theme—all basically the 
same. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms; 
A blue (azure) shield across the cen- 
ter of which is charged an ermine 
band or fesse with a distinctive divi- 
sion line called ‘‘nebulée.” This fesse 
is between three ermine crescents. The

crest is a black (sable) fabulous 
beast called the “wyvern” with two 
feet and a long curved tail, usually 
drawn with wings; it is covered with 
drops of blood (guttée de sang) and 
has a red tongue and wears a gold 
(or) collar (gorged) and chain. The 
Latin motto “Nil sine numine” is 
translated, “Nothing without the Dei- 
ty.” Arms: Azure, a dance between 
three crescents ermine. 

This description of the Weld Ar- 
morial Bearing is registered in New 
England Historic Genealogical So- 
ciety’s Roll of Arms, ascribed to “Rev. 
Thomas, Capt. Joseph and Daniel 
Weld, brothers, Roxbury, Massachus- 
setts.” This ‘Coat-of-Arms was found 
affixed to a deed given by Daniel and 
Mary (Weld) Harris of Middletown, 
Conn., in 1652, deeding her share of 
land to her brother John Weld of 
England and Roxbury. Mary Weld 
was born about 1627, the daughter of 
Capt. Joseph (1598-1646). 

The Welds of Sudbury, co. Suffolk, 
England (from whom Thomas, Joseph 
and Daniel descend) are not regis- 
tered in any of the visitations as an 
armigerous family. Presumably, any 
family with such close connections 
with England would not assume an 
Armorial Bearing wrongfully, and, 
although the Arms are not registered 
in the ‘College of Arms, it could mean 
that the family simply did not bother 
or perhaps were not interested in the 
payment of the required fees. Anoth- 
er theory advanced for this difference 
is the possible stupidity of a seal 
maker undertaking a job for which 
he had no heraldic background... 
“dancetté” would be much easier to 
emblazon than “nebulée.” 

On the other hand, the ancestry of 
Thomas, Joseph and Daniel has been 
traced back three generations to their 
great-grandfather, John Weld (circa 
1505-1551) without establishing a 
connection with the Eaton Welds. 

The Rev, Thomas Weld was the first 
of the family to come to New England. 
After his excommunication in Eng- 
land, he sailed for the New World 
and settled in Massachusetts. Within 
a month he was installed as the first 
pastor of the First Church of Rox- 
bury. He took a. prominent part in 
the trial of Ann Hutchinson. While 
awaiting the banishment, Ann Hutch- 
inson spent the winter as a prisoner 
in the home of Joseph Weld. Under 
the Black Horse Flag, by Isabel An- 
derson (1926) it is stated that Thom- 
as Weld, a grandson of the first 
Thomas, followed his ancestors foot- 
steps by becoming a clergyman and 
ended the ancient feud by marrying 
Ann Hutchinson’s great-granddaugh- 

ter. 
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Rev. Thomas Weld served on the 
first Board of Overseers of Harvard 
College. He returned to England to 
beg relief from Parliament for New 
England and succeeded in securing 
goods and commodities which were 
forwarded to the colonies. He never 
returned to America but remained in 
England as agent and advocate of the 
needs of the settlement, He ended his 
days as Vicar of the Parish of Saint 
Mary at Durham, England. He left 
at least two sons in Massachusetts— 
John, born 1627 who died in Roxbury, 
and Daniel who died in Deerfield in 
1699 

Rev. Thomas was the ancestor of 
the Weld who founded the William 
Fletcher Weld Company, which “out- 
lasted most of the merchant ship-own- 
ing houses in Boston. After the Civil 
War it had the largest sailing fleet 
in America. The Black Horse Flag 
which flew above its clippers was a 
familiar sight to sailors and many of 
its vessels were famous for their 
speed and general seaworthiness.” 
(Isabel Anderson 1926). 

Capt. Joseph Weld followed his 
brother Thomas to Massachusetts and 
was a valuable aid to Gov. Winthrop. 
He was born in 1595 at Sudbury, Suf- 
folk, and died in 1646 at Roxbury, 
Mass. He served as deputy to Massa- 
chusetts General Court; first ensign

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of the Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company; captain, Roxbury Mili- 
tary Company; served in Indian war- 
fare, and was one of the tirst donors 
of Harvard College. 

Daniel Weld is listed in the Daugh- 
ters of America ‘Colonists Lineage 
Book 1, p. 362: “Daniel Weld (1585- 
1666) of Roxbury, Massachusetts. 
Served as Town Clerk 1654, was a 
school master and landed proprietor,” 
In 1640, he married Alice Perrin who 
died in 1647. According to this ac- 
count his grandson Joseph changed 
the name to Wells and the name con- 
tinues as Wells or Welles down 
through his descendants. 

These three—Thomas, Joseph and 
Daniel, were the sons of Edmond 
(1559-1608) and his wife Amy; 
grandsons of Thomas Weld, draper of 
Sudbury, co. Suffolk (born c. 1535 - 
d, 1597) ; and grandsons of John Weld 
of Long Melford, co. Suffolk (born c. 
1505 - d. 1551). 

A copy of the will of “Edmond 
Welde of Sudbury, Suffolk, mercer” 
proved May 3, 1608, may be found in 
the New England Register Volume 
49, page 486 (1896). In this docu- 
ment Edmond names and numbers his 
seven sons in this order: Daniel, John, 
Edmund, Thomas, Benjamin, Joseph 
and James. He also mentions his wife 
Amye and his eldest daughter Mary 
Welde and his youngest daughter Eli- 
zabeth. In the Weld Collections 
(1938), Charles Frederick Robinson, 
who apparently did considerable re- 
search on this family, makes the fol- 
lowing observation: 

“There is an element of tragedy in 
these records. A man in the prime 
of life hopes that his business will 
continue in the hands of his two 
eldest sons, neither of them yet of 
age, From his savings, ample as long 
as he remains at the center of the 
picture, he attempts to settle some- 
thing on each of nine children, and 
to leave his “wife through her nat- 
ural life, the mansion house,‘ to 
which she was accustomed. Three 
years after his death, other arrange- 
ments are necessary. The home is oc- 
cupied by one Thomas Barrow. Later 
developments show that Daniel, the 
eldest son, after years in England at 
whose history we can only guess, be- 
came at fifty-two a schoolmaster in 
the New World. John, the second son, 
remained in Sudbury and prospered. 
Benjamin’s name is remembered only 
in ocgurrence of his Christian name 
among the descendants of his broth- 
ers; we lose sight of Edmund and 
James. Thomas, the fourth son, is 
educated at Cambridge and becomes 
a Puritan vicar and is driven out of 
his living. Taking refuge in the Bay 
Colony in 1632 he is joined in 1635 
by his younger brother Joseph who 
carries out the mercantile traditions 
of the family. A little later Daniel 
comes to Braintree where he teaches 
fifteen years and in 1652 arrives at 
Roxbury to take charge of the Latin 
School at which he is master for four- 
teen years until] death at 81.” , 

However, whatever these adversities 


might have been, his children were 
able to stand on their own feet—John 
the second son prospered (as stated 
above) ; Joseph Weld died in Roxbury 
the richest man in the colony (Sav- 
age: Genealogical Dictionary) —and 
they all were a credit to themselves, 
each other and their country.
